Martin's death, were purchaſed by Mr. John Worth, che- 
miſt, of Diſs, F. S. A. who entertained thoughts of giving 
them to the publie, and circulated propoſals, dated July 1, 
1774, for printing them by ſubſcription. Upon the en- 
couragement he received, he had actually printed five ſheets 
of the work, and engraved four plates. 


This ſecond effort was blaſted by the immature death of 
Mr. Worth, 1775; who dying inſolvent, his library, in- 
cluding what he had reſerved of the immenſe collections of 
Le Neve and Martin at their diſperſion on the death of the 
latter, being ſold with his other effects for the benefit of 
his creditors, was purchaſed the ſame year by Mr. Thomas 
Hunt, bookſeller, at Harleſton. Of him I bought the ma-

MR. 
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R. THomas MARTIN was born at Thetford, in the 

ſchool-houſe in St. Mary's pariſh, (the only remaining 
pariſh of that town in Suffolk) March 8, 1695. His grand- 
father William Martin was rector of Stanton St. John in Suf- 
folk, where he was buried in 1677. His father William 
Martin was rector of Great Livermere, and of St. Mary's in 
Thetford, both in the ſame county. He married Elizabeth 
only daughter of Mr. Thomas Burrough, of Bury St. Ed- 
monds, and aunt to the late Sir James Burrough, maſter of 
Caius College, Cambridge; he died in 1721, aged 71, and 
was buried in Livermere chancel, where his ſon Thomas, not 
long before his death, placed a monument for him, and 


his mother, and their children, who were then all dead ex- 


cept himſelf, '** now by God's permiſſion reſiding at Palgrave.” 

THoMAs was the ſeventh of nine children. His ſchool edu- 
cation was probably at Thetford. In 1715 he had been ſome 
time clerk to his brother Robert, who practiſed as an attor- 


. Ney there; but it appears by ſome objections to that employ- - 


ment in his own hand-writing in that year, that he was very 
uneaſy and diſſatisfied with that way of life. As theſe give 
us the ſtate of his mind, and the bent of his inclination at 


that early period, and may perhaps account for his ſuccecding |

He was, however, by fome means or other, kept from 
executing his favourite plan of going to Cambridge. In 1722 

he ſtill probably reſided at Thetford; for having married 
Sarah the widow of Mr. Thomas 231 1 and daughter of 
Mr. John Tyrrel of Thetford, his firſt child was born there 
that year; in 1723, his ſecond was born at Palgrave in Suf- 4 
folk, as were the reſt. This wife bore him eight children, 
and died November 15, 1731, ten days after ſhe had been 
delivered of twins. He very ſoon, however, repaired this 
loſs, by marrying Frances, the widow of Peter Le Neve, 
Norroy, who had not been long dead, and to whom he was | 1 
executor. By this lady he came into the poſſeſſion of a very 
valuable collection of Engliſh antiquities, pictures, &c. She 
bore him alſo about as many children as his former ſpouſe, 
(four of whom, as well as five of the others, arrived at 
manhood) and died, I think, before him. 

He died March 7, 1771, and was buried, with othely of his 
family, in Palgrave church-porch, where no epitaph as yet re- 8 
cords the name of that man who has ſo induſtriouſly preſerved 
thoſe of others, though Mr. Ives had promiſed his friends that 
he would erect a monument for him, and had actually drawn 
up the following inſcription, ſuch as it is, to be mY upon it:

Mr. Martin ſeems to have preſaged that he might want 
this poſthumous honour, as in a curious manuſcript of church 
collections made by him, he had inſerted the following pieces

What is become of this book, I know not; Mr. Ives, after 
Mr. Martin's death, ſolicited and obtained it of the family; 
and upon his death, the Martins made very earneſt applica- 
tions to his friends to have it returned, but were refuſed. Mr. 
Martin refers to it ſometimes in his church notes in my poſ- 
ſeſſion. ILthink it was not in Mr. Ives's auction in 1777. 
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Mr. Martin's deſire was not only to be eſteemed, but to be

Known and diſtinguiſhed by the name of Hone/t Tom Martin 


of Palgrave *, an ambition in which his acquaintance ſaw no 
reaſon not to gratify him; and 1 have obſerved with pleaſure 
ſeveral ſtrokes of moral ſentiment ſcattered about his rough 
church notes. Theſe were the genuine effuſions of his 


heart, not deſigned for the public eye, and therefore mark 


his real character in that reſpect. Had he deſired the appella- 
tion of wiſe and prudent, his inattention to his buſineſs, his 
contempt and improper uſe of money, and his fondneſs for 
mixed and feſtive company, would have debarred him, as 
the father of a numerous family, of that pretenſion: 

As an antiquary, he was moſt ſkilful and indefatigable ; 
and when he was employed as an attorney and genealogiſt, 
he was in his element. 1 have two or three of his collec- 
tions in that way that ſhew his prodigious induſtry. He had 
the happieſt uſe of his pen, copying, as well as tracing, with 
diſpatch and exactneſs, the different writing of every ra, 
and tricking arms, ſeals, &c. with great neatneſs. His taſte 
for antient lore ſeems to have poſſeſſed him from his earlieſt 
to his lateſt days. He dated all the ſcraps of paper on which 
he made his church notes, &c. Some of theſe begin as early as 
1721, and end but the autumn before his death, when he 
ſtill wrote an excellent hand; but he certainly began his col- 
lections even before the firſt mentioned period, for he ap- 
pears among the contributors to Mr. Le Neve's Monumenta 


Anglicana, printed in 17191.

His collection of antiquities, particularly of ſuch as relate 
to Suffolk, was very conſiderable, greater than probably 
ever were before, or will be hereafter, in the poſſeſſion of 
an individual; their fragments* have enriched ſeveral private 
libraries; and, from the liberal ſpirit of communication that 
diſtinguiſhes the preſent age, would undoubtedly be acceſ- 
ſible to any gentleman whole time ſhould enable, and incli- 
nation induce him, to arrange and give them to the public,

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T 18 agreed by all 8604 t hiſtorians, that we have no certain 
account of the ſtate of this iſland before the invaſion by . 
Julius Cœſar; for it is from that period only we can ſpeak 
concerning events, which happened in this kingdom, The 
beſt antiquaries cannot poſitively determine whence the name 
of our country is derived. Some ſuppoſe it was called Bri- 
tania. from Brith, which in the antient Britiſh language fi Ig- 


nifies potted or painted, and Jain, a nation. Others think 


the name is derived from Britac-Anac, which in the Phoeni- 
clan language ſigniſſes 4 land of tin; in which commodity 
the Britons carried on a very conſiderable trade long before 

B Cæſar's 
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Cœſar's time. Others derive our original from Gomer the 
eldeſt ſon of Japhet ; but that is only offered as a conjecture, 
which indeed may have a reſemblance of probability in it, 
becauſe the words Gomer and Cymri, the names given to the 
antient Britons, ſeem to bear ſome affinity to each other.. 
The learned Sheringham, in his treatiſe de Origine Angliæ, 
thinks this iſland had not the name of Britain before the ar- 


rival of Julius Czfar : but that is a miſtake; for it was ſo 


called by Polybius, who, though he lived to a great age, died 
Ioo years before Cæſar was born: and it is evident, beyond 
all diſpute, that the Silares; a Phoenician colony in Spain, 
hada great trade from Cades (now Gales) to Cornwall, and the. 
adjacent parts, for tin long before ;. which was. a trade of ſuch 
great advantage to them, that they are faid to have given a 
great reward to that merchant, who choſe rather to ſplit his 
ſhip upon a rock, than to be taken by the Romans and diſco-- 
ver that trade. Certainly the nation, at leaſt the maritime 
part thereof, could not be fo brutiſh and ulliterate, TOW 
Cæſar firſt invaded this ifland, as he repreſents it to be. St. 


Jerom, in ſome of his diſſertations upon Geneſis, ſays, _ 


the ſea-coaſts of Europe, and the iſles even as far as Britain, 


were inhabited by the Greeks, from whom. the Romans. 


themſelves derived a great part of their own learning. 

But, that the true ſtate of things in thoſe times of dark 

neſs and ignorance may be tolerably underſtood, 1 ſhall N 

a curſory account from the beſt ancient authors. 

Strabo repreſents the Britons as being ſo rude and ignorant, 

when the Romans firſt invaded them, that, though they 

abounded in milk, they underſtood not the art of making 

cheeſe, nor yet of agriculture or gardening; nor were their 

cities any other than ſuch receptacles as they made in 
woods 


woods for themſelves and cattle, ſecured by cutting down 
trees 4. 
Czſar alſo informs us, that braſs and iron rings or plates, 
reduced to a certain weight, ſupplied their want of money : 
and though the Romans taught them the art of coining (to 
enable them to pay their tribute), yet they had little improved 
it, as appears by Doomſday; where it is mentioned that their 
payments were made by weight, number, and in bullion. 
Dio Caſſius and Herodian ſay of the Britons, that they 


tilled no land, but lived on what they took in hunting, and 


the fruits of trees. They dwelt in tents; went naked, except 
a kind of covering made with ſkins, and without ſhoes ; kept 
their wives and children in common, and brought up the latter 
in all manner of hardſhip, by inuring them to hunger, cold, 
and labour. They were very valiant and intrepid, and fought 


bravely, though naked, having their bodies painted with the 


portraitures of the fierceſt beaſts, to appear more terrible Þ, 
Nor were they more improved in their navigation than in 
other ſciences ; their beſt veſſels: being made only of ſmall 
twigs, covered with leather, as both Cæſar and Lucan in- 
form us. When Julius Cæſar made his firſt attempt upon 
this iſland, the natives in general were ſo rude and barbarous, 
that authors are at a loſs to aſſign his motives for this 
invaſion. Some aſcribe it to an idea that the iſland pro- 
duced great quantities of pearl <3 others, to the glory 
of enlarging his conqueſts. But his eagles reſted not 
long here; and, if we believe Lucan, his retreat was not 
very honourable, Afterward, when the Romans had com-

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pleted their conqueſt, the provinces under their power were 
reduced, by Roman arts and civilization, from that ſavage bar- 
bariſm with which they had been overſpread, to the love and 


cultivation of all peaceful arts. By the good conduct of the 
Roman generals (eſpecially of Agricola), they were taught and 
encouraged to build houſes, temples, and courts of juſtice ; 
to cultivate their lands, and to conform in all things to the 


Roman manners. They devoted themfelves to the ſtudy of all 
uſeful knowledge, and thereby became prepared for the re- 
ception of the Chriſtian religion, which, by the direction of 
Divine Providence, was afterwards introduced among them; 


and ſoon made fo great progreſs, that, within one century, 


in the time of King Lucius, no leſs than three archflamens, 
and twenty-eight flamens, were converted into ſo- many rind 


biſhops and biſhops d. 


Cæſar tells us, chat all offices of religion were performed 


LEY 


by the Druids, who had the care of the education of youth, 
were ſole judges bottr in all crimes and controverſies, punith-- 
ing thoſe who diſobeyed their determination with a ſoft of 


excommunication, which amounted to a kind*of- outlawry.. 


In ſhort; the Druids were the oldeſt” guardians of all reli-- 


gion, laws, and learning, among the'Gentile Philoſophers of 


the ſect of Pythagoras e. But whence they had their name 


the learned are not agreed. Pliny derives it from Avg, an- 


oak, becauſe none of their religious rites were performed 
without oak-leaves, or boughs of that tree. Camden and- 
Selden incline to that opinion. I think the name Druid comes 
from the Britiſh» word Derw, an pak; or Derwydd, oak- men::

| to conſider What part the IcEN1, who were the inhabi- - 


tants of the kingdom of the Eaſt Angles, now Norfolk, Suf- 
folk, Cambridgeſhire, and the Iſle of Ely, bore in the war 
with Cæſar; with whom, after the overthrow of Caſſibelan, 
the moſt potent king in the whole iſland, the king of the Eaſt 
Angles made his peace; and, upon paying a ſmall tribute, 
the Britons were at reſt for the ten laſt years of Julius Cæſar's 
life; and after his death were wholly neglected by the Ro- 
mans till the reign ot Claudius, who, by Aulus Plautius, his 
lieutenant general, reduced Britain into a Roman province g. 
It is very probable that THETFORD was the royal city of the 
Iceni, ſuch as that age afforded, even before the Roman in- 
vaſion, on account of its advantageous ſituation for health 
and pleaſure, as well as conveniency; being neareſt to the: 
centre of that kingdom of any town therein, which could:

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hold commerce with the counties of Huntington, Cambridge, 
and the Iſle of Ely, by water. In thoſe ages there was 
little or no coin for the ſubjects to pay their tribute to their 
kings; for which reaſon (though hiſtorians had not in- 
formed us that payments were made to ancient kings in pro- 
viſions Þ) we might have juſtly concluded, that they ſup- 
plied them with all things neceſſary for their ſupport ; and 
for the eaſy effecting thereof, there is no town in all the 
kingdom of the Iceni that can reaſonably come into compe- 


tition with Thetford for the reſidence of their kings, where. 
they might have a convenient ſupply (by water) of all ſuch 


commodities as the richeſt part of their kingdom afforded, 


and at the ſame time be in the centre thereof, to relieve any 


of the remoter parts in caſe of emergency. 

During that long reſpite of Too, years which the Britons en- 
joyed after the death of Julius Ceſar,” they had made fo great 
an improvement, from the example of the Romans, whom they 
endeavoured in all things to imitate, that, in the time of Nero, 
Praſutagus king of the Iceni, who was grown famous for 
his wealth, at his death made Cæſar coheir with his two 
daughters, in hopes thereby to preſerve both his kingdom 
and family. But this policy only furniſhed Nero's officers 


with -a pretence to ſeize and harraſs his kingdom, to plunder 


his houſe, and treat the Iceni, eſpecially their chiefs, like 
ſlaves. Nor did they reſt there; but abuſed his daughters, and 
ſcourged his queen Boadicea, for endeavouring to put a ſtop 
to their outrages. The colony at Camalodunum, now Malden 
in Eſſex, treated the ancient inhabitants like vaſſals and ſlaves, 
and turned them out of their houſes and poſſeſſions. Such 
_unworthy treatment ſo exaſperated Boadicea, that ſhe incited 
the Trinobantes, and other people who were not wholly ſub-

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jected by the Romans, to a revolt, This the abſence of 
Suetonius the Roman general, then on an expedition againſt 
the Ifle of Man, much encouraged. The valiant queen fo 
well improved thoſe circumſtances, and met with ſuch ſuc- 
eeſs, that ſhe cut off the colony at Malden, and the ninth 
legion as it came to their relief. Nor had the colony at Veru- 
lam any better fate, where the victorious queen put all to. 
the ſword, cutting off ſeventy or eighty thouſand of the Ro- 
= | mans and their allies. But ſhe was ſoon. after overthrown by 
1 Suetonius, with eighty thouſand of her men i.

ferves) there was no farther notice taken of the Iceni 


But that Thetford 
continued to be one of the moſt conſiderable towns in theſe 
parts of England, is manifeſt from the.very name the Romans 
gave it, Stromacus k. What name it had. before their | 
arrival here is unknown, nor is it very material : the beſt 


towns the Britons had before were very obſcure; and hiſtory: | 
does not furniſh us with any particular account of them. | 

It is obſervable that the conquerors changed all names at i 
their pleaſure; and Camden is of opinion, that Sitomagus is de- F 
rived from Sit, or Thet (the name of a fmall river falling out 
of Suffolk into the Little Ouſe, which takes its riſe at Lop- | \ 
ham, and runs through this town), and Magus, which, as ö 
Pliny ſays, ſignifies a City : ſo that it was called by the Romans - 
the City upon the river Sit or Thet ; and. corruptly SIMOMAGUS

a But as the Romans gave names to towns ſuitable to their 
n ſituation, and to this town in particular; ſo did the Saxons, af- 
| ter it came under their juriſdiction. - If I may be permitted to, 
offer an etymology of my own, Why, may we not ſuppoſe Sit and 
Thet to be a contraction of Civitas and Magus, from putyac, mag- 
nus; q. d. a great City, as this was, in compariſon with any other 
in this part of England. Nor can I give a ſtronger approbation 
to the learned Camden's derivation of the preſent name of 
Thetford from Deovpopd, by ſtill keeping the firſt ſyllable, 
caſting out the o, with the addition of the German or Saxon 
word ford, ſignifying a paſſuge over waters; not conſi- 
dering that Deory without any diminution, ſignifies canals, 
or cataradte aquarum, a great fall of waters; ſo that the ge- 
nuine and proper ſignification of Deotpond is a paſſuge over 
a canal, or confluence of © waters." No name can be more ap- 
poſite to any place than this is to the chief paſſage into this 
town over the Chriſtopher Bridge, where the ſeveral ſtreams 
iſſuing” out of the counties of Norfolk and Suffolk are, as it 
were, contracted and united into one canal, and might there- 
fore with propriety be called by way of miese Theford”, 
as the name was antiently written. 5 — 

The Romans, when they conquered any n or town, 
endeavoured to ſecure the acquiſition, by placing therein ſome! * 
of their legions under the command of proper. otlicers. We 
find about this town ſeveral veſtiges of its being once forti- 
fred; and nothing is more probable than that thoſe nes E 
defence were erected by the Rm ans.

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Mr. Blomefield m ſuppoſes they had a fortreſs at each end 
of the town, which then lay altogether on the Suffolk ſide of 
the river. The firſt of theſe fortreſſes he places at the weſt 
end of the town, very near the river, and having the ſcite 
of the nunnery on its eaſt ſide. Much of this agger was 
loſt in his time, having been carried away for manure to im- 
prove the adjacent low meadows; from this the intrenchment 
in all probability went up to that field where a windmill once 
ſtood, and encloſing that field croſſed the London road, and ſo 
meet Red Caſtle, the other fortreſs. Some traces of the town- 
ditch may be ſeen near the nunnery, and ſome broken banks 
on the eaſt ſide of the read by it, but whether ſufficient to 
authorize Mr. Blomefield's aſſertion may be doubted. _ 

The Red Ca/tle was an earthwork on the weft ſide of the 
town, which was entirely defended by it. Authors differ in 
their opinions concerning the etymology of this name ; ſome 
derive it from the red gravelly ſoil of which it conſiſts, the 
oil of the field round it being much darker; others, from 
the Saxon word Rev, which ſignifies a Reed, as well as red 

coleur. But moft probably that name was given to it by the 
Britons, from its ſituation directly oppoſite a noted place on 
the river, called Dz/tchingford, q. d. Ditch and ford, which 
was the principal paſſage over the river into the town, which 
then ſtood on the Suffolk fide. The Britiſh name for Ford 
is Rhyd, and it is well known that the ancients generally de- 
rived their appellations of places from remarkable rivers, 
woods, valleys, &c. It is an oval camp which adjoins to the 
road on the ſouth, and though ploughed over, .and the ditches 
 tevelled, retains much of its ancient form and is hollow in

On the eaſt ſide of the preſent town FIG A famous bill, ; 


called the Caſtle Hill. Camden confeſſed himſelf unable 


to reſolve whether it was a work of the Romans or Saxons. 
It is generally agreed. at preſent, that ſuch kinds of forti- 
fications as are accompanied by a keep, are of later work. This 
may, however, with great probability, be aſcribed to the Saxons, 


as well as that ancient boundary of this kingdom of the 


Eaſt Angles upon Newmarket Heath, known by the name 


of the Devil Ditch; and, it may be thought probable, that 
it was the work of ſome of the firſt Saxon Kings, to ſecure 


their capital in caſe of any ſudden irruption or invaſion. 

The exterior figure of this work ſeems to have been a right 
angled paralellogram with the angles rounded off, its greateſt 
length lying from eaſt to weſt. It conſiſted of two ramparts, 
each defended by a ditch. Within theſe, near and parallel to 
their welt ſides, is a high and ſteep mount or keep, entirely 
encompaſſed by a ditch. Eaſt of this mount is a large area or 
place of arms 3oo feet ſquare, evidently intended for parading 
the troops employed in its defence. This mount is about 100 


feet in height, and the circumference at the baſe 984; its dia- 


meter meaſures 338 feet at its baſe, and 8 1 on its ſummit, 
which is diſhing or concave upwards of 12 feet below its 
outer ſurface, owing probably to its having been once ſur- 
rounded by a parapet, the top whereof may have been gra- 
qually melted away by the injuries of time and weather. 


The flope or ramp of this mount is extremely ſteep, formin g

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an angle with the plain of the horizon of more than 40 de- 
grees, and yet no traces remain of any path or ſteps for the 
purpoſe of carrying up machines or any weighty ammunition. 
The chief entrance ſeems to have been on the north ſide, 
where, in the ſecond or inner rampart, a paſſage is ſo formed 
that troops attempting to enter muſt have preſented their 
; flanks to a double line of the garriſon looking down upon 
* them. Such was, it is preſumed, its form, when entire. At 
? preſent the whole of the ſouth fide is covered with buildings, 
and towaxds the eaſt it has been nearly levelled, and is cut 
through by the road, only part of its eaſt fide near the north 
eaſtern angle remaining. The encloſing ramparts are {till 
near 20. feet high, and their ditches at bottom from 60 to 70 
feet wide, which, . conſidering the double flope of 45 degrees, 
gives a confiderable width at the creſt of the ramparts. The 
ditch round the mount meaſures 42 feet wide at bottom“. 
The annexed plan and ſection will convey a much clearer 
idea of it than can be given by words, the dotted lines repre- 
ſent its ſuppoſed form when entire; the ſhaded parts ſhew its - 
preſent ſtate. — it!

What makes it ſeem- probable that Thetford was one 
of the Roman caftira flativa is, that the only old Roman: 
way, which is certainly known to run in theſe parts, is 
the way mentioned by. Dugdale, . leading from Peterborough. 
in Northamptonſhire to Denver near Downham. Market: 
in Norfolk, acroſs the Great Level of the Fens, in the moſt: 
advantageous place it could be made- for. the march of their- 
armies from their other military ſtations in. the north; as; 
well as from other places to their cara fativa here. This 
way might be a part of the Ikenild Street, or Via Icenorum, 
which the learned are at ſo great a loſs to aſcertain; in 
favour of which I. would. obſerve, that there is no other 
known Roman way within the kingdom of the Iceni. It is 
generally allowed that the places mentioned in the itinerary 
ſtood on the high road. Mr. Salmon P finds two Roman roads 
meeting at the ancient ford at this town. He indeed re- 
moves Sitomagus to Wymondbam, afterwards to Boꝶenbamd; 
and* Baxter, by a- wilder. conjecture, to. Hemingford Abbot ; ; 
in Huntingdonſbire. 

To the argument in favour of this place having been a Ro- 
man ſtation brought from its ſituation on the Roman way, 
one might add, that in the place: called Smithfield”, are 
evident proofs of its being the very piece of ground where 


forges for iron-works, &c. were erected, it being covered 


very thick with their cinders; and the diſtance of that 


field from the camp exactly correſponds with the general 


cuſtom of the Romans, Likewiſe the number of Roman 


coins found here, chiefly. of the higher empire: Veſpaſian, .

Dr. Stukeley exhibited to the Antiquary Society. 1748, 
drawings of two rude inſtruments made of an horſe's bone, 
like a comb, with which he fancied the Britons combed 
the manes of their horſes. They were found in the earth-- 
works of the caſtle, and were in the poſſeſſion of the rev. 
Mr. George Burton, of Elveden. 

SITOMAGUS continued to be a fenced and royal city from 
the unfortunate overthrow of Boadicea till the eſtabliſnment 
of the Heptarchy, and was known to Antoninus, Ptolomy, 
and elder ages, by this name; when Norwich, Lynne, and: 
Yarmouth, were yet in their infancy.

8 Thetford was the metropolis of the Eaſt Anglian king 
dom, and flouriſhed greatly under the Saxon govern— 


ment, it may not be improper to give a brief account of the 


origin of the Eaſt Angles, and their Kings. 

When the Saxons had made themſelves maſters ef all Eng- 
land, they divided it into ſeven kingdoms, called the Heptar- 
chy. That of the Eaſt Angles contained Norfolk, Suffolk, 
Cambridgeſhire, and the Iſle of Ely. It was bounded on the 
eaſt and north by the ſea, on the weſt by St. Edmund's Ditch, 
and on the ſouth by Eſſex. It began in the year 575, and 
ended upon king Ethelbert's death in 793, having laſted 218 
years. in regular. ſucceſſion- Afterwards it. became tributary:

to Mercia, after the ſhort interval of Edmunds reign of 16 
years to the Daniſh invaſion. It was governed by the  follow-

1. Urra. He landed in Britain about A. D. 530, and e 
ed the title of King of Eaſt Anglia about 575, and died about 
$81. The ſucceeding Kings of the Eaſt Angles had from him 
the title of Ungs®. | 

2. TITIL reigned according to PENG twenty years, ac- 
cording to Stow ten; of whom there is nothing memor- 


able recorded. He died A. D. 592, and was Wen in 


the government by that excellent prince his ſon 

3. REDOWALD or REDWALD, who, having been converted 
to the Chriſtian faith, is ſaid to have relapſed into his former 
errors by the perſuaſion of his wife Wilburga, daughter or 


relation of Penda king of Mercia. He protected in his court 


a young and innocent Prince named Edwin, who fled to him 
for refuge when he was perſecuted by Adelfrid, or Ethelfrid, 
king of Northumberland. But when Adelfrid heard of the 
place of Edwin's retreat, he immediately ſent a meſſenger to 
Red wald, to demand the young prince, threatening in caſe of 
Tefufal an open declaration of war. After ſome deliberation, 
Redwald's generoſity and valour fo effectually pleaded in behalf 
of the prince, that he collected his forces, and marched at the 
head of his army againſt Adelfrid, and after a vigorous en- 
gagement obtained a compleat victory, A. D. 592. This 
fortunate event advanced Edwin to that dignity and power, 
to which he had a legal claim, and which he ſupported with 
honour and efteem, in conſtant friendſhip with his kind de- 
fender and his ſubjects. Redwald reigned according to Speed

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forty years; Stow ſays only twenty-five. He died A. D. 624, 
and was ſucceeded by his ſon | 

4. ERPWALD, Who was converted to Chriſtianity by Edwin 
king of Northumberland, and baptized A. D. 627* or 632 , 
and after a ſhort reign (though Hollinſhed ſays he governed 
in Redwald's time) was murdered by one Richbert or Richart, 
his. relation, in 636. He was ſucceeded. by his brother 

5. SIGEBERT, Who is ſuppoſed to have founded public 
ſchools at Cambridge. He was very induſtrious in his en- 
deavours to have his ſubjects inſtructed in the true religion; 
having, after he had been driven out of the kingdom by his 
ſon-in-law, taken refuge in France, where he embraced the 
Chriſtian religion; and by the concurrence of Felix and Fur- 
ſeus, he effected his deſign. He retired. from the fatigues of 
government 540, with a view to devote himſelf to a religious 
life in Cumberſburgh or. Cnoberſburgh abbey, and reſigned 
the kingdom to Egric® his kinſman. But ſoon after, Penda- 
king of Mercia declared war againſt Egric, who ſolicited and 
obtained the aſſiſtance of Sigebert. They both marched into 
the field (Sigebert armed only with a wand) and were defeat- 
ed and ſlain at Cnoberſburgh, A. D. 6387. 

7. ANNA, fon of Enus, brother of Redwald, then aflumed: 
the royal powers in 642. He bore an excellent character, 
and 1s reputed to have been one of the moſt 'eminent of the Eaſt 
Anglian kings. It is ſaid, that by his aſſiſtance, Cenowalch, 

king of Weſſex, who fled to him for refuge, was reſtored to 
his kingdom, of which he had been deprived. This part of 
his conduct was ſo highly reſented by Penda, that he vowed 
he would carry fire and Hvord into the kingdom of the Eaſt

8. ETHELDRED or ErhlkrRE a, who thereupon ſucceeded 
him 654. Penda accepted his nee and deſiſted from the 
execution of his threats. Etheldred's reign laſted not long. 
He was flain in battle the ſame or e year by Oſwi, 
king of Northumberland. 


The following kings, who ſuobefſively governed the Eaſt 


Angles, have ſo little ſaid of them by hiſtorians, that I ſhall 
paſs them briefly over, and haſten to the more immediate 
ſubject of this hiſtory. On the deceaſe of Etheldred, 
9. ATHELWALD or EDELWALD, his brother, ſucceeded in 
the government 655 ; and after his death 8 his nephew 
T0. ALDULPH, cotemporary with Bede b. 
II. ALFWALD, or ELWAL De, his brother, 683. 
12. BEORNE 690 or as ſome 749, who was ſucceeded 7 60 by 
T3. ETHELDRED, who died 7 89, and was ſucceeded by his ſon 


14. ETHELBERT. He was baſely aſfſaſſinated 792 by his 


father-in-law Offa, king of Mercia, who united his kingdom 
to his own. 

The Eaſt Angles having defeated Offa's three ſucceſſors, 
Beornulf, Ludecan, and Witlaff, ſet up for their King Ep- 
MUND, of whom more fully in the next chapter.

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THE DANES. 


UT its proſperity was of ſhort duration. The Danes were 
not idle ſpectators of the opulence of the Eaft Angles, 
and of the other kingdoms of Britain. It does not appear this 
warlike people had any higher views than plunder when they 
firſt viſited this ifle ; but their ſucceſſes ſuggeſted to them 
2 compleat conqueft of England. Nor were pretences or 
opportunities wanting. The following are recorded by our 
hiſtorians. In the year 848, Ofbert became King of North- 
umberland, and by his unhappy conduct, involved both 
himſelf and others in calamities. He kept his court at York, 
and uſed frequently to amuſe himfelf with hunting. As he 
was returning one day from the chace, he called at earl 
Bruern's houſe to refreſh himſelf. It happened the earl was 
not at home; but his lady, who added an engaging beha- 
viour to exquiſite beauty, made fuch a ſtrong impreffion on 
the heart of the amorous king, that he refolved to gratify 
his pafſion. After he had tried every ſoothing method to 
obtain her conſent, without ſucceſs, he proceeded to vio- 
lence. When the eart returned, his wife acquainted him 
with what had happened. Bruern immediately deviſed 
the moſt ample revenge on the raviſher. He thought 
nothing could more effectually anſwer his purpoſe, than 
going to Denmark to ſolicit the aſſiſtance of the Daniſh 
5 D king.

king. In conſequence of that application, the Danes, not 7 
long after, made a deſcent on Northumberland; and their 1 


ſucceſs in that kingdom was conſidered by them as an earneſt | 
of what they might expect another time. 
The hawk of Lodbroc king of Denmark happening in a 4

took the next boat he could find; or, as other hiſtorians ſay, 
in paſſing over into a little iſland, with his hawk for ſport, { 
a ſudden guſt of wind drove him out to ſea.

Repeham, where addreſſing himſelf to Bern, the king's fal- 9 
coner, he was by him preſented to king Edmund, who re- 1 
ceived him with great kindneſs and reſpect. At length | 
Bern grew jealous of the great favour ſhewn to Lodebroc, 
ſo that when they were {porting together in the woods, 9 
Bern flew and buried him therein. His murder was after-

ward diſcovered by a hound that Lodbroc kept, who would 2 1

he was forced to viſit them. Being known for Lodbroc's dog,, JF 
he was obſerved and followed, till he had directed. them to 1 
his maſter's body, and by his fierce behaviour towards Bern, 1 
and other circumſtances, Bern was diſcovered to be the mur- 9 
derer, and condemned by the king to be put into the ſame 1 1 
boat which brought Lodbroc over into Eaſt An glia, without Al | 


oars or ſails. This boat in an extraordinary manner was car- 
ried ſafe to Denmark, where it Was known to be the ſame in 
which Lodbroc was. loſt. Bern was. ſeized and carried to. 
Hinguar and Hubba, . Lodbroc J ſons, and by them, with tor- 

ments, 
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ments, examined concerning their father's fate; but he, 
in his own excuſe, charged king Edmund with the mur- 
der after providence had caſt him on the Engliſh coaſt. 
The ſons, inflamed with rage, reſolved on revenge; and, 
ſpeedily raiſing great forces, made a deſcent, But had this 
been the true cauſe of their coming over, they would not 
have wintered quietly at Thetford the firſt year, and from 
thence in the ſpring, after they had provided themſelves 
with horſes, have left it for ſome years, without any 
further injury, to plunder and ravage ſeveral other parts 


of the iſland J. By the moſt authentic hiſtories it appears 


that the Danes ſacked Wincheſter in the time of king Ethel- 
bert, which was no leſs than ten years before Hinguar and 
Hubba plundered and burnt Thetford, and martyred king 
Edmund, which was not till the year 870 or 871, in tte 
16th year of his reign ?; when, after they had plundered 
and waſted a great part of the country, Hinguar again re- 
turned and wintered at Thetford, with part of the Daniſh 
army. Edmund rallied his forces, and marched againſt the 
enemy; a dreadful battle was fought, near to the town, 
with the Danes, which continued a whole day with great 
ſlaughter on both ſides. Towards night the Danes began 
to retreat, but were not purſued by the king, who retired 
to Hegleſdune, now Hoxne, upon hearing that Hubba was 
come to his brother Hinguar's aſſiſtance. with ten thouſand 
men. Soon after, they purſued the king, and took him pri- 
{oner; and, having bound him to a tree, ſhot him to death with

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arrows. To fatiate themſelves with full revenge, they cut 
off his head, and lodged it in the thickeſt part of the adjoin- 
ing wood, that it might not be found by his ſervants. 
The Danes, in the approaching ſpring, thought it would 
anſwer their purpoſe better to leave that part of the 
country they had already ruined, and ſeek more inviting and 
fertile ſcenes, where they might carry on their old trade of 
plunder to more advantage. 

After their departure, the firſt care of the chriſtians was 
to pay their reſpects to the holy martyr, as king Edmund 
was called, by giving him a decent funeral. In order there- 
to, diligent ſearch was made for his head, which was found, 
and buried together with his body at St. Edmundsbury, fo 
called on that account. 

As that event has been embelliſhed by hiſtorians with ſome 
miraculous and extraordinary circumſtances, I ſhall mention 
one or two inſtances. The following is taken from father 
Creſſy's Church Hiſtory of Britain . He ſays, when king Ed- 
mund's friends were ſearching for the head, and calling to 
one another, the head anſwered here, here, until it had 
brought them all to it; where they found a wolf holding it 


between his fore-feet, who, after he had farrendered up his 


charge, followed them to the funeral, without doing or re- 
ceiving any harm. 

The ſame author tells us farther, that the head reinathed 
in the wood one whole year before it was found ; and in the 
eoncluſion adds, that he ſhoald have abſtained from tran- 
icribing into his hiſtory ſo prodigious a wonder, were it not 


that he found it atteſted by all ancient hiſtorians without ex- 
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ception, particularly by William of Malmsbury, a Sant 
hiſtorian. But it does not appear from Malmsbury that the 
head lay a year in the wood; for he could not have been 
martyred ſo long. All agree that king Edmund was flain 
upon the calends of December, which is the 2oth day of 
November : and all hiſtorians inform us, that the Danes re- 


moved from Thetford the following ſpring. Crefly cites 
Camden Þ, who only ſays, ſpeaking of Hoxne, olim Hegilſ- 
don, that the king was ſhot to death there. But Cam- 
den did not write of that event as his own opinion; but 
only gave Citations out of authors of Crefly's own religion, 
without having any deſign to ſatisfy us in regard to the two: 
great wonders. - x ; 
While popery flouriſhed in England, great numbers of 
miracles were pretended to be performed at his tomb. The 
monks acquired great riches by impoſing upon the credu- 
lous, in thoſe times of ignorance ;. and made it their chief 
ſtudy to enſlave the minds of the deluded populace by a ſhew 
of ſanRity and fictitious miracles. But let the romantic ſtories 
be treated as they deſerve : they are intended only to ſhew 
the genius of that age; and that every one may rejoice in 
the preſent advantages for improving. in rational knowledge. 
It is yet diſcernible where that dreadful battle was fought 
between king Edmund and the Danes, in the fields be- 
tween Carford and Melford. Bridges, where there are ten. 
or more tumuli. Theſe fields belong to. Ruſhford col- 
lege (formerly part of Snarefhill); and the ancient hiſto- 
rians who give us an account of that battle ſay, that king

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Edmund cam from his caſtle at Framlingham before he 
. engaged with the Danes, and retired to Hoxne afterwards; 
which circumſtances confirm the ſuppoſition of this being 
the place where the engagement happened. It is well 
known that raiſing heaps of earth or ſtones upon dead bodies 
was not a cuitom ſingular to that age only, but as ancient as 
the time of Joſhua E, | 
This country continued under the government of the 
Danes, and without a king of its own, fifty years, till 878 ; 
when Alfred king of Weſſex forced Guthrun the Dane to ſue 
for peace; and, on his ſubmitting to baptiſm, gave him Eaſt 
Anglia in free gift, by the new name of Athelſtan. He broke 
the treaty in 885, and joined a new army of invaders from 
his own country; ſo that Alfred was in continual war with 
him till his death. This happened in 890, and he was buried 
at Hadleigh in Suffolk. Edward, ſon and ſucceſſor of Alfred, 
in gor, defeated, near St. Edmund's Ditch, the Danes, who 
had ſet up Ethelwold his couſin and nephew of Alfred. The 
uſurper was there ſlain; and Edward gave the revolters a ſe- 
cond defeat next year. They ſoon after ſet up Eric, who, 
after a reign of eleven years, was defeated by Edward. His 
oppreſſions provoked his ſubjects to murder him; and ſo the 
kingdom of the Eaſt Angles became united to that of Edward 
and Weſſex, fifty years after the death of St. Edmund d. 
In 1004, Swain king of Denmark invading England with 1 
a powerful fleet and army, plundered and burnt Norwich; 
uſing ſuch expedition as greatly ſurprized the valiant Ulf- 
ketel, duke of the Eaſt Angles, who had no time to levy 
an army. By the advice of the nobility, his friends, he made

peace with Swain, or rather a ſhort truce e: but in a few days 
Swain broke through all engagements ; plundered and burnt 
Thetford, after he had lain one night therein f. 

Ulfketel, having intelligence of that unexpected enter- 
prize, ordered a party to haſten and burn the ſhips in the 
harbour, which, out of fear or deſign, was neglected. He. 
with the greateſt expedition collected his forces,, and cou- 
rageouſly marched againſt the enemy, bravely attacking them, 
as they retreated to their ſhips : but, being inferior in num- 
ber, moſt of the beſt quality among the Eaſt Angles loſt. 
their lives; yet the Danes ſuſtained very great loſs, and with. 
much difficulty recovered their ſhips; confeſſing that, in the 
whole ifland, they never met with ſo warm a reception as 
they did from that valiant commander. | 

In 1010, before the winter was over, the Danes left their 
ſhips, and marched through Chiltern wood into Oxfordſhire. 
After Eaſter they entered Suffolk, and, when they came near 
Ipſwich, they met with a ſecond warm reception from the 
brave Ulf ketel and his forces: but his men at length. 
giving way, through the ſubtilty of a Daniſh ſervant among. 
them who began the flight, occaſioned. the leſs of the 
field; yet ſtill the Cambridgeſhire men made a noble re- 
ſiſtance. The Danes, thus maſters of the field, had the Eaſt 
Angles at their mercy. They ſoon equipped themſelves with 
horſes, and ſpent. three months in the _ moſt barbarous 
ravages ; burnt Thetford, Cambridge, and other places; and 
killed all they could meet in their way, toſſing infants on the 
points of their ſpears. They rifled all the abbies and churches 
as they marched, and committed moſt dreadful. outrages..

Swaltrs power and glory did not continue long, In 1014 
he was at Thetford, where he impoſed inſupportable tribute 
upon the people, but more particularly on the church of St. 
Edmund, before whoſe ſhrine the inhabitants proſtrated 
thernſelves with prayers aud tears, imploring his aſſiſtance. 
The confequence of their ſupplications was, that Egelwin was 
cotmmanded by the faint to go and admoniſh him to deſiſt 
from his oppreſſions, if he would avoid the divine vengeance. 
This had no other effect than to render Swain more exaſpera- 
ted. The following evening, as he was encompaſſed with his 
ſoldiers, he ſaw St. Edmund, clad in armour, advancing 
towards him; at which ſight, in a great panic, he cried out 
aloud, Help me, my ſoldiers, help me! behold, St. Edmund 
comes to kill me!” and immediately, being mortally 
wounded with a ſpear by the holy martyr, he fell from his 
Horſe, and at break of day expired in the moſt miſerable tor- 
ments g. Malmsbury has a ftory much to the fame purpoſe, 
but introduces it with ambiguum eft qua morte vitam effudit b; 
by which his own judgment of that famous miracle is eaſily | 
diſcerned. * 
Henry of Huntingdon ſays, that Swain, in the beginning of 
his government in England, died of a ſudden death, without 
taking the leaſt notice of that miracle. But in thoſe ignorant 
times, if we may believe their own Regiſters i, upon publiſh- 
ing and obtaining credit to that miracle, Bury abby was en- 
riched to that degree, by the free-will offerings of thoſe who 
believed themſelves thereby delivered from the oppreflion of

Swain by that miraculous act, as enabled them to make that 
abbey one of the moſt glorious buildings in Europe k. 
The Danes were ſo far from being diſheartened by the 
death of their king, that they immediately made his ſon Ca- 
nute, or Cnute, their leader, an halt-king, by a kind of agree- 
ment with king Edmund Ironſide, and, after his deceaſe, an 
entire king of England. Then peace and tranquillity began 
to be reſtored. Thetford recovered from its ruinous condition, 
and under the Daniſh ſucceſſion grew ſo opulent and flouriſh- 
ing, that, in the time of Edward the Confeſſor, there were no 
leſs than nine hundred and forty-four free burgeſſes inhabiting 
this city. | 
Though this town met with ſo many misfortunes, yet ſtill 
it ſoon repaired its loſſes, when a fair opportunity preſented 
itſelf, And as there can be no better account of its true 
ſtate in the time of the Confeſſor and the Conqueror, than 
that given in Domeſday, the following extract out of that 
famous book is here preſented to the reader, from a fac ſimile 
copy taken for Thomas earl of Arundel, by Mr. James Brad- 
ſhaw, one of the deputy chamberlains of the Exchequer, 
t. Ja. I. and lately in the poſſeſſion of Mr. Martin.

et was then worth ſeven pounds, afterwards and now eight; 
«© of the beforementioned bordars, the king has ſcot in chief 
& onlys. In the burgh Roger hath alſo thirty-three men un- 
e der his protection, as his predeceſſor had, on whom he has 
ce no other claim but protection, and he has now one mill, 
« which Turſtin a burgeſs holds: he claims it as a royal gift; 
& but the hundred knows not how: that mill is worth thirty-

From this moſt certain account of the ſtate of the town at 
the making of Domeſday, we may obſerve the amazing growth. 
thereof in little more than thirty years, from the time of its 
total ruin by the Danes to the reign of Edward the Confeſſor; 
and how much it ſuffered by the coming over of William 
the Conqueror, who, in all probability, ruined two hundred 
and twenty-four of the moſt wealthy burgeſſes. There is 
no other known cauſe for ſuch a diminution.

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THE BISHOPRIC. 


PON the converſion of the Eaſt Angles to Chriſtianity 

in the reign of Sigebert, an epiſcopal ſee was founded at 
Dunwich, of which Felix was the firſt biſhop, and had only 
two ſuccefiors. © The ſee was then divided into two; one for 
Suffolk at Dunwich, the other for Norfolk at North Elmham. 
This laſt town became at length the reſidence of. the biſhop 
of Norfolk; of which Stigand, the tenth biſhop, was elected 
in 1038, depoſed by Grimketel in 1040, reſtored in 1042, 
and, on his promotion to the ſee of Canterbury in 1047, 
was ſucceeded by his brother Egelmar or Athelmar. He was 
depoſed in 1070 © by the Conqueror; who gave the Eaſt An- 


glian biſhopric to Arfaſt, his chaplain and chancellor, who 


removed his ſee from Elmham to Thetford. Soon after 
this removal, having a view to get Bury abbey for his epiſ- 
copal ſee, he had a ſharp conteſt with Baldwin, abbot of Bury. 
The whole proceeding is thus related by Marianus Scotus u. 
The glorious king William, the firſt of the Norman line, 
* who by his prudence and fortitude reduced all England to 
* his government, granted this liberty to Baldwin abbot of 


st. Edmundsbury, that he might, to the utmoſt of his 


* Power, increaſe thoſe lands which belonged to the church 
* of St. Edmund, either by purchaſe of his neighbours, or 
* by voluntary donations. The iſſue proved adequate to his 
** wiſhes, and fully anſwered the deſign of his royal maſter ; 


for he obtained the homage of a great number of free men,

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e called Sokmans; by which acquiſition he greatly enriched 
his monaſtery. By theſe and other means the church of 
« St, Edmund grew exceedingly eminent, which kindled in 
* the minds of ſome a flame of inſatiable avarice, and a ve- 
c hement deſire to ſtop the progreſs of its growing affluence, 
« and to deprive him of its dignity and wealth. The abbot 
« was minutely obſerved by Arfaſt, biſhop of Thetford, who 
« would gladly have converted theſe treaſures and this mo- 
naſtery to his own uſe. This produced a violent conteſt 
ce between the abbot and the biſhop; till at length Baldwin, 
« by the advice and aſſiſtance of king William, made a journey 
« to Rome, where he was received with remarkable civility 
* by pope Alexander the ſecond; and obtained of him 
* diſtinguiſhed. privileges, in honour of the bleſſed king 
Edmund the Martyr, on whoſe account the poſſeſſion of 
his church and monaſtery was ratified and confirmed to him 
« for ever. After ſeveral days conference with the pope, he 
* was promoted to the order of presbyter, was honourably 
treated, and had certain dignities conferred upon him, ſu- 
c perior to many other abbots. The pope alſo gave him the 
& paſtoral ſtaff and croſier, and delegatcd to him the care of 
* ſouls. He gave him alſo a precious altar of a purple ſtone,

in honour of the bleſſed mother of God, and of holy king 


* Edmund, which he conſecrated with the pureſt flame of 
« devotion; and by the authority of God, of the bleſſed Pe- 
« ter prince of the apoſtles and of canonized ſaints, he ap- 
*« pointed and confirmed to the abbot the government of the 
church of St. Edmund for ever, to be ſubject to him in his 
* monaſtic character ; prohibiting all others, either eccle- 
e ftaſtic or ſecular, to convert the ſame into an epiſcopal

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In 108 1, all the complaints and calumnies advanced 
againſt Baldwin by biſhop Arfaſt, concerning the church of 
St. Edmund, and the town in which the bleſſed martyr was in- 
terred, were ſettled by the king on the firſt of June, at Win- 
chefter, before the principal nobility of his realm, when he 
granted this privilege to the remains of the illuſtrious king Ed- 
mund the martyr. 6 
„William King of England, &c. to the archbiſhops, 
« biſhops, abbots, earls, and others our faithful ſubjects. As 
« ve have been advanced by the mercy of God to be ſupreme 
c in this kingdom, it becomes us to pay proper regard to the 
« yyelfare of our ſubjects in general, but more eſpecially of 
4 thoſe who labour day and night in the ſervice of the Lord. 
Therefore we make known to all preſent and future, that 
« biſhop Arfaſt hath referred it to our determination, whe- 
« ther or no the church of the bleſſed Edmund (in which 
ce that venerable king and martyr reſts, waiting for the day 
« of a bleſſed reſurection) ſhould be made his epiſcopal ſee. 
This affair hath occaſioned warm altercation between Bald- 
6 i m the abbot, and biſhop Arfaſt, which hath been of long 
&« duration. Now tit is our pleaſure to hear the reaſons which 
« each party hath to offer in ſupport of his claim, that juſtice 
„may be adminiftred. On the day appointed they came 
before us, and the biſhop made an eloquent declamation, 
« but produced no proofs. The abbot, on the contrary, 
„ ſhewed how king Canute, by the advice of the archbiſhops, 
<« biſhops, and nobility of his realm, ejected the preſbyters

This biſhop Arfaſt was formerly chaplain to the Conqueror 
when only duke of Normandy, and afterwards his Chan- 
cellor, a man of very moderate learning, as moſt of the clergy 
then were, and had been for ſome ages before. 

He died 1084, and was buried in his cathedral here, 
with this epitaph : | 

Hic, Arfaſte, pie, pater oßtime & arca ſophie, 
Vivis per merita virtutum laude perita, 
Vos qui tranfitis hic omnes atque reditis 


Dicite quod Chriſti pietas fit promptior ifti. 


He was ſucceeded by WILLIAM GALSAGUS®, called alſo 
BELTO or BEAUFo, made biſhop of Thetford by king Wil- 
liam I. at his court held in Glouceſter in the time of Chriſt- 
mas 1085. He was eſteemed to be a man of tolerable learn- 
ing, and qualifications ſuitable to his character. In his time 
the city grew populous and affluent, and was conſiderably en- 
larged and improved in its buildings. He did all in his power, 
conſiſtent with juſtice, to enrich and 9 his ſee,

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without oppreſſion or avarice. The ſtate of its revenues may 


be judged of from the account of them in Domeſday, printed 
in the Appendix, Ne 2. by which it appears this biſhop held, 
at the time of the ſurvey, upwards of ſeventy manors. He 
lived in reputation, and died full of honour about 1091. 


After his death HERBERT LoSINGA, a Norman, abbot of 


Ramſey, . purchaſed this biſhopric of William Rufus for nine- 


teen hundred pounds, and continued his ſee at Thetford for- 
the firſt ſix years, to the 6th of the ides of Aprit 1094, 


when he removed it to Norwich; but not till he had been 


at Rome to acknowledge his great crime *, and to. reſign his 
ſtaff and ring, of which the king had boflare deprived him, 
for attempting to go to Rome without his leave. After a ſo- 
lemn confeſſion of ſimony, he received abſolution, and a re- 
ſtitution of his ring and ſtaff, from pope Paſcal II. who, for 
penance, enjoined him the building of ſeveral churches and 
monaſteries. Among the reproaches beſtowed upon him by his 
contemporaries were theſe texts of Scripture, * Non hunc ſed. 
« Barabbam;” and . Amice, ad quid veniſti?” Yet all par- 
ties agree that he lamented the fins of his youth; having al- 


ways in his mouth that ſaying of St. Jerom, We have erred. 
«© when young, we muſt repent when old.” The Regiſters. 


of Bury abbey / inform us, that, notwithſtanding the ill ſuc- 
ceſs of his predeceſſor, he alſo made an attempt on that ab- 
bey before he removed his epiſcopal ſee to Norwich: but 
finding he was not likely to ſucceed by violence, he had re- 
courſe ta cunning. For when that glorious building was

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compleated, he paid a viſit to the convent, and deſired them 
to lend him their carage, or annual rate on every carucate in 
Norfolk and Suffolk, paid to St. Edmund from the death of 
Swain, to finiſh the churches he deſigned ; promiſing it ſhould 
be faithfully reſtored : they lent it to him accordingly ; but 


he never reſtored it, The Hiſtory of the Biſhops of Norwich, 


printed by Wharton (Ang. Sac. i. 407) and Tanner (B. B.), re- 
preſent him as a moſt learned and eloquent writcr and preacher. 
He died July 22, 1119, and was buried before the high altar 
in his own cathedral, whence his tomb was removed on ac- 
count of the height in the laſt century, and ſucceeded by a 
plain altar tomb, erected by the chapter in 1682, with an. 
epitaph ſaid to be compoled by Dr. Prideaux. 

Malmsbury ſays be inſtituted at Thetford a monaſtery of 
Cluniac monks, which before were diſperſed : but the fact 
is, that it was founded by Roger Bigot, at his perſuaſion; and- 
this muſt 'be. conſidered as the only compenſation made to this. 
antient town for the removal of the ſee to Norwich. It 
gradually declined, though it was the ſeat of many monaſte-- 
ries. It continued however to be a deanry for ſeveral. centu-- 
ries, and had a peculiar power and advantage under that cha- 
racter. I ſhall mention one inſtance, though of no earlier 
date than 25 Henry VII. The caſe of Nix or Nick, biſhop of 
Norwich, againſt whom (he being then in cuſtody): the king's . 
attorney preferred a bill of præmunire, to the following pur- 
port: Within Thetford in the county of. Norfolk, hath been. 
de tempore cujus, @c. ſuch cuſtom, that all eccleſiaſtical: 
cauſes ariting within that town ſhould be determined before 
the dean of that town, who hath within it peculiar juriſdic-- 
tion; and that none of the ſame town ſhall be drawn in

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plea into any other court chriſtian for eccleſiaſtical cauſes, 
unleſs before the ſame dean; and if any, againſt the ſaid 
cuſtom, be drawn in ſuit before any other eccleſiaſtical judge, 
and this be prefented before the Mayor of the ſame town, 


ſuch party ſhall forfeit 65. 8 4. An inhabitant of Thet- 


ford was ſued in the conſiſtory court of the ſaid biſhop of 
Noru ich, for an eccleſiaſtical cauſe ariſing within the town 
of Thetford; and this was preſented before the mayor of 
Thetford, according to the cuſtom, 65. 8 d. The biſhop 
cited the mayor to appear before him at his own houſe in 
Hoxne in Suffolk, generaliter pro ſalute anime; and, upon 
appearance, libelled per parole upon the whole matter; and 
enjoined him, upon pain of excommunication, to annul the 
ſaid preſentment before a fixed day. Upon a præmunire 
brought upon this matter, the biſhop: had learned counſel 
allowed him; but he was caſt in a premunire, put out of 
the king's protection, his perſon impriſoned, his lands, goods, 
and chattels forfeited to the king, by a ſentence in the 
king's bench court, in the beginning of the year 1534. 
With part of the biſhop's fine and forfeiture upon this at- 
tainder, the glaſs windows of King's College chapel in Cam- 
bridge are ſaid to have been purchaſed and ſet up. But ſome 
time afterwards the king, upon his ſubmiſſion, diſcharged 
him out of priſon, and gave him his liberty. Not many 
years after, that privilege was removed, and veſted in the 
biſhop of Norwich, where it remains to this day 2. 

Henry VIIL made this biſhoprick ſuffragan to the ſee of Nor- 
wich, the biſhop of which preſented two perſons to the king 
for his election. Bithop Nix, a few days before his death, re-

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5 gned to the king; who elected John Salisbury, late prior of 


Horſham, afterwards dean of Norwich. He was conſecrated 
in 1536, and in 1571 biſhop of Sodor and Man, and died in 
1573. I meet with no ſucceſſors. in this ſuffragan ſee till Dr. 
George Hickes aſſumed the title, and even preſumed to or- 
dain by it, as appears by an inſtrument under his own ſeal 
(repreſenting the Good Shepherd), whereby he declares that. 
he ordained Laurence Howel, A. M. prieſt, in his oratory in 
St. Andrew's, Holborn, Oct. 2, 1712; which inſtrument was: 
engraved by Dr. Rawlinſon; with others of the ſame ſort; _ 

It appears, by the following. caſe, that the dean of T het- 
ford had the power of deciding in all matters of an eccle- 
fiaſtical nature, long before the time of Henry VIII. and 
probably ever ſince the removal of the See to Norwich. 

22 January, I 568, Stephen Nevynſon, chancellor of Nor- 
wich, ſent a citation to Tho. Harpley. and Tho. W:ysbyche, 
churchwardens of St. Cuthbert's in Thetford, to appear before 
him in Norwich cathedral, die Mercurii, Feſt. Purifica- 
tion. beatæ M. V. to make anſwer to certain articles 
objected by Nicholas More of Burnham Overy, &c. in an- 
ſwer to which Edmund Goſkyn mayor of Thetford wrote 
by the churchwardens, hoping that the biſhop nor chan- 
cellor would inſiſt upon having a matter of that nature 
determined any where elſe than at Thetford, as had 
been uſual from the Conqueſt, and ever ſince the ſee was 
tranſlated from Thetford to Norwich; and that More might 
be heard. at Thetford upon new ſummons by the chancei-- 
lor's commiſſary, hoping he would not break or infringe 
upon the liberties. of this ancient borough a.

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The deanry of Thetford contained all the city, with the 
churches of St. Cuthbert, St. Etheldred, St. Peter, St. Mary, 
and All Saints“, and the two Snareſhills, and Taunton by 
Downham; and had peculiar juriſdiction over all churches 
and monaftries, except the abbey and the nunnery': the for- 
mer claimed exemption for other places where they were 
concerned, from all other ſpiritual courts, except the dean 
of Thetford.

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THETFORD MANOR. 


HEN the Conqueror was eſtabliſhed on the throne of 4 
England, he began early to confer favours on thoſe 
who had aſſiſted in advancing him to the royal dignity. £ 
Among theſe, WILLIAM, firſt earl WARREN, had the caſtle and 
manor of Thetford, which may be confidered as only an 
earneſt of the great honours and privileges he afterward re- Y 
ceived. What contributed greatly to his advancement was, 1 
his being the Conqueror's ſon-in-law, as appears by the charter 
of his foundation of the priory of Lewes. This earl had very 
extenſive poſſeſſions in different parts of the kingdom at the 
time of making Domeſday; in Norfolk 139 manors, and 
near 100 in Eſſex, Suffolk, Yorkſhire, and other counties. i 
At his deceaſe, WILLIAM his ſon, ſecond earl Warren and 
Surry, ſucceeded in the year 1090 as lord of this manor. After 
him, I 13s, ſucceeded WILLIAM, third eart Warren; but upon

his retiring into Normandy, where he choſe to reſide, Henry J. 1 
ſeized the caſtle and manor of Thetford into his own hands, Fl 
and held them during his life : and after him king Stephen had 4 
poſſeſſion of the lordſhip. He gave it to his natural fon WII- 1 
LIAM, fourth earl Warren and Surry, married to Iſabel only 3 
daughter to the third earl Warren; but he dying without 4 
iſſue 1160, Iſabel was re-married to HAMELINE. PLAN TA- 4 
GENET, natural fon of Jeffrey earl of Anjou, half brother to 4 
Richard I. This Hameline had. the manor of Thetford . 
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granted him by that King, in exchange for his lands in 
Torone in France. As the indenture of exchange between 


the king and Hameline is very ſhort, I ſhall here inſert a 


tranſlation of it P: 

« 1 Hameline earl of Warren, by the conſent of William 
« my ſon and heir, have received of my lord, Richard I. king 
e of England, his town of Theoford, with all thereto belonging, 
« in exchange for my lands in Torone, to wit, Columbers, 
« Balan, and Chamberi, on this condition, that if the town 
& of Thetford, with its appurtenances, ſhall amount yearly 


© to more than 351. ſterling, I and my heirs ſhall pay the 


&« verplus to the Exchequer of my lord the king; but if the 
«© town of Thetford, 8c. do not amount to 351. ſterling, 
«© then the deficiency to be made good wherever it ſhall 
« pleaſe the king to appoint in any other part of England.” 
It was witneſſed by the biſhop of Ely, and many others. 

The next lord of this manor was WILLIAM, ſon of Ha- 
meline, who was alſo earl of Warren and Surry ; to whom 
1240 ſucceeded JohN his ſon, who dying 1304, was ſuc- 
ceeded by his grandſon Joan the ſecond, the laſt earl of 
Warren and Surry ; but he, having no iſſue by his wife, 
gave the inheritance of moſt of his eſtates to king Edward II. 
and died 21 Ed. III. 1347. This manor of Thetford he 
had by deed previouſly granted to RaLen lord Corman for 
life, and after his deceaſe to Thomas then duke of LAN- 
CASTER; but after the duke of Lancaſter was beheaded at 
Pomfret for treaſon, Edward II. in the eighteenth year of 
his reign, granted this manor to Ralph lord Cobham d and his

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heirs; but the king having ſeized his infant ſon John as Bis 
ward, granted it to HENRY earl of Lancaſter, who was re- 
ſtored 1327. He dying 1345, two years before earl 
Warren, it deſcended to his ſon Henry, duke of Lan- 
caſter, . who obtained a charter of free warren in his lord- 
ſhips of Gimmingham, Methwold, Thetford, and Beſton, 
22 Ed. III. and 35 Ed. III. 1360, died of the plague, leaving 


two daughters; Maud, married to William earl of He- 
nault, Holland, Zealand, Friezland, and Leiceſter"; and 
Blanch, married to John of Gaunt, fourth fon of Edward 
HI. And. the ſame year the earl of Arundel, biſhop of 


Lincoln, and other truſtees of the late duke of Lancaſter, 
granted this manor of Thetford, the advowſons of the 
canons of St. Sepulchre, the hoſpitals of the Houſe of God, 


of St. Mary Magdalen, and St. John's in Thetford, to the 
ſaid WILLIAM earl of HENAULT and Maud his wife, and 


the heirs of their bodies; and, for want thereof, to the 
heirs of Henry late duke of Lancaſter, her late father, 
for ever. Maud dying the next year without iſſue, the 


whole eſtate of Henry duke of Lancaſter came to JohN of 


GauNr, in right of Blanch his wife, the ſurviving daugh- 
ter and ſole heir of Henry duke of Lancaſter, her late father. 
Whereupon John of Gaunt was in parliament created duke of 


 Befides the manors of Gymingham, Tunſtede, Methewold, and Thetford, 
he thus became poſſeſſed. of the hundreds of Gallowe and Brothercrofle, in 
Norfolk. 40 E. III. he married Conſtance, daughter and heir of Don Pedro; 
king of Caſtile; and had a grant in general tail, bearing date 25th June, of 
the manors of Wighton, Aileſham, Fakenham, and Sneteſham, with the 
hundreds of North Greenhowe, North Erpingham, South Erpingham, and 
Smetheton, in the counties of Norfolk and Suffolk. 18 R. II. he obtained a 
charter for divers privileges in his hundreds of Gallowe and Brothercroſſe in 
Norfolk, fines, amerciaments, and redemptions, of his own tenants; as alſo

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Lancaſter, by girdir ng him with a ſword, and putting a cap 
of fur upon his head, with a circlet of gold and pearls. This 
manor of Thetford was entailed upon the heirs of the bo- 
dies of the ſaid duke and dutcheſs: by virtue of which en- 
tail, Henry earl of Derby, afterwards king Henry IV. had the 
ſaid manor, which continued in the Crown till the time of 
Edward VI. Who, in his ſecond year, granted the ſame to Ep- 
WaRD duke of SOMERSET; and he the ſame year conveyed it 
to RICHARD FULMERSTONE, eſquire. On his. deceaſe it came 
to Sir EDWARD CLERE, who had married his only daughter 
Frances. On the death of Sir Edward, it was held by FRANCES 
his widow 3 and, at her deceaſe 1616, it came to Sir EDWARD- 
Clere, her ſon and heir, who conveyed it to THOMAS 
HowWaRD earl of SUFFOLK, and HENRY earl of NORTHAMPTON, 
who ſettled it on truſtees, and thus all the manors in this town 
became united, as'they have ever ſince continued. The fee 
was in that eels family, though moſtly. in the hands of 
truſtees. In 1701, THOMAS duke of Norfolk held his firſt 
court here, and ſoon afterward conveyed the manor to his 
youngeſt brother the hon. PHILIP HowARD. His only daugh- 


ter ANNE was married 1762 to ROBERT EDwaRD earl PETRE, 


who in her right is preſent proprietor, and has iflue by her 
two ſons, RoBERT EDWaRD, born September 2, 1763, and 
GEORGE WILLIAM, born January 10, 1766. 

In 1256 the bailiffs of this lordſhip were accuſed to the 
king of divers tranſgreſſions, particularly of ſeizing the 
goods of felons; but the earl claimed them againſt the ſheriff 
as belonging to his demeſne. In 1267 a man was tried in 
the earl's court here, and hanged, which the earl juſtified as. 
a privilege belonging toit. In 1274 the tenants of Gerard Liſle,, 
lord of the moiety of Munford manor, recovered of the earl's 
bailiffs the toll which they had taken in Thetford market, 
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by proving that moſt of the towns in Grimſhoe hundred, eſ- 
pecially all of the earl's fee were exempt from paying toll. 


1n 1286'the jurors for the half hundred of Teford preſent 
that John de Warren, earl of Surry, held this lordſhip in chief 


of the king, and had belonged to it tol, team, ſoc, ſac, ing-

By the inquiſition taken at the death of Henry earl of Lan- 
caſter, about 1327, it appears that he held the manor and 
town of the king, in capite in free ſoccage, by the yearly 
ſervice of a roſe; and that there was a capital meſſuage and 12 
ſcore acres of land, value 10 marks per annum; 20 acres of 
meadow, value 338. per annum; the paſture e and 
common, value 11.

fiſhery, value 3s. 4d. rents of aſſize 71. market and tra- 


vers with the toll, value 10 marks per annum; two fold 
courſes, value 208. the pleas, perquiſites, and liberties of 
the courts, with one lete to be held every Eaſter, value 51. 
a market or fair at Santon, valued with the water-toll there 
at 18s. cuſtom or toll in Brandon called travers, value 1 3s. 4d.

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Aving taken a view of Thetford manor under its Several 

lords, from the Conqueſt till it was veſted in the 
Howard family, I proceed to treat of the manor of HALWICK t, 
which, at preſent, is united to that of Thetford, in the hands 
of the ſame lord. This manor was ſettled on the monks 


of Thetford by Roger Bigot, their founder. They held it 


on condition of finding two footmen for 40 days, when the 
king went into Wales, and it continued in their poſſeſſion to 
the Diffolation, when it was taken into the king's hands, 
and granted to Thomas duke of Norfolk, in exchange for 
ſome manors in other counties. When the duke was attaint- 
ed of high treaſon, he was deprived of all his manors by 
Henry VIII. and narrowly eſcaped with his life; for, had 


the king recovered from his illneſs, the duke would have 


ſhared the ſame fate with his ſon, who was beheaded for the 


ſame offence. At the death of Henry, Edward VI. was lord 
of this manor, and granted it to his uncle Edward duke of 
Somerſet, and the. duke to Richard Fulmerſfione, eſquire, who 
held it till 4 and 5 Philip and Mary; when the following 
agreement was made between Thomas duke of Norfolk (after 
the attainder was annulled by act of parliament) and R. Ful- 
merſtone, eſquire. I ſhall inſert the indenture, becauſe it ſpe- 
cifies thoſe particular poſſeſſions which the duke of Norfolk 
held in and about Thetford at the time of his attainder.

' DESCRIPTION OF THE TOWN. 


$ >! approaching this town a traveller muſt be ſenſibly 
' ſtruck with the veſtiges of antiquity which invite his 
attention on every hand, and point out its former flouriſhing - 
condition. 
The Suffolk part, which at preſent” contains but few 
houſes, was once very extenſive, and adorned with ſeveral. 
churches and monaſteries ;_ but time has in great meaſure 


eraſed. all appearance of thoſe ancient buildings. The caſtle, ., 


which defended the town on this ſide, has been for. a- 
long time levelled with the ground, and no other mark 
remains to point out its ſituation, but the eminence of the. 
ground above the reſt; which, in all probability, will, in 
x courſe of years, be * down to a level with the ſur- 
rounding plain. 

The want of regular ftreets in the Suffolk part of the burgh, . 
gives it the appearance of a decayed village. On the Norfolk. 
ſide of the river are ſeveral ſtreets, which conſtitute a town of 
conſiderable extent. The buildings in general are neither 
uniform nor elegant, though many well-built houſes - have 
been erected in different parts of the town, yet not ſo near to 
each other as to contribute much to its embelliſhment. The 
reaſon why Thetford has not been more improved in its build--

ings, may be aſcribed to its not having any conſiderable ma- 
nufactory beſides a paper-mill. And it appears ſomething 
remarkable there ſhould be ſo little traffic in a place ſo finely 
ſituated, on account of its connection with different towns by 
water; for in the reign of Charles II. an act of parliament 
was paſſed to make this river navigable from Lynn to Thet- 
ford. Before that act, the navigation reached no higher than 
a place called White Houſe, near Brandon-Ferry, which oc- 


caſioned the carriage of coals, 8c. to this town to be very ex- 


penſive ; but ſince the river has been made navigable, corn, 
&c. may be exported, and other neceſſaries brought in, to 
the great advantage of the town. 

In the twenty- fourth year of his late majeſty, an act paſſed 
for appointing commiſſioners to put in execution the act made 
in the. twenty-ſecond of Charles II. | 
I be tolls of this town were given by Hameline earl Warren 
temp. R. I. to Walden Abbey, as appears from his charter

land; but the laſt prince of royal dignity who viſited this 
town, was king James 1.2 He during the hunting ſeaſons 
for ſeveral years ſpent ſome time in this ancient burgh, till he 
received an affront from one of the farmers belonging to the 
town, who being highly offended at the liberty his majeſty 
took in riding over his corn, in the tranſport of his paſſion 
threatened to bring an action of treſpaſs againſt the king. 
Since that time neither that king nor any of his ſucceſſors 
have viſited this town. At preſent the greateſt honour paid 
to this ancient burgh is by his grace the duke of Grafton, 
who takes his title of viſcount from it, and has a ſeat at Euſton, 
within four miles of it.

From this general account of the town, I proceed to = 


take notice of the names of the ſtreets and lanes, not that 
the reader is to ſuppoſe theſe to be all the ſtreets it con- 
tained when in its higheſt luſtre, in the time of the Confeſſor;

All theſe ſtreets and lanes are traced back no earlier than2 Ed. II. 
As this reſidence of kings and biſhops, after the removal 

of the ſee to Norwich, continued a receptacle for monks, we 


muſt not be ſurprized at the great number of croſſes erected in 


different parts of it; among theſe we find the following : 

Barnham croſs, called alſo Frances croſs. 

Magdalen croſs, ſuppoſed to have been near the chapel of 
that name. 

St. Andrew's croſs, mentioned 23 Henry VI. 19 Edward IV. 
1 Henry VII. ſtood at the top of St. Andrew's hill. 

Doſſe croſs. This ſtood ſomewhere in the road between 
Snareſhill and the nunnery. 

Strodmere croſs. 
St. Cutbberts croſs ſtood in =, center of the ſtreets that fork 
off from the eaſt end of St. Cuthbert's church. The pedeſtal 
is now removed to the church-yard wall, and the ſhaft lies 
againſt an adjoining houſe, 

Several other croſſes undoubtedly muſt have been in this 
town, as appears by pieces of them lying about it. 


We find in ancient deeds the following market- places:

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CHURCH ES. 

T. MARY the Great appears by Domeſday. to have been 

the principal church in the Confeſſor's time, and was 

held by Stigand the archbiſhop; but after he was depoſed it 

was given to biſhop Arfaſt,, who built his. cathedral church 

on its ſcite. From this time it ceaſed to be parochial, the 

biſhop having built Trinity church for that purpoſe. There 
belonged to it in Domeſday four other churches and about ſix 
carucates, or plough lands. At the deceaſe of Arfaſt it came 4 
to his ſons, who had the diſpoſal of it; but in what manner it 
paſſed after them I cannot learn; probably they diſpoſed of it 
to the next ſucceeding biſhop, but that conjecture wants a 
proof. It is ſuppoſed to have ſtood where is now the free- 
ſchoal and houſe of the maſter of the hoſpital b.

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ST. PETER'S.. 


This is one of the four churches mentioned in Domeſday, 


as being appendant to St. Mary's cathedral. It ſtands on the 


Norfolk fide of the river, and is now the principal church. 
In the time of the Cortfeſſor it was valued at five marks c. 
It was not taxed, and the ſynodals were three-pence yearly. 
William, ſecond earl Warren, gave this and another chapel 


to the monks of Lewes d, with whom it continued to the diflo- 


lution, at which time it was granted to the duke of Norfolk; 
but on account of his attainder, it reverted to the crown, 
and was given by Edward VI. to the duke of Somerſet, of 
whom it was purchaſed by Richard Fulmerſton, Eſq. In 
His hands it continued till the reign of Philip and Mary, when 
it was reſtored to the duke of Nortols, in whoſe family it has 
continued ever ſince. 

It is built of free-ſtone and flint, whence it has the vulgar 
name of the Black church. It conſiſts of. a chancel, nave, and 
two ailes, the chancel: tiled,. the reſt leaded. Its ſquare 
weft tower built on arches Which open on the north and ſouth 
ſides is much cracked, and contains ſix bells; on the largeſt 
was engraved this verſe: 


Nos Tome meritis mereamur gaudia lucis. 


Mr. John Wright, ſenior, who Was mayor in 1701 and 
1707, and died 1710, lies buried under the bell-tower, 
where he has an altar tomb.

At the eaſt end of this aile is a chapel dedicated to St. 


Ann, where a gild was anciently held in her honour, but it 


was ſuppreſſed about the year 1547. 

Thomas Reynberd was buried in this chapel in the year 
1483, and bequeathed a certain ſum of money to purchaſe 
new glaſs for the windows, requeſting that the ſame images 
ſhould be continued. Other ſums were appointed by him to 
defray the expence of painting the tabernacle of St. Paul, 
and to ſupport the gild of St. Ann.

This church was ſeated in Suffolk, and was granted by 


John of Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, to the Auſtin-friers. It 


was one of the four churches belonging to St. Mary's in the 
time of the Confeſſor, as mentioned in Domeſday ; but its 
value before it was granted to that religious order I cannot 


learn. After the friers had the poſſeſſion of it they made it a 
houſe of lepers and a chapel, the pariſh being united to that 
of Holy Trinity. At the diffolution it was demolifhed, and the 


ſcite granted to Sir Richard a and ld I his heir 
to the Norfolk family. | , 


The foundations are viſible cloſe bs the Brandon road on the 


left, between the Canons barn and Red Caſtle. A ſtone: coffin 


was dug up here about 20 years ſince by ſome men digging 


for ſand.

Of this church I can find no other account than is given in 
Domeſday, that it was one of the four churches appendant to 
St. Mary's, and very probably was ſeated in the Suffolk part 
of the borough. 


ST. MARGARE T's. 


This alſo was one of the appendant churches, and probably 
ſtood where there is now a hillock, near a place called London 
Hill, for the ruins of a building have been ſeen. This 
ſituation agrees with the deſcription given in the will of 
Simon le Goos, dated 1333, wherein mention is made of a piece 
of land called Frynefand, lying between the king's high- 
way which leadeth from Briggate to Elden, and another com- 
mon way which leadeth from the pariſh church of St. Mary 
to the hoſpital of St. Margaret: 

In 1230 it was, together with St. Peter's church, confirmed 
to the monks of Lewes, by Thomas Blundeville, biſhop of 
Norwich f. 

In the time of Edward III. it was called a chapel. It was 
afterwards converted into an hoſpital, and tBie laſt account 
I can find of it is, that it was reduced to a chapel, and the 
parith annexed to St. Mary g. 

John. Fordham ®,. biſhop of Ely, granted March 20, 
I:390, an indulgence of forty days pardon, to continue 
for three years, to all perſons that would affiſt the lepers 
living in the hoſpital of St. Margaret. It. had ceaſed to

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be an hoſpital before the reign of Philip and Mary, for then it 
1s faid that Sir Richard Fulmerſton was ſeized of Calkpit- 
gardens, and one acre of land and paſture next to the chapel 


of St. Margaret. 
It ſtood on the left hand of the Elveden road, cloſe by the 


town ditch. The ſcite riſes above the ſurrounding ſoil, and 
numbers of large hewn ſtones have been taken up here.

All that we find of this church is, that it ſtood in the 
Suffolk part of the town, as appears by a deed without date, 
made between the prior and convent on the one part, and 
Ralph, ſon of John de Wadeton, on the other part, wherein 
is the following clauſe : „On the other part of the town, 
„ South, towards Blakins, one piece of land which lies next 
„ the church of St. Michael, part of which bordereth on 
*« Livermere Way.” It was appropriated to Thetford Priory, 
was valued in the time of Edward III. at half a mark, and 
was a rectory in the deanry of T hetfordi. But Dr. T anner, 
in his Collections, ſays that it was valued at ſix ſhillings, and 
the ſynodals three pence. There were tithes belonging to it; 
but the particulars I know not k. It was demoliſhed before the 


Reformation. 


ST. MARY THE LESS, 


Is the only pariſh church now ſtanding in the Suffolk part 
of the borough, meanly built, having a ſquare tower with 
ſix bells. On the corner of the ſteeple were placed the 
ſymbols of the Evangeliſts in freeſtone; but, being thought

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too heavy for the building, they were taken down. On the 
toweſt bell, before it was new caſt in 1698, was this verſe : 


Dona repende dia roga Magdalena Maria. 


The church, chancel, and porch, are neatly thatched with 
reed. At the eaſt end are three lancet windows and two rich 
niches 3 the headleſs image removed from one of which lies 
by the door of one of the alms houſes in this pariſh. The north 
door has a round arch with Saxon capitals. 

This church was appropriated by Roger Bigod to the monks, 
and valued at three pounds l. 

It was parcel of the poſſeſſions late of Thomas duke of 
Norfolk, attainted of high treaſon. 

23 July, 1 Edward VI. the king granted the advowſon, 
among other things, to Edward duke of Somerſet ; who, the 
14th of Auguſt following, ſold it to Sir Richard Fulmerſton, 
by virtue of a royal licence dated the 11th of the ſame month. 

From the time of James I. to Charles II. it was called a: 
chapel; but in the reigns of Henry VIII. and Edward VI. 
a church. In the Civil War it was ſpoiled of its roof, con- 
verted into a ſtable, and otherwiſe greatly abuſed by the par- 
lament forces. Towards its reparation ſome time. after the 
duke of Norfolk gave fifty pounds. 

Sir Richard Fulmerſton, of whom frequent mention is 
made in the courſe of this hiſtory, was a great benefactor. 
to this borough. He lies interred in this church,. under a 
large tomb of freeſtone, according to his will, dated Ja- 
nuary 23, 1566, in which he ordered his body to be bu-. 
ried in the pariſh church of St. Mary in Thetford, on the 
north ſide of the chapel there, without pomp or vain- glory;

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ſaving, that he would have a convenient tomb of freeſtone 
erected over him and his wife, within one year after his 


deceaſe. 

This chapel is only a partition made of ſtud-work, out of 
the upper end of the north iſle of the church. The tomb is 
about eight feet four inches in length, and three feet four 
in breadth, and four feet high; upon it this inſcription in

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In the chancel, without the rails, two coſſin Iids, ſuppoſed 
to have originally covered two fine ſtone, coffins now in the 
belfrey. Two ſmaller were taken up 1770, in the yard, at 
the eaſt end of the church, one of whole lids ſerves as a head 
ſtone. Theſe four coffins being found at different times are 
ſuppoſed to have belonged to one family. Another 
reverſed lies in the yard by the veſtry, over the grave 
of Edmund Clarke, late clerk, who begged it for this pur- 
poſe, 'and his name is cut on it.

She was firſt married to John Monk, 
eſq. of Bokenham-houſe in Suſſex, by whom ſhe had ifſue 
two ſons and three daughters; of whom Anne and Frances, 
the only two ſurviving, in great reſpec to the memory of their 
dear mother, cauſed this to be erected.

This church ſtood in the Norfolk part of the town, by the 
way which leads from St. Peter's to the abbey, where the 
ruined tower ſtill remains on the left hand of the ſtreet ſtill 
called St. Nicholas ſtreet, Hugh Bigod gave it to his founda- 
tion here. In the reign of Edward III. it was found to be 
appropriated to the monks of Thetford, and valued at three 
marks and a half ®, The ſynodals were ſeven pence yearly.

but the ſame year thoſe tithes were regranted to Sir Richard 
Fulmerſton in fee. 

In 1499, John Fyſhere, EXE who was buried in St. Ni- 
cholas's church-yard, gave 35. 4d. to this church; but if they 
make a new roof 65. 8d. In 1511 the church was new paved, 
and Robert Love burgeſs gave 40 5. towards it. 

On the 24th of April, 2 Ed. VI. William Rugge, alias 
Repps, biſhop of Norwich, ordinary of this pariſh, and alſo 
of St. Peter's, Richard Fulmerſton, eſquire, true patron and 
parſon of St. Nicholas, and patron of St. Peter's, and Henry 
Symonds, clerk, incumbent of St. Peter's, and Thomas Gent, 
mayor, and the commons, by their deed then dated, united 
and conſolidated the th and pariſh of St. Nicholas to the 
church and parifh of St. Peter's; and the pariſhioners of St. 
Nicholas are to pay all rights and profits to the parſon of St. 
Peter's, except tithes of hay, corn, wool, ſheep, lambs, calves, 
and other cattle: which parſonage was inapropriated to the late 
diſſolved monaſtery of monks; and the ſaid excepted tithes 
are to be paid to the patron of St. Nicholas and to his heirs 
for ever. 

The Jury at a Court Leet, 27 April, 26 Eliz. had a fine of 
205. from John Godfrey, clerk, for not making two ſtyles in 
St. Nicholas's church-yard, as he was commanded; and or- 
dered that he ſhould make them by Mary Magdalen's day next, 
ſub pena 305. He was alſo amerced 3d. for caſting earth 
from the church wall, which obſtructed the convenient paſ-

It was in the preſentation of the biſhop of Ely, and was 
one of the three held by the abbot of Ely in Domeſday. 

In the reign of Edward III. Ifabel, the daughter and heir 
of William Cokerel of Thetford, bequeathed to Adam Foxle, 
rector of St. Etheldred, and to his curate, all the right and

John prior of the monks of Thet- 
ford, and the convent, releaſed to the rector of St. Etheldred, 
and to his ſucceſſors there, all their right and claim to a te- 
nement called Parſonage (which was held of them), being 
oppoſite to the ſaid church, reſerving to themſelves and ſuc- 
ceſſors due rents and ſervices r. 

In 1511, Robert Love, burgeſs of Thetford, gave 10 9. to 
the repair of this church. 

In 1515, Robert Coteler of Thetford was buried in this 
church, and bequeathed to it as follows: 

* Tan, I gyff and plenarly bequethe to the ſaid church 
&« eleven acres of arable lond as they be in ſeveral peces in the 
« fields of St. Mary Magdalen in Thetford, and alſo my 
te tenement callyd the Bern, with the appurtenances, in the 
„ pariſh of the Holy Trinity, in a certeyn way callyd Rey- 
«© mondfſtrete in the ſaid town, that myne obyte day ſhall 
e be yerly and perpetually kept in the ſaid church of Audry 
e after my deceſs, wyth the revenuſe and yerly profights 

<« therof, and at the dirige and maſle, the preſt or curat ſhall 
« fynd yerly ſyxe lyghtes of waxe candelle ſet upon the 
cc herſe. But if the ſeid church ſhould be approperyd to 
„ any other pariſh church or place of relygyon wythyn

There were ſeveral houſes belonging to this church, on 
the Norfolk ſide towards Caſtle-mill. 

There is no account that the revenues of this church were 
ever very conſiderable : the higheſt valuation 1s that men- 
tioned in the reign of queen Elizabeth, being 10 J. 65. 99. 
Wadnowe, rector here in 15 28, had one half of his firit-fruits 
forgiven him by the biſhop, for the ſmallneſs of the living. 

But a famous relique made ample amends to the prieſt for 
the ſmallneſs of his ſtipend: “ In Thetford, a mayor town 
in Norfolk, there was a pariſh church, which is now de- 
ce ſtroyed, called St. Audriſe. In this church, among other 
&« reliques, was the ſmock of St. Audriſe, which was there 
© kept, as a great jewel and precious relique. The virtue of 
ee that ſmock was mighty and manifold, but ſpecially in put- 
ting away the toth-ach, and the ſwelling of the throte; ſo 
that the paciente were fyrſte of all ſhriven and hard maſſe, 
and did ſuch oblations as the prieſt of the church en- 
„ joyed 5,” The vulgar ſuppoſed this relique to be ſo full 
of ſacred virtue, that they ordered in their will certain per- 
ſons to go in pilgrimage to it for the ſalvation of their ſouls. 
Margaret Whoop of Eaſt Herling had the following clauſe in 
her will, which was dated 1 501: 1 will that another man

The ſcite retains the name of St. 


Audry's churchyard, and is the cloſe on the right hand of the 
lane leading from St. Mary's cloſe to the place over againſt the 
houſe at the corner of the paſſage leading down to the paper- 
mills, and has been completely ploughed and turned to paſture

ST. EDMUND'S, 


Was a pariſh church, and endowed with tithes; but in 
what part of the town ſeated does not appear by any record 
I have met with. 1 think it probable it ſtood in the Suffolk 
part of the borough. It was in the deanry of Thetford; and 
in the time of Edward III. was valued at two marks d. 

In 1408, it was appropriated to the canons, and taxed to 
them at 25. 8 d. The prior of the canons was rector. Syno- 
dals 34d w. In the reign of Hen. IV. it is ſtiled a chapel and 
pariſh, being probably united to ſome other; and it was de- 
moliſhed at the Reformation. 


ST. GILES, 


A pariſh church, ſituate on the left hand as you go from 
St. Peter's to St. Cuthbert's, facing St. Giles's lane. 

As to the tithes belonging to this pariſh, I can find but 
very little account ; only that there were fifteen acres of land 
in the North fields, in ſmall pieces, which paid tithe to this 
church, except a moiety of two acres payable to St. Mary's x. 

In the time of Edward III. it was valued at 16s. and in 
1408 was appropriated to the canons, and taxed to them at 
20d ). In the canons leaſes, St. Giles is ſaid to have been 
demiſed by them to a hermit, at 16 d. yearly rent and repara- 
tion. After this church was appropriated to the canons, the 
prior was rector thereof.

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In 1563, Edmund Moone of Hawtbye Hall in Norfolk, gen- 
tleman, ſold to John Dowbys, gentleman, the tenement called 
St. Giles's Chapel, late parcel -of the canons revenues, in as 
ample a manner as Philip and Mary granted the ſame, by 
letters patent, to Sir John Parret, knight, to hold of the queen 
and her ſucceſſors, as of her manor of Eaſt Greenwich, in free 
ſocage, and not in capie. 

Auguſt 2, 36 Eliz. William Barwick of Garboldeſham, 
gentleman, and Anne his wife, daughter and heir of John 
Dowbys, eſquire, fold the ſaid chapel to Thomas Styward of 
Thetford, glover. July 13, 40 Eliz. John Tyrrel of Thet- 
ford, taylor, purchaſed it of Thomas Styward, among other 
lands and tenements ; but, ſince that, it came to be the pro- 
perty of John Hatch, butcher. The infide was uſed for a barn; 
and the yard, with the addition of a penthouſe, leaſed to 
the landlord of the Bell Inn for dog kennels. It is now a 
wheeler's ſhop. 

The eaſt window is rich, conſiſting of three days, and there is 
a ſouth window of two. At the eaſt end within is a holy water 
ſtone, and ſomething like a ſquare receſs for a monument, 
with a neat-architrave above it, but defaced. There is no 
account of any perſon's being buried here except 7h 
Charyte, who, in 1327, willed his body to be buried in the 
church-yard. 


ST. ANDREW'S, 


A pariſh church now buried in its own ruins, was ſeated 
in the Norfolk part of the town; and in the time of Ed- 
ward III. was valued at 10s. ſynodals per ann. 3d. This 
church was taxed to the canons at 12 d. There were ſixteen 
acres and a half and two rods in the North-field of Thetford 


which paid tithes to this church, except a moiety of two acres 
5 paid 
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paid thercout to the monks. At the Diflolution it was united 
to St. Peter's, and then the church was demoliſhed. Sir 
Richard Fulmerſton purchaſed the ſcite of the king, 32 l. 
VIII. Sir Edward Clere, in the reign of Elizabeth, paid 12 d. 
for a parcel of ground belonging to this church. 

About the year 1717, When Mr. Cockſedge built a wall 
round his garden, this church-yard furniſhed him with ma- 
terials for building. While they were digging in the yard, 
Mr. Thomas Martin ſaw the foundation of the church; and 
among great numbers of human bones which were thrown 
up a piece of freeitone was diſcovered, about the ſize of a 
buſhel, and of the ſame figure, but had been longer and pro- 
bably a font. The church-yard 1s converted into apleaſant 
wilderneſs, rented of the miniſter of St. Peter's at 7s. 6d. per 
annum. Upon a hulock near this church ſtood St. Andrew's 
croſs. 


ST. CUTHBERT, 


pariſh church now ſtanding; of ordinary ſtructure, 
having a ſquare tower embattled and laced with flints, with 
five bells in it. The church 1s tiled, and has a ſouth porch; 
the aile and chapel, now a veſtry, leaded : there are four 
hexagon pillars ſupporting five pointed arches between the 
church and the ſouth iſle. Upon a buttreſs of this ſouth 
ifle the. following letters are ſtill viſible, pray for; and on 
the fouth fide of the church ora pro. Upon the ſcreen 
dividing the nave from the chancel were painted the twelve 
apoſtles, and upon the ſcreen between the ſouth aile and 
chapel, and alſo on various parts of the wall, ſeveral ſcripture 
hiſtories, but all theſe are now whitened over. In the middle 
of the church hangs a braſs chandelier of ſix branches, 
The eaſt window is modernized as the north ones are going to 
M 2 be 
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be. The roof of the church is adorned in the joints of the 
beams with a croſs fleure, ſun, moon, ſtars, dragons, roſes, 
four leaves in croſs, ſpread eagle double headed, pelican, 
heart pierced, monkey ſitting, &c. 

Over the entrance into the belfry is the following, in rude 
letters—4nno Dom. 1618, My. Fohn Smiling, Richard Juby, 
Churchwardnes. DONE, 

There are three grave-ſtones in the aile which formerly 
had on each of them the portraitures of a man and woman, 
and inſcriptions. Another in the chancel had a ſmall plate. 

Weever, page 827, gives us this mangled inſcription, which 
he ſaw in this church . . . . Johannes Bernard et Elis 
but who that Bernard was I cannot determine. 12 Ed. IV. 
one John Bernard occurs as witneſs to a deed after William 
Bregges, eſquire. 

Upon digging a grave for Mrs. Slap, in 1722, a thick 
marble, about two yards in length, was diſcovered under the 
foundation of the partition between the church and chapel,

Henry Huntington ſays, that this church was known in 
the time of king Edgar, and was made the cathedral church 
of Arfaſt biſhop of Thetford; but in this laſt aſſertion he 
was miſtaken, for it was only ſeated near the cathedral. 
It was appropriated by earl Warren to the canons, and ſerved by 
one of them to the diſſolution. Richard Fulmerſton purchaſed 
this church, and 2 Ed. VI. conſented it ſhould be united to St. 
Cuthbert's. The foilowing is the inſtrument of the union.

It was ruined after 1547, and men- 
tioned as ſuch in the will of Robert Love d of Thetford 15 11, 
who left money toleading a new roof, if it could be done within 
five years; it was, however, uſed for divine ſervice till x 547.

ALL 
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ALL SAINTS 


Was ſeated in the Suffolk part of the town, and grant- 
ed by the abbot of Bury to the nuns of St. George. It 
was a rectory in the time of Edward III. and was valued at two 
marks. At the diſſolution it was granted to Sir Richard Ful- 


merſton, and has paſt with the Place, to which it {till belongs, 


the ſcite being within its outer gate, which 1s in part walled 
up at the entrance. Synodals 3d. 


ST. GEORGE 


Was a pariſh church mentioned in Domeſday as belong- 
ing to Bury abbey, till it was given to the monks of St. George, 
who were reduced to extreme poverty when the nuns were 


introduced into Thetford by the abbot of Bury. It continued 


parochial till given to the nunnery, when it was rebuilt and 
augmented; but the valuation of itI have not been able to learn. 


Sr. HELEN's 
Was a pariſh church in the time of the Confeſſor, and at 


the making of Domeſday was endowed with a carucate or 
plough land, one villan and one plough, and was part of the 


hundred and manor of Methwold. The biſhop of Norwich 


confirmed the gift of it by William his predeceſſor to the 
monks of Lewes. It ſtood on a hill two miles out of the town 
on the Santon road. At the foot of the hill is a ſpring common- 
ly called Horbell or Tevant-7vell, corruptly for St. Helen well. 


ST. MARY MAGDALEN 


Was a pariſh church before it was converted into an hoſ- 
pital. It is one of the livings remaining in charge, and valued 


in the king's books at 11. 1 38. 6d. 23 yearly tenths 3s. 4d. 2.

ST. MARY MAGDALEN'S. 


HIS hoſpital was founded by John de Warren, earl of 
Surry, and had the church or chapel of St. Mary Mag- 
dalen annexed to it, from which it takes it name. It ſtood at 
tome diſtance from the town near the road to Norwich. The 
piece of land upon which it ſtood is called Matedl/in Acre. Op- 
poſite to it ſtood Magdalen-croſs, at which Shropham hundred 
court was ſometimes kept, after it was granted from the crown. 

The founder endowed it with ſeveral parcels of lands to a 
conſiderable value. By degrees it became poſſeſſed of 260 
1 acres 
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acres of land, and 604 acres of paſture and heath, and liberty 
of four fold-courſes in "Thetford, Kilverſtone, Croxton, and 
other places f. A meſſuage and forty-three acres and a half 
with a fold=courſe in Croxton, were ſettled 1250 by Richard 
de Surrie and Sarah his wife on Stephen maſter of this hoſ- 
pital and his ſucceſſors. 2 Ed. I. Thomas Ruter was maſter ; 
and 34 of the ſame reign, it was taxed at 3od. and the maſter 
at IIs. gd. 3, For ſome reaſon which I cannot learn, the 
canons paid to this hoſpital 12d. yearly. I find that the 
maſters of hoſpitals had power to exchange lands, when ex- 
pedient, without it being deemed a violation of the intention 
of benefactors; for it appears by an indenture without date, 
that Robert de Cateſtone, maſter of this hoſpital, together 
with the friers, and Symon de Kerbrooke, maſter of God's 
houſe by Thetford bridge, did exchange one piece of arable 
land lying upon Blackdon, for another piece of arable land 
lying between the church lands of Kilverſtone, but the con- 
tents of thoſe pieces are not ſpecified g. Thomas earl of Lan- 
caſter died ſeized of this hoſpital 1360. 17 May, 3 Ed: VI. 
(when it was diffolved) it was grantetl by letters patent, 
together with all houſes, lands, &c. thereto belonging, 
and all fairs and markets yearly held on the feaſt of St. 
Mary Magdalen, excepting the bells and lead covering of 
the chapel, to Sir William Fermour, to hold as of the king's 
dutchy of Lancaſter, by fealty only in free ſocage, and not in 
capite, except 2d. + out of part of the poſſeſſions of Magdalen 
chapel, payable to Sir Richard Fulmerſtone, as to his manor

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of Thetford. On the 28th of September, 3 Ed. VI. Sir William 
Fermour by indenture then dated, releaſed all the premiſes- 
above-mentioned to Sir Richard Fulmerſtone and his heirs h. 
Mr. Blomefield ſays, that the lands belonging to this hoſpital 
were fold to the Norfolk family ; but as he produces no au- 
thority, I think it more probable they came to the duke of 
Norfolk in the ſame manner as Thetford manor. The cor- 
poration Claimed the hoſpital and lands as being patrons, but 
upon Sir Richard's ſatisfying them, they releaſed the whole to 
him and his heirs, conſiſting of the ſcite of the hoſpital and cha- 
pel, and lands adjoining to Reymond's Wong at Blackdon-hill, 
Magdalen Bean-houſe and cloſe, liberty of common in Kilver-- 
{ton and Thetford grounds, 40 acres in Halwic field, 5 acres: 
in Small Marſh, 40 acres which were given to the hoſpital by 
John of Woddington, 28 acres, &c. at Kilverſton, &c. 
amounting in the whole to the quantity already ſpecified. 


The Hoſpital called DoMUs DEI. 


This hoſpital is ſuppoſed by ſome to have been. founded 
foon after- the removal of the epiſcopal ſee to Norwich, but 
of this I can find no ſufficient proof. There is great reaſon 
to believe that it was founded long before the time of Edward 
I. It was ſeated in the Suffolk part of the burgh, and the 
river waſhed its walls on the north fide. The patronage was 
in the earls Warren ; for it appears by the Inſtitution Book, 
Norwich No x, that William Hardyng, of Thetford, prieſt, 
after he had ſworn canonical obedience to the biſhop, was pre- 
ſented to the maſterſhip of this houſe by John de Warren earl 
of Surrey. On his admiſſion he received three ſcots, value 66s. 
ten milch cows, value 8s. each; one. hundred ewe ſheep,

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value 20d. each; one hundred wethers, value 2s. each; 
fixty lambs, value 18. each; twelve ſilver ſpoons, value 1 0s. 
alſo one. mazer or bow], and all neceflary utenſils, both braſs 
and wood, table-cloths, towels, &c. all which were appoint- 
ed for the uſe and benefit of the houſe, being what William 
de Norton, late chaplain, had by his prudence and frugality 
acquired, and left under the care of the biſhop; and every 
ſucceeding maſter was enjoined not to diſpoſe, either by ſale 
or donation, any of the above particulars, without leaving to 
the houſe an equivalent. Norton died 1318. 

L find by Sibton Regiſter, that there were three pieces of 
land in Northie-gate-field, containing 15 acres, , which be- 
longed to this hoſpital ; . but the maſter. was to pay ſix-pence 
yearly as an acknowledgement for thoſe pieces. That exten- 
ſive courſe called Springs or Brays, which was ſtocked with 
four hundred ſheep; and- eighty acres of land, which after- 
wards were parcel of chapel lands, all belonged to this hoſ- 
pitali. There were ſeveral pieces of land in Croxton belong- 
ing to this houſe k. One Margaret Brown gave a meſſuage to 
it. 9 Ed. III. John earl Warren granted this hoſpital, 
and all the lands and tenements thereto belonging, to 
Sir Edmond Gonvill, clerk, who regranted the whole to 
the earll. Then John earl Warren granted and confirmed 
by his charter to the prior and canons of Thetford, all the 
lands, tenements, rents, and poſſeſſions to the Houſe of God 


lately belonging, as fully and entirely as ever thoſe. tenements 
belonged to the houſe of God, by the gift of the founder, by 


amortiſement, or in any other manner whatſoever. The 
prior and canons to find two chaplains to ſing for the ſoul of 
the firſt founder of the houſe of God.

certain portion of the year, in all things to act according to 


the eſtabliſhment of that houſe. This deed was dated at 
Newcaftle upon Tyne, 29th of June, the year before-

22 Ed. III. Henry earl of Lancaſter, Derby, and Leiceſter, 
ſteward of England, granted to the priory of the canons of 
Thetford, all the lands, tenements, rents, &c. late belong- 
ing to the hoſpital of God's houſe, except the ſcite thereof, 
which he granted to the friars preachers m. The indenture 
iets forth, that the prior and canons were to hold in perpetual 
alms, all the lands, &c. belonging to this hoſpital, in Thet- 
tord, Croxton, Methwold, Foulden, Threkeſton, Hepeton, 
Lynford, Northwald, and other places whatſoever ; but the 
prior and canons were enjoined to do yearly the ancient alms, 
viz. to find two canons to ſing mailes in the church of the 
prior and canons of Thetford for ever, every day in the week, 
for the ſouls of the founders of the hoſpital ; and - thoſe 
canons, upon every vacancy, to be choſen by the prior and 
canons, and to be preſented by the earl of Lancaſter, or his 
heirs; alſo the prior, and canons, and their ſucceſſors, to 
find for ever one houſe for the entertainment of three poor 
people, to remain to the ſaid poor from the feaſt of the tranſ- 
lation of St. Edward, until the feaſt of St. Theodoret, by 
forty weeks perpetually for the ſeaſon ; every night to each 
of them a leaf of rye, which ſhall be good, and of the 
weight of two and fifty ſhillings ſterling, and one herring, or 
two eggs inſtead of the herring, if the herrings cannot eaſily 
be procured ; all which amounts yearly, the bread to ſeven-

forty ; they were alſo to provide three beds, and hot water 
for waſhing their feet n.

The ſcite was laid into the friars preachers founded cloſe 
by it, and the houſe left for one or two of the brethren to 
collect alms in, and thus in old writings it is often confounded 
with this friary P. Its ruins are ſo compleatly removed, that 
the ſcite is traceable only by deſcription to have been at the 
north eaſt point of the area and old church on the Suffolk ſide 
of the river juſt by the bridge. 


The Hoſpital of St. MAR and St. JULIAN, 


ſometimes called the Hermitage of St. Julian, was till 
lately ſtanding near Thetford bridge. Some think it was 
founded by Henry I. The preſentation to it was veſted in earl 
Warren, who at that time was lord of Thetford manor. The 
_ endowments were by no means-contemptible.

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Editha Buck, of Thetford, gave one meſſuage, with all 


the buildings thereto belonging, in Thetford, and four acres 
of arable land lying in Thetford field, one acre of which is 
called Cruck Acre; alſo another piece of land about two 
acres called Eldemſcroft, lying in the ſame field, and another 
piece of land called Stable Acre, all which was ſettled upon 
this hoſpital for ever, paying to earl Warren, then lord, and 
to ſucceeding lords, due cuſtom and acknowledgement. 

Richard Merchant de Soulton, fon of Matthew of Floke- 
torp, gave a piece of arable land in Croxton Field, contain- 
ing ſomewhat. more than twelve acres, paying to the ſaid 
Richard, his heirs and affigns, ſix-pence farthing yearly. 

Agnes de Croxton gave four acres and a half of land for 
ever. 

Robert Stonele gave all the land which he held of the prior 
and monks of Thetford, on condition of paying fix-pence 
yearly to the prior, 8c, | 


Henry, ſon of Reginald, of Croxton, gave one acre of land 


in Croxton fields for ever. 

John Tolpe gave two acres of land in Thetford fields, called 
Herbert's Croft, and to Simon de Toffs, maſter of the hoſpital, 
four marks of ſilver. That grant was made on condition of 
paying three-pence yearly to the ſaid John, bis heirs and 
affigns. 

Hugo de Plaiz gave in pure alms fifty acres of 154 dV ith 


liberty of foldcourſe for three hundred ſheep in ns fields and

Simon, rector of the church of Montinne, gave all his meſ- 
ſuages and lands in Croxton, Toffs, Buckenham, and Fold- 
courſes, in perpetual alms”.

Sarah, daughter of John de Southery, widow, gave all her 
lands in Croxton and Norwich, with liberty of foldcourſe, 
paying one penny yearly *. | 

William Hardyng was maſter or cuſtos 1325, and reſigned 
next year to Robert de Worceſter, who was confirmed on the 
4th of Auguſt, 1326, being preſented by king Edward, as 
guardian to the children of Ralph de Cobham, Kat. in right 
of the manor of Thetford. | 

The houſe remained till the year 1777, when its ruinous 
ſtate was preſented by the grand jury as a nuiſance, and the 
proprietor has erected. a modern brick houſe on the ſcite on 
the eaſt ſide of Bridge-ſtreet, over againſt the George inn ; 
ſome parts of the chapel {till remain in the yard behind. 


ST. JOHN's HOSPITAL OR CHAPEL 


Was ſeated on the Suffolk ſide of the river, between the 
Canons and Red Caſtle, directly oppoſite to Mr. Cockſedge's 
meadow, adjoining to the Canons Water-lane, the road only 
dividing them. This is the church of St. John which I have 
before mentioned to have been converted into a houſe of 
lepers. 35 Ed. I. the maſter of this hoſpital was aſſeſſed at 
14d. 12 Ed. II. John de Warren, earl of Surry, had licence 
to enfeoff to Thomas earl of Lancaſter, inter alia) the ad- 
vowſon of this hoſpital, which was done that year by fine 
levied in Eaſter term®.

Henault and Leiceſter, and Matilda his wife, daughter and 
one of the heirs of Henry late duke of Lancaſter, to hold to- 
them and the right heirs of the duke; which was performed 
accordingly. And this grant was confirmed the ſame year 
by Richard earl of Arundel, brother to the late duke of Lan- 
caſter. But Maud died without iſſue, and the advowſon de-

ſo came to his ſucceſſors kings of England. This hoſ- 
pital deſcended in the ſame manner as Thetford lordſhip, and 
32 Henry VIII. was granted to Richard Fulmerſtone, eſq.

Of the Canons or Nunnery of sr. OOROE, now called the PLACE... 


NAMDEN. in his deſcription of Thetford informs us, that 
one of the lefler monaſteries in it was built in commemora- 
tion of thoſe ſlain in that bloody battle which was fought in 


the neighbourhood of this town between the Engliſh under 


king. Edmund and. the Danes, and. laſted ſeven hours, 
with great flaughter. on both ſides.. I ſuppoſe it to be this 


for ſeveral reaſons: becauſe it was. dedicated. to St. George *, AS

that 
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that famous ſoldier and champion, not only of the 
Engliſh but of many other nations; becauſe it was 
ſeated near the place where the above dreadful battle was 
fought; and becauſe it is the only monaſtery in Thetford 
which was founded by an abbot of Bury, and probably 
by one of the firſt abbots of that place?, for it was always 
under their patronage. | 

We learn from a curious and ancient memorial b, drawn up 
by Hugh abbot of Bury, that almoſt all the canons, who for 
many years poſſeſſed the monaſtery of St. George, were dead; 
whereby the goods of the church were reduced nearly to 
nothing, and the monaſtery appeared more like the ſeat of 
deſolation than a place frequented by religious perſons. Fol- 
card and Andrew, the only two ſurviving canons, being de- 
prefled with poverty, and through perplexity almoſt bereaved 
of their reaſon as well as their ſubſtance, went to the abbot 
and convent of Bury, and complained to them, that they 
could not ſubſiſt, and that they neither could nor would con- 
tinue in this monaſtery any longer. The abbot and convent 
foreſceing what ſcandal would ariſe, if a place ſo long fre- 
quented by religious perſons ſhould in their time be forſaken, 

uſed every argument to prevail on them to continue ; but the 
canons not only perſiſted vigorouſly in their deſign, but alſo 
petitioned that the abbot and convent would admit fome nuns 
(who then lived at Lyng in Norfolk) into their houſe, that by 
a conjunction of ſmall poſſeſſions the monaſtery might be reſ- 
cued from poverty and reftored to its ancient dignity. The

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abbot and convent had great defire to ſee the plage improved, 
but thought it imprudent to be haſty in admitting the women 
propoſed, becauſe none of that fex had been introduced here 
before under that religious character, but chiefly becauſe they 
had no certain knowledge of their life and manners. At 
length by the mediation and interceffion of William Turbus e, 
biſhop of Norwich; Jeffery d, archdeacon of Canterbury, 
keeper of the king's ſeal; William de Camera, then fheriff 
of Norfolk and Suffolk, and others,' who greatly recom- 
mended the nuns, and gave them excellent characters, it 
came at laſt to this iſſue, that a certain day ſhould be fixed 
when the two canons and the nuns ſhould make their 
appearance at the Abbot's chamber of audience. At the 
time appointed the canons came, and voluntarily, in the moſt 
ſolemn manner, reſigned their monaſtery, with all its poſſeſ- 
ſions, into the hands of the abbote. Then the abbot, in the 
preſence of the canons, granted the ſame to Cecilia prioreſs of 
thoſe nuns, and her ſucceſſors in perpetual alms, for ever 
there to inhabit. The abbot alſo gave them the pariſh 
churches of St. Bennet and All Saints, his right in Faver- 
ton field, and whatever more belonged to the monaſtery of 
Bury within the boundaries of Thetford, paying yearly 4s. to 
the keeper of their infirmary: and becauſe the monaftery of St; 
George had always been a member of the abbey church of 
Bury, the prioreſs was particularly enjoined, upon her oath, 
to be faithful and obedient to it, as to the mother church, leſt 
what had paſſed might ſeem like cutting off a limb from the 
body. This change happened in the reign of Henry 1I. for

In a ſhort time after thoſe nuns were introduced to Thet- 
ford, ſeveral benefactions were {ſettled on them by noble per- 
ſonages. 

Matilda marchioneſs of England, counteſs of Norfolk and 
Warren, in her widowhood gave to God, the Bleſſed Mary, 
the church of St. George in Thetford, and the nuns there, 
the yearly rent of three marks of ſilver out of her mill near 
her houſe at Ceſtreford in. Eſſex, towards cloathing them. 
Roger Bigot earl of Norfolk, and others, were witneſſes to 
that grantf. 

In 1214, the abbot and convent of Bury gave to the nuns 
in perpetual alms ſeven. loaves and two-pence in money, to be 
given them every Sunday by their almoner for the corrody of 
Margaret Nonne, deceaſed. This grant was written in letters 
of gold, with the king's image depenſiled in ſilver. . 

In 1286, Peter de Melding. knt. granted for the health 
of his ſoul,. and of Joan his wite, five ſhillings yearly rent in 
Norwichg. 

In 1359, by exchange between the prioreſs and the prior 
of the monks of Thetford, lands in Rougham were ſettled on 
the nunnery and other lands, and a mill on the prior h. 


Maud eldeſt ſiſter and coheir of Walter Mareſchal earl of Pembroke, widow 
of Hugh Bigod, earl of Norfolk, was remarried to William Plantagenet earl 
Warren, and outlived him, as appears by this deed without date, wherein ſhe 
ſtyles herſelf Matilda, © Mareſcalla Angliz, Comitiſſa Norf. & Warennæ, in 
viduitute mea et plena poteſtate, &c. teſtibus Uno Uno Bigod comite Norf.

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In 1397, 41 Ed. HI. the following agreement was made 
between the abbot and convent of Bury and the nuns, who 
received certain corrodies of the abbot, being an antient do- 
nation, for which they ſent their cart and ſervants every 
Sunday ; but ſometimes it happened that their ſervants were 
robbed of their horſes and goods, and frequently murdered ; at 
other times, though conveyed ſate, they were not approved; 
for which reaſons they ſolicited the abbot and convent, in 
order to avoid ſuch dangers, that the corrodies which they 
received in bread, ale, and dreſſed proviſions, might be 
changed into bread-corn, barley, and money i. After the 
abbot had well conſidered the matter, being moved with com- 
paſſion towards thoſe women, he thought proper to grant 
'their requeſt, and allowed them ten quarters of bread corn, 
twenty quarters of -barley, and three pounds two ſhillings in- 
ſtead of corrodies, in the places and at the times following : 

In their manor of Berton Magna, on the vigil of St. An- 
drew, three quarters and four buſhels of bread corn. 

In their manor of Riſby, on the vigil of the Purification of 
the Blefſed Virgin Mary, three quarters and four buſhels. 
In the granges of the almoner at Bury, three quarters on 
the feaſt of the converſion of St. Paul, 

In their manor of Mildenhall, -on the feaſt of St. Hilary, 
eight quarters of barley. 

In their manor of Pakenham, on the feaſt-of St. Peter, four 
quarters | 

In their manor of Mildenhall, on the feaſt of the Anuncia- 
tion of the Bleſſed Mary, four quarters. 


i A comb of wheat was valued at 28. 4d. 
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In their manor of Elveden, on the feaſt of St. George, four 
quarters. 

The abbot and convent further granted, that thoſe quarters 
of corn ſhould be the produce of thoſe manors,. and aſſigned 
to the nuns at the above mentioned terms, properly dreſſed 
and honeſtly meaſured ; and that they ſhould receive of the 
cellerer yearly fifty two ſhillings, on the teaſts of the Purifica- 
tion and of St. John Baptiſt, by equal. portions ;_ alſo ten ſhil- 
lings of the almoner on the ſame feaſt of the Purification, 
upon condition of diſclaiming all right to their ancient corro- 
dies, and delivering up all their evidences concerning them into 
the abbot's hands. If it happened that the cellerer or almoner 
neglect to pay and deliver thoſe portions of corn and money at 
the terms ſpecified,. he ſhould, within. ſeven. days next fol- 
lowing, at his own. coſt, convey the ſame to the priory at 
Thetford ;. and if that was omitted, he was obliged to pay 
double the portion.. 

35 Ed. III. the nuns had the church of Livermere; value 
Lol. per annum, appropriated to them; alſo. licence to take 
lands in Rougham in Suffolk, being thirty acres and one 
of paſture. 

21 R. II. they exchanged Brandmill,. with two acres of 
meadow, for five acres of meadow, and forty-ſix ſhillings. 
and eight-pence rent with the monks. 

It appears by a ſurvey that they had in Weſt Tofts one tene- 
ment, anciently called. Bray's clofe, and two pi gitles,. alſo. 
about 114 acres of landk. 

1400, 2 Henry IV. the jury on a writ of enquiry of ad 
quod damnum, find that the king would not be prejudiced, if:

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Nicholas Wichingham gave to this priory and convent one 
meſſuage, 110 acres of land, two of meadow and four of 
paſture, a free foldcourſe, and two fiſheries in Bernham; and 
it appears ithey had a grant of the ſame.

In 1416, John Auſtin rector of Wanaford, who was bu- 
ried in the college, gave them a legacy. 

16 Henry: VI. the king granted licence to Alice Weſenham, 
prioreſs of the nuns of St. George, to ſettle the chapel of St. 
Edmund in Lyng, and 60 acres of land, and three of mea» 
dow, on Robert Popy rector of the church of Lyng, his heirs A 
and ſucceſſors, in pure and perpetual alms, paying 58. gd. 90 
per annum; alſo two hens to the prioreſs of Thetford. Wit- 
neſs the king at London, June 20. 

The nuns, from the time they left Lyng, had held theſe 
revenues in capite of the crown, and paid a chaplain, who is 
ſometimes called prior of St. Edmund's chapel; but for ſeveral 
years paſt the prioreſs had let the whole to the rector of Lyng, 
who ſerved in the chapel and received rent for the premiſes, 
upon which he claimed only to pay that rent, refuſing to ac- 
knowledge any other right belonging to the prioreſs, but after 
a long ſuit, and the prioreſs's recovery, he was glad to come 
to a compoſition, the king licenced the prioreſs to grant the 
premiſes to Popy as above, and the penſion was paid till the 
diſſolution.

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Margaret Chikering; but that irregular proceeding was 
very much diſapproved by the abbot. The nuns, conſcious 
of their error, judged it neceſſary to ſupplicate the abbot for 
pardon, and for that purpoſe they deputed Helen Hardingham 
and Alice Weſenham, their proxies, July 19, 1418, who 
went and ſubmitted themſelves to the abbot, and with 
the utmoſt exertion of female eloquence, in the moſt humble 
manner, ſollicited his forgiveneſs and approbation, by which 
means they had the election confirmed. After the death of 
Margaret, they proceeded regularly in the election of 

Alice Weſenham, November 27, 1420.

An account of the manner of proceeding in theſe elections 
from the regiſter of William Cratfield, abbot of St. Edmund, in 
the Cotton Library, Tiberius B. ix. may not be unacceptable 
to the reader:

priory, vacant by the death of the memorable Margaret 
Chikering the late prioreſs ; and to obtain the ſaid licence, to- 
gether with every thing neceſſary on this occaſion, by the 
ſaid John, will be gratefully acknowledged, 8&c. In teſti- 
mony whereof we put our common ſeal, dated November 14, 
1420.“ 

Then follows a licence from the abbot to elect a prioreſs: 

«© William by divine permiſſion, abbot of the monaſtery of 
St. Edmund, by no means belonging to the church of Rome, 
of the order of St. Benedict in the dioceſe of Norwich, patron 
and founder of the conventual church of the nuns of St. 
George in Thetford, beloved of us in Chriſt; to the ſab- 
prioreſs or preſident, and to the convent of the ſame church, 
health, grace, and bleſſing.” 

On your behalf we have been humbly ſupplicated, that 
ſince your church hath been deſtitute of conſolation, by the 
natural death of Margaret Chikering, the laſt prioreſs of good 
memory, we judge it proper to grant you licence to elect a 
prioreſs, and being favourably inclined to your intreaties, we 
give you liberty, commanding that you chuſe for a prioreſs 
one that is devoted to God and will be uſeful to your church 
and faithful to our patronage. In teſtimony whereof we have 
cauſed our letters to be made patent.

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The following is 'a letter to the biſhop of Norwich, re- 
quiring him to confirm the election: 

« To the reverend father in Chriſt, John, by the grace of 
God biſhop of Norwich, William by the ſame permiffion, 
abbot of the monaſtery of St. Edmund in Bury, by no means 
belonging to the Roman church, of the order of St. Benedict, 
in your dioceſe, with all due honour and reverence to ſuch a 
father, it becomes you to know, that an election hath been 
lately made in the conventual church of St. George, of our 
foundation and patronage, and of the order and dioceſe before 
mentioned, of Alicia Weſenham, by the preſentation of that 
houſe, to which we have given our aſſent, and appointed her to 
be prioreſs of that place; now we defire you ſo far as it be- 
longs to your office, and epiſcopal authority, in this reaſon- 
able affair, to give your charitable approbation.” 

No charge was brought againſt the nuns of this houſe at 
the diſſolution; they all defired to be diſcharged, except the 
prioreſs. Margaret Legget confeſſed ſhe had been incon- 
tinent q. | 

Catherine de Tudenham was buried in the nunnery church, 
May 1383". 

At the diſſolution the king leaſed the ſcite and poſſeſſions to 
Richard Fulmerſton for 21 years, at the yearly rent of 
21. 3s. 4d. and 1540 he had an abſolute grant of it, and all 
its lands, with a foldcourſe for 300 ſheep in Bodeſling, a 
field of arable called Campfields in Thetford, and other reve- 
nues in Foulden, &c. all held of the king in A by knights 
ſervice. 

The houſe continued much in the ſame ſtate as it was 
left by the nuns, till the year 1737; the common hall,

vaults, 
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vaults, butteries, remained entire; with chapel, reading 
deſk, partition at the altar, and the nuns gallery. The 
chapel had a vaulted roof of two groined arches, a large 
arch at the ſitle, and a large elegant eaſt window over the 
altar. It is now converted into a brewhouſe and ſtrongly 
buttreſſed. Within it were ſeveral ſtones with croſſes on 
them, which probably were laid over ſome of the prioreſſes. 
When the old building was taken down, ſeveral piece: of 
ſtone coffins and monuments, ſome with arms upon them, 
were taken out of the ruins. Several of theſe ſketched by Mr. 
Martin, and here engraved, have been ſince broken, and the 
fragments worked up in the walls of the yard. The font 
carried out into the yard, where it ſerved to feed cattle, is here 
engraved from Mr. Martin's drawing, but has been ſince loſt. 
In an old wall at the back of the chapel is fixed a ſtone with 


theſe letters 1 * M N ſ. The church was at firſt 


fitted up as apartments, but has been for a long time con- 
verted into a barn. A noble pointed arch on round cluſter- 
ed columns with Saxon capitals, opens into the ſouth tran- 
ſept. The weſt door which was ſmall is ſtopped up, as are 
the windows on the north ſide, whole buttreſſes are adorned 
with crofles ſet in flint. All the evidences belonging to the 


nuns were preſerved in a cheſt which ſtood in the long gal- 


lery, a ſpacious room which extended through the whole of 
the north ſide of the priory, and afforded a very agreeable 
proſpect. From the weſt window the nuns had a view of the 
fields, and from the eaſt of their grove, fiſhponds, and river. 
Sir Edward Clere who married Frances, only daughter of 
Sir Richard Fulmerſton, made conſiderable alterations in the 
_ weſt front of the houſe, and thereby gave it a more agree- 
able appearance; he alſo cauſed an avenue to be opened be-

tween the houſe and the road, which contributed much both 
to pleaſantneſs and conveniency. 

The old houſe is now utterly demoliſhed, and a new farm- 
houſe erected on the ſcite with, the old offices; a handſome 
porter's lodge remains with four towers, and correſponds with 
a gate in the wall of the garden, now a ſquare field. 

There happened within this houſe an unfortunate event, 
which gave riſe to ſeveral chimerical opinions and ill- founded 
ſuſpicions. I ſhall inſert the real matter of fact in the words 
of Mr. Thomas Martin, who was a native of Thetford, and 
ever deſirous of informing himſelf with certainty concerning 
every thing ſaid to have happened in and about this town: 

In the time of Sir Richard Fulmerſton, lord Dacre's only 
* ſon, who on his mother's marriage with the duke of Nor- 
© folk became ward to that peer, and was committed to the 
© care of his intimate friend Sir Richard, was killed by a fall. 
* off a wooden. horſe, in a long gallery which yet remains in 
the ſame houſe entire, and ſome will tell you the blood is 
„ {till to be ſeen upon the wall againſt which the youth's 
brains were daſhed out, to which I think no credit is to be 
“given, having often ſeen the place myſelf, but it is very 
likely this was the room, as being fitteſt for the exerciſe of. 


CHAP. 
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I 


THE PRIORY or ABBEY. 


N the year of our Lord 1104, from the martyrdom of 
king Edmund 204, from the Norman conqueſt 37, and 
in the third year of the reign. of king Henry I. the Cluniac 
monks were introduced at Thetford by Roger Bigot, who was 
a man of great power and reputation during the reigns of the 
two Williams. Upon review of his life he conceived that he 
had not duly diſcharged the honourable and important offices 
which were aſſigned him; therefore he formed a deſign to go 
on a pilgrimage to Jerutalem, that he might make ſome atone- 
ment for his fins, and pay his tribute of adoration to the uni- 
verſal parent in that once holy city, and ſtand on the ſame 
ground where his Saviour ſtood. When he acquainted his 
friends with his purpoſe, they were greatly affected, exceed- 
ingly lamented he ſhould propoſe 10 hazardous a. journey, 
and could not bear the thoughts of his departure. After 
ſeveral conferences upon his intention, Elbran his ſteward, 
a man of good character and an excellent lawyer, determined 
to expoſtulate with him, and try to diſſuade him from his 
intended pilgrimage. He adviſed him to apply that money 
which he muſt expend during the courſe of his pilgrimage to

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puild a monaſtery, and place therein perſons of virtuous and 
religious character, who ſhould pray for him and his ſucceſ- 
ſors to the end of time, adding he ſhould ſee the accompliſh- 
ment of what the Evangeliſt ſaid, Give alms of ſuch things as 
you have, and behold all things are clean unto you ;” alſo 
« Makeunto yourſelves friends of the mammon of unrighteouſ- 
neſs, that when ye fail they may receive you into ever- 
laſting tabernacles.” By acting thus the mind would make a true 
and effectual pilgrimage, and meet with approbation in heaven 


and earth, When Roger Bigot had heard thoſe arguments of. 


Etbran, he in all humility aſſented to what he propoſed, and 
laying aſide his intention of going to Jeruſalem, began to 
conſider in what manner he ſhould proceed to execute this 
new deſign. Afﬀter he had conſulted ſome prudent per- 
ſons, he took the advice of a certain monk named William 
de Walſam, and reſolved to apply to Hugh abbot of Cluny, by 
the venerable Lanzo abbot of Lewes, deſiring him to ſend 
monks of his order whom he knew to be men of honour and 
virtue, adding that he would provide a monaſtery for them 
on his own land. But the abbot of Cluny, though he ap- 
proved his propoſal, thought it imprudent to ſend monks 
who received their education in Burgundy into England, 
where they mult be unacquainted both with the cuſtoms and 
language of the country. He gave this advice to Lanzo, that 
great care ſhould be taken to chuſe men of probity and good 
morals, and farther enjoined him to be himſelf prior of that 
abbey, which the noble Roger Bigot was determined to erect, 
and he demanded a mark of filver yearly, as an acknowledg- 
ment of dependence on the abbey of Cluny. Upon the re- 
turn of Lanzo, Roger Bigot having obtained the King's leave, 
by the advice of Anſelm archbiſhop of Canterbury, and of Her- 
bert late biſhop of Thetford, and with the concurrence of the

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nobility of the realm, began to build at Thetford, that an- 
cient and royal city, celebrated for the number of its churches. 
and good character of its inhabitants, the boundary between 
the two counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, in a fruitful and 
healthy ſituation, on the banks of a river. He began to 
build cells for the monks round the church of the Bleffed : 
Virgin Mary, which he. procured, with all the lands thereto 
belonging, by exchange with Richard, ſon of biſhop Arfaſt, 
whoſe inheritance it was, and an ancient epiſcopal ſee. This 
exchange was confirmed by king Henry. When the of- 
fices were finiſhed, which were only of wood, Lanzo ſent 
twelve monks who were men of ſtrict morals, and made Mal- 
god, a perſon of primitive ſimplicity, their prior. After they 
were come to London, they were met by two perſons, who 
conducted them with all due honour and reverence to Thet- - 
ford, where they were joyfully received by Roger and many 
people of diſtinction from the neighbouring counties, on the 
day of the tranſlation of St. Martin of Tours. About nine 
of the clock in the evening they all entered into the church 
of St. Mary, formerly the cathedral of the Eaſt Anglian 
biſhops. As the inhabitants of Thetford were made ſorrow- 
ful on the removal of the ſee to Norwich, they now rejoiced 
in having a ſociety of devout men coming to reſide among 
them, by whole prayers and converſation they hoped ta obtain 
mercy of God. From that day the monks began their courſe 
there, and Roger, by the direction of Malgod, {ſpent three 
vears in building the new monaſtery within the town. Lanzo 
afterwards removed Malgod from Thetford, and ſent in his 
place one Stephen, a man of great learning and piety, de- 
ſcended from noble parents, an excellent. ſcholar, who 
had taken upon him the habit of a monk in Burgundy, . 
before Hugh abbot of Cluny. The great expectations formed 
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from -a man of ſuch ertowments, were fully anſwered, 


During the time he refided in Burgundy, he engaged the af- 
fection of his monks by his preaching and prudent behaviour, 
ſo that they were greatly afflicted upon hearing that he was 
to be removed to Thetford. Lanzo endeavoured to comfort 
them, by aſſuring them it was the command of Hugh abbot 
of Cluny; that ſuch a man was abſolutely neceflary to preſide 
over the monks in Thetford; and that he was requeſted by 
Roger Bigot, who was next to the king in power and dignity 


to part with him, not without hope that he might ſoon be 
reſtored to them. This, in ſome meaſure, pacified them 
but ſtill they parted not from him but with tears. When the 


worthy man was come to Thetford, where he was joyfully re- 
ceived, he found the newly erected monaſtery too confined, and 
too much ſurrounded by the houſes of the town{men, to be a 
proper habitation for monks. He preſently made applica- 
tion to William de Albini, one of the King's council, who 


had married the daughter of Roger Bigot, to prevail on 


his father-in-law to remove the monaſtery out of the town 
into a more ſpacious and commodious place on the river ſide. 
This propoſal of Stephen, though it was diſagreeable to many, 
and even to ſome of the monks; had the deſired effect. 
William de Albini prevailed on his fathersin-law to agree to 
it. King Henry alſo highly approved the deſign, and com- 
manded Roger to proceed and execute ſo laudable an under- 
taking. An extenſive pleaſant ſpot was pitched upon on the 
banks of the river, and the biſhop of Norwich, with his 


own hands, broke up the ground for the foundation, which 


was carried on with great aſſiduity, and at a confiderable 
depth, on account of the ſandy ſoils Roger Bigot and 
Stephen, attended by many of the nobility, laid the firſt 
ſtones. Roger engaged before them all that he would finiſh 
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that edifice at his own expence. He gave fifteen pounds to 
carry on the work, and ordered the prior to take two monks 


to aſſiſt him after the feaſt of the bleſſed Virgin. Roger alſo 


appropriated one of his manors towards the ſupport of the 
monks, and contrary to his uſual haughtineſs, with great hu- 
mility and devotion declared that his monaſtery ſhould be 
ſubject to no lord but the abbot of Cluny u. All this happened

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eight days before the nativity of the Bleſſed Virgin; but, ſuch: 
is the uncertainty of human life, the noble founder finiſhed 
his courſe, univerſally lamented, on the eighth day after 
the foundation was laid, at Ercſa, now called Newcaſtle*, 10 
miles from Norwich. When the biſhop of Norwich heard 
of his deceaſe, he ſent to Thetford, and hurried away the body 
to Norwich, notwithſtanding all the remonſtrances of his wife 
and. friends. The prior and four of his monks immediately 
followed him, and found the corps laid upon a bier,. in order 
to be buried in Norwich cathedral. The widow and friends of 
the deceaſed immediately went to Norwich to ſolicit the 
biſhop: to reſtore the corpſe, that it might be interred in the 
cemetery of the monaſtery at Thetford, according to the ex- 
preſs defire of the deceaſed, a little before he expired in the 
preſence of the prior and of ſeveral others. The biſhop paid 
no regard to their intreaties, and poſitively refuſed to deliver 
up the corpſe. They then fell upon their knees, and ear- 
neſtly importuned. him to grant their requeſt, but find-

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ing that all their intreaties, inſtead of ſoftening the prelate, 
ſerved only to enrage him?, the prior at laſt brought an 
action for the body. The biſhop alledged upon oath, that 
Roger gave himſelf' and family to the church of Norwich. 
The monks begged pardon, and renounced their claim before 
the king and barons at Nottingham, and the biſhop cauſed 
:the body of Roger to be interred at Norwich 2. 

After the death of Roger, Stephen met with ſufficient en- 
couragement and aſſiſtance to carry on the building of this 
monaſtery. He made fo capital a figure in this grand under- 
taking, that by ſome authors he is called the founder à. 

In 1114 b the monks entered their new monaſtery on the 
feaſt of St. Martin, and met with great encouragement for a 


long ſeries of years. It is ſuppoſed that the firft monaſtery of 


Cluniac monks in England was founded by William earl 
Warren, at Lewes, in the time of William the Conqueror, 
to whom he was related, if not his ſon-in-law. All the 
houſes of Cluniac monks in this kingdom had ſuch connec- 
tion with the abbey of Cluny in Burgundy, that they were 
Jeized as aliens whenever war happened between England

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and France; but this being granted during the ſeizure to 
their patron the earl of Norfolk, did not ſuffer ſo much. as other 
houſes, and at laſt, by their intereſt, they obtained the pri- 
vilege of being called and reputed Indigenæ, 5 Ed. III. In 
order to obtain this privilege of being naturalized, the prior 
and monks applied to king Edward, imploring his protec- - 
tion, ſetting forth the difficulties and hardſhips they laboured 
under on account of their being reputed foreigners, whereas 
they all were free-born Engliſhmen, and hoped no greater 
burden ſhould be laid on them than on other religious ſocieties + 
within this realm d. They had very great advantages, being 
ſubject to no biſhop, but only to the Pope and. his legates, 
and to the abbot of Cluny. 

Henry II. was at Thetford, and confirmed the charters of his 
grandfather Henry I. and other founders, whoſe benefactions 
are recited at large in his charter e. 

1236 the abbot, of Cluny complained to the king againſt 
earl Roger, that he would not permit him to viſit this monaſ- - 
tery, which. was a daughter of his church of Cluny, and : 
where he claimed to put in the prior; but after a ſuit, the viſi- 
tation was-adjudged to the prior, and the patronage to the earl. 

Matthew Paris relates a melancholy. event which happened - 
in this monaſtery about the year 1248 f. The prior, Who 
was a Savoyard, and aſſumed upon being a relation, or at 
leaſt countryman, of the queen of England, invited two of 
his brothers to pay him a viſit at his monaſtery; one named 
Bernard, was a knight, the other Guiſcard, a debauched clerk S.

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It was their common. practice. to glat- themſelves with the 
beſt and moſt delicate proviſions and wines till the morning 
began to dawn, without paying any regard to the duties 
of the houſe, or the other monks who had been engaged 
in the proper labours of the day. Bernard, more ſober 
than the other, retired ; bat the inſatiable appetite of the 
other continued theſe indulgencies, till the prior, having 
waſted the revenues of the houſe, and expoſed himſelf by 
| his exceſſes, was reproached with great freedom by one of his 
monks, whom he had lately invited from Cluny. In return 
the prior. determined to expel him. The monk exaſpe- 
rated by his harſh language, accompanied with . oaths and 
imprecations, was worked up to ſuch diabolical rage, that 
regardleſs of the laws of God and man, and the ſanctity of 
the place, he fell on the prior, and with his knife ſtab- 
bed him in the belly that his bowels fell out, and before 
the unhappy man could call out for help, repeated his blows 
till he had di{patched him. The perpetrator of the horrid 
deed was preſently apprehended, and at the inſtances of the 
queen the king commanded that the execrable wretch ſhould 
be bound with chains and confined in the deepeſt and darkeſt 
dungeon in Norwich caſtle. The hiſtorian concludes the 
diſmal ſtory with exculpating the whole fraternity by this line 
of the heathen poet: 
Parcite paucurum diffundere crimen in omnes. 

In Benet college library 1. x. 6, is a ſentence of excommu- 
nication by Robert de Totebrygge, commiſſary of the biſhop of 
Norwich, againſt thoſe who ſpoiled this monaſtery, Feb. 2, 
1358. | 
ROGER Bigot, founder and patron of this monaſtery, was 
Lucceeded by WILLIAM Bigot his ſon and heir, who was drown- 
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ed with the children of king Henry I. being then ſteward of 
the houſhold; to whom ſucceeded Hud Bigot his brother, 
the firſt earl of Norfolk. He was buried in Thetford abbey, 
in the year 1178. RoGER his ſon ſucceeded him in title and 
eſtate, and was here buried 5 H. III. To him ſucceeded Hucr 
his ſon, alſo buried here 1225. To him ſucceeded RoGtr his 
ſon, alſo buried here 54 H. III. To him ſucceeded RoGxxr the 
fourth, his nephew, who 29 Ed. I. conſtituted the king 
heir both to his honours and eſtates for want of heirs male, 
and dying in the 35th of that reign was here buried by 
his firſt wife. By reaſon of that gift, the honours and eſtates 
being veſted in the crown, Edward II. in the ſixth year of his 
reign, gave all the titles and eſtates of the ſaid Roger Bigot 
to Thomas de Brotherton his brother, who had thereby the 
patronage of this abbey. He died, leaving two daughters, 
Margaret married to John de Segrave, and Alice married to 
Edward Montacute. The eldeſt Margaret, afterwards ducheſs 
of Norfolk, had. the patronage of the abbey, being by the 
death of her ſiſter ſole heir to her father; and by the mar- 
riage of Elizabeth, the daughter of the ſaid Margaret, the pa- 
tronage of this monaſtery, as well as the title of duke of Nor- 
folk, came to the family of the Mowbrays in the time of 
Richard II. 

Joan lord MowBRAY, her great grandſon, earl marſhal of 
England, lord Segrave and Gower, and duke of Norfolk, was 
here entombed, 1461; as was ELEANOR his wife, daughter of 
William lord Bourchier, and fifter of Henry BOUgchier. « earl of 
Eſſex, 

Joan: their ſon, created earl Warren and Surry by Henry 
VI. in the 29th year of his reign, as heir: to Elizabeth, eldeſt 
daughter of Richard Fitz Alan, earl of Arundel and Surry, was 
alſo buried here 1475. 

JohN Howard, ſon of Sir Robert Howard, and Margaret, 
daughter and coheir of Thomas nnn, duke of Norfolk in

right of his mother, and ſlain in Boſworth field with Ri- 
chard III. was here interred 1485. | 
Tromas HowaRD, ſecond duke of Norfolk, ſon of the ſaid 


John, was buried in this monaſtery 15 24h, with his ſecond 
wife Agnes, daughter of Sir Philip Tilney. By his will, dated /t. 
May, 1 520, he appointed a tomb, with the figure of himſelf and 


ducheſs, to be erected here, allowing for the expence J. 132. 
69. 8d. The ceremonial of his funeral, and the tablet affixt 
to his monument, may be ſeen in Weever 8 34. Dugd. Bar, II. 
268. the Appendix, Nꝰ XI. His great grandſon Henry Howard 
has preſerved an extraordinary accident that fell out at his fu- 
neral ; ſo violent a fear ſurpriſed all the multitude, being very

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diligent and attentive to the ſermon in the church of Thetford, 
as all ran out with haſte, leaving the preacher alone in the pulpiti. 

At the diſſolution his remains were removed to Framling- 
ham, and his tomb deſtroyed; but in remembrance thereof 
another was ſuppoſed to have been erected in Howard's cha- 
pel in Lambeth church. This is now allo deſtroyed, but 
a moſt beautiful painting of it is contained in a curious hiſ- 
tory and pedigree of the Howard family, with their monu- 
ments executed in a large vellum book by Henry Lilly, Rouge- 
Dragon purſuivant, who died 1638, now in poſſeſſion of the 
right honourable Spencer Compton, Earl of Northampton, 
His effigy 1s there repreſented on a braſs plate, cumbent, with 
his arms, and his head reſting on his helmet and creſt, but no 
inſcription. In the ſame chapel was alſo buried Agnes Tilney 
his ſecond ducheſs, for whom, as well as for Catherine Brough- 
ton, the firſt wife of his ſon Thomas Lord Howard of Effing- 
ham, there were anciently rich tombs with their effigies in the 
{aid chapel at Lambeth, moſt beautifully repreſented in the ſaid 
book ; but theſe and all the reſt of the Howard tombs menti- 
oned in Aubrey's Surrey, are now deſtroyed. THomas his 
ſecond ſon by his ſecond wite, who married Lady Margaret 
Douglas neice to Henry VIII. and died in the Tower under 
{ſentence of attainder, Nov. 1, 1537, was alſo buried here k. 
His grandaughter Mary, daughter of his ſon Thomas third 
Duke of Norfolk, was married to HENRY FITZz Roy, natural 
ſon to king Henry VIII. by the lady Elizabeth Talbois, 
daughter of Sir John Blount, knt. and widow of Gilbert lord 
Talbois, born at Blackmore in Eſſex. He was, at the age 
of ſix years, upon the 18th of June, 17 Henry VIII. 1525, 
firſt made knight of the garter, advanced to the dignity of earl 
of Nottingham, and the ſame day created duke of Richmond 
and Somerſet, to him and his heirs male, with the fee of 4ol.

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per annum; the ceremony thereof was performed at the royal 


palace of Bridewell, in the city of London. On the 28th 
day of July following, he was conſtituted admiral of England, 
Ireland, Normandy, &c. and 19 Henry VIII. he had a patent 
for his wardenſhip of the eaſt, weſt, and middle marches to- 
wards Scotland. The lieutenancy of Ireland was alſo granted 
him, 22 Henry VIII. but, by reaſon of his tender years, Sir 
William skeffington was conſtituted his deputy. And having 
his education with Henry earl of Surry, firſt at Windſor, af- 
terwards in Paris, there grew a very intimate friendſhip be- 
tween thoſe two nobleman, ſo that the duke of Richmond 
married the lady Mary his ſiſter, (daughter of Thomas Ho- 
ward, third duke of Norfolk) but dying without iſſue at St. 
James's, Weſtminſter, upon the 29th of July, 1536, 28 Hen- 
ry VIII. being then about 17 years of age, he was buried in 
this monaſtery. . The king mourned for him a long time. He 
was a prince who diſcovered early attachment to martial 
atchievements and polite literature, on which the learned an- 
tiquary Leland compliments him in an hexaſtich prefixed to 
his Collectanea, vol. V. At the diflolution his bones were re- 
moved hence to Framlingham, with his monument, which 
now ſtands there on the north fide of the altar. It has no 
inſcription nor effigies, but at each corner is a figure holding 
a ſhield, and the inſtruments of the paſſion; the cornice is 
charged with compartments of Old Teſtament hiſtory. On the 
north fide twice, and once on the ſouth, are his wife's arms in 
a lozenge. At the eaſt and weſt end, and twice on the ſouth ſide, 


his arms, England, with a baton ſiniſter and Ta/bozs on a ſcutcheon 
of pretence, impaling Howard; alſo England with Talbois in a 


garter ducally crowned. A. banner of his arms, impaled under a 
ducal coronet, with thoſe of the lady Mary Howard, 1s depicted 
in a book in the college of arms, marked I 2, Standards, &c.

1175 Thomas de Lincoln, clerk to the French king, gave 60 
acres of land and 3 of turf land in Hoes, in the county of Nor- 
folk, for his own and parents ſouls, on condition that he and 
his mother ſhould enjoy it for life, paying 3d. a year on his 
father's anniverſary, and after their deaths the monks were to 
hold it in demeſne unalienable. This donation was made at 
Matheſhale, before archdeacon Staingrim, in his chapter 
there held, and in confirmation of it he ſealed it with his own 
ſeal and his mother's ring which ſhe had given him for that 
purpoſe *. 

1218, 3 Henry III. a fine was levied between Thomas ſon: 
of Geoffrey de Thurſton, and the prior of the monks of Thet- 
ford, tenant of the advowſon of Thurſton church, which 
was releaſed to Thomas and his heirs on their covenanting 
for ever to pay to the prior and his ſucceſſors 20s. per an- 
num for land held of them here. 

1219, 4 Henry III. the monks of Thetford were found to 
hold one fee of the earl of Norfolk in Thurſton, jointly with 
tour other tenants *. 

In 1248 the monks had a general charter of free warren in 
all their lands in Norfolk, Suffolk, and Cambridgeſhire. 

1299 the prior paid four marks per annum to the clerks 
that celebrated maſs at the high altar of the Bleſſed Virgin in 
St. Paul's b. The king had power to grant a corrody to one

chaplain or prieſt, payable by the prior, and as often as either 
of them died, or was preſented, the crown nominated another. 

About 1300 here was a chantry of one chaplain, to of- 
ficiate daily in the abbey church, founded by Richard de Hup- 
hall, for his own ſoul and thoſe of his parents and uncle, of 
the biſhop of Norwich, and his parents, predeceſſors, and ſuc- 
ceſſors, &c. to be preſented by the prior and convent, and ad- 
mitted: by the biſhop. William de Brom reſigned 1300, and 
John de Herlingflet ſucceeded, but afterwards the anniverſary 
was added to the funeral commemoration of benefactors, and 
the foundation ceaſedd. 

In. 1258 Roger Bigot (not the founder) made his will, 
which in 1598 was in the cuſtody of the lord William 
Howard, and is here tranſlated: 

„In the name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghoſt, 
«© Amen. I Roger earl of Norfolk, marſhal of England, 
% in good proſperity, have conſtituted and make my teſta- 
“ ment in this manner :—Imprimis, I commend my ſoul 
« to God and to the Bleſſed Mary and to all Saints; my 
e body J bequeath to be buried in the church of the Bleſſed 
Mary in Thetford, whichi s that of the monks ; afterward, 
% bequeath out of my goods moveable and immoveable, 
“ firſt and principally all my debts, namely and expreſsly, 
that 66 marks of the one part, and 320 marks of the other 


part, be paid to the prior and monks in Thetford, which I 


% have borrowed of them, and they have borrowed of the 
*. merchants for my uſe, wherefore I will that the ſaid monks. 
“ and faid houſe be indemnified,. after de. Lukes. 
4 1461. 6s. 4d. and all my other debts. to be payed. as can 
4 reaſonably be proved, according to the judgment of my

This Roger gave for his ſeal a knight on horſeback com- 
pleatly armed, with a lion under his horſe's feet, and in his 
ſhield O. a croſs G. See it engraved in Blomfield, I. 446, 
from Upton's Aſpitogia. 

In 1249, the prior would not ſuffer the king's bailiffs to 
ſerve any procefles in his lands, nor to make any diſtreſſes e. 

In 1261, the prior had in fee-farm of the prior and con- 
vent of Bermondſey in Surry their tithes in Ditton in Can 
bridgeſhire, which Robert ſon of Humphry gave to that mo- 
naſtery in 1177, at 10 marks per annumf. 

In 1271, John de Scales confirmed the land and advowſon 
of Dullinghamf. 

In 1274, it was returned, that the prior was to find 10 
men with bows and arrows for 40 days, at his expence, 
whenever the king went againſt the Welſh in perſon, for the 
field called Faverton field, and for his warren in Weſtwick in 
Thetford f. 

In 1324, the prior's manors and churches of North-Glem- 
ham, Derſham, and Jokesford, or Yoxford in Suffolk, were 
ſeized by the king, as belonging to an alienf. 

In 1358, the prior agreed with John Bryggs of Quiden- 
ham, for his manor of Lynford for eight ſcore marks, where- 
of by his will, which was dated ſome years after, the prior 
was to ſtop 40 marks, for his anniverſary ; every monk that 
was a prieſt to have 12d. and every one not a prieft 6df. 

In 1359, the prior gave the prioreſs of the nuns 10 
acres of land, and 46s. 8d. rent in Rougham, in exchange 
tor Brend-mill in Thetford, and 1 2 acres of land there g.

condition the convent paid to the dutchy of Lancaſter of 
which they were held 508. every vacancy, alſo 53 acres in 
Snareſhill, and 16 in Wynkeſwyke field in Newmarket ; and 
the ſame year the king licenced Edmund Blankpayn of Euſton, 
to ſettle the lands and a free fold courſe in Downham in Suf- 
folk, which were John Howys's, viz.

In 1448, the convent, by the king's licence to purchaſe 
lands to the value of 2061. per annum, purchaſed the manor of 
Bodney, with the appurtenances, and 100 acres of land there, 
value 81. 58. 4d. of Richard Waller, eſq. Robert Boorle, eſq. 
John Bertram, gent. and William Norwych, junior ; and of 
John Heydon and John Swan a meſſuage, 220 acres of land, 
and two fold-courſes in Thetford, Croxton, Bretenham, and 
Santon; and of John duke of Norfolk m, Sir Thomas Tuden- 
ham, knt. and others the manor of Lintord, and 80 acres, 
and of Heydon and Swan a meſſuage and 350 acres and liberty 
of three fold-courſes in Lynford, and 50 acres and three fold- 
courſes in Thetford, worth gl. per annum; and the ſame year 
a licence was paſſed to hold Lynford manor and advowſon in

In 1486, Nicholas Bourchier, archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
gave three copes of white damaſk, embroidered all over with 
golden angels, and other things to this priory. 

In 1499, William Fyſhere, burgeſs, gave the monks 13s. 
4d. praying them of charitye to admit him a brudir of their 
chapter-houſe.“ 

Robert Love of Thetford, burgeſs, was buried in the

Sir Thomas Windham, knt. and Peter Nobys, D. D. maſter 
of Bennet college, Cambridge, gave 130 marks to the prior 
and convent, on condition of paying to Dr. Nobys five marks. 
yearly during his natural life, and finding him a ſtable for 
two horſes, and a houſe for keeping of hay, two chambers. 
for himſelf, and liberty of walking in the garden; alſo to ſay 
a ſolemn dirge with nine leflons on St. Martin's eve, and a 
maſs of requiem the next morning, for the ſouls of Sir John. 
Windham, knt. Margaret his wife, Eleanor Windham, Sir 
Henry Wentworth, knt. Ann his wife, Roger Darſie, eſq.. 
John Nobys, ſometime of Thompſon, Roſe his wife, and- 
the: foreſaid Thomas Wyndham, Elizabeth. his. wife, and: | 
Peter Nobys after their deceaſe, the ſouls of their benefactors, 
and all chriſtian ſouls. Alſo the ſaid prior and convent, and: | 

their 
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their ſucceſſors, ſhall diſtribute yearly for ever, in the ſaid 
priory at the ſame dirge, to the prior 12d. to the ſubprior 
12d. to every monk 6d. and to the ſame brethren for ringing 
4d.; alſo the ſame prior and convent, for them and their ſuc- 
ceflors, ſhall receive and admit for ever all thoſe perſons and 
ſouls before named to the fraternity, ſuffrages, chapter, and 
whole religion, to be partners of all prayers, vigils, maſſes, faſt- 
ings, alms-deeds, and all other ſuffrages of their religion. Alſo 
the prior and convent covenant for themſelves and ſucceſſors, 
to rehearſe the names of the 1aid perſons in all their prayers 
and ſermons. In caſe the five marks were not regularly paid ac- 


cording to the preceding indenture, the ſaid Peter Nobys was to 


diſtrain for payment, on the manors of Lindford and Santon. 

In 1535, there was a private act paſſed to confirm an ex- 
change of lands between the king, the duke of Norfolk, and 
the prior, | 

In Henry VIIIth's time, the prior received 28. per an- 
num from Weſt Herling, and a penſion from the rector of 
Shelfhanger, and it appears that their tithes in Netleſted were 
confirmed by Alan the Black, earl of Richmond, many years 
ſince, and that Hubert Walter, archbiſhop of Canterbury, firſt 
confirmed a penſion of 40s. per annum, granted by the prior 
of Thetford out of the church of Finchingfield in Suffolk, to 
the abbot and monks of Reading, after the death of the then 


incumbent, Ralf de Diceto, who was afterwards dean of St. 


Paul's. The prior was taxed for all his temporals in Suffolk 
at 6z1. 198. 2d. and for all his ſpirituals at 8 21. 9s. 8d. and it 
appears, that they were patrons of Belings Parva, and that 
the Brome portion was taxed at 16d. Yoxford church and 
impropriate tithes at two marks, and the vicarage, of which 
they were patrons, at 6 marks and an half. Darſham im-

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trons; at 41. Tos. rod. &c. their church and impropriate 
tithes at Dullingham in Cambridgethire, were taxed at 20l.

Wood-Ditton 
church was appropriated to them, and they were patrons of 
the vicarage. They were taxed for their portion of tithes in 
Wacton in Norfolk, at half a mark, for their temporals in 
Lynn, 6s. 8d. and thoſe in Tilney 9s. They had ſmall par-

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the duke had all the manors, meſſuages, lands, woods, rights, 
court profits, portions, penſions, obventions, and all other 
rights, titles, and hereditaments whatſoever. All thoſe poſ- 
ſeſſions he held of the king in capite, by the ſervice of a 
knight's fee, and by the rent of .59l. 58. 1d. yearly, payable 
to the treaſurer of the court of augmentation. T hey are now 
held by Robert Edward earl Petre. 

The ruins of this monaſtery are {till conſiderabte, notwith- 
ſtanding the cruel havoc made among them not many years 
ago by the preſent tenant of the adjoining farm. The church 
was large, and the tower in the center of the croſs with two 
tranſepts; the cloiſter on the ſouth ſide. The eaſt end (of 
which ſee a view in Mr. Groſe's Supplement), and ſome corners 
of the tower are all that now retain the original caſing of ſtone. 
Indiſtinct maſſes of flint barely point out the plan of the cen- 
tral and eaſtern part, as here engraved from a ſketch by Mr. 
Martin. The choir within meaſures about 28 feet in width 
and about 45 in length. The eaſt window has round pillars 
with ring capitals; the ſouth aile had three windows, and 
reached only to the chancel ; the ſouth tranſept is above 26 feet 
long in the clear, has two openings to the weſt, with three arches 
under them, and two at the ſouth end. The north aile had 
an eaſt chapel like a tranſept. The nave was of the ſame width 
with the choir, and about 165 feet long to the tower, or longer, 
if it extended weſt of the preſent wall which runs acroſs it. On 
the ſouth ſide of the nave is a ſhell 73 feet by 27, and at 
right angles with it three pieces of another, probably build- 
ings of the monaſtery, Without the croſs wall in the ſouth- 
weſt corner is a long building 15 feet wide by 40 long to a 
partition, thence 58 feet to an old room 18 feet long in a 
farm-houſe at right angles with this building, which ſeems 
to have been the prior's apartment, which was at the welt 
end of the cloiſter, and was ſtanding till 1737, when great 

part 
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part of it was unroofed. Over againſt it, at a good diſtance, 
ſtands the abbey gate, built of free-ſtone and black flint, 12 
yards ſquare and 14 high, having a turret and ſtairs at the 
ſouth-eaſt, and another at the ſouth-weſt corner. At the 
north-eaſt corner of the preſent cloſe is a flint ſhell 22 feet 
by 12, with an eaſt window and nich, and a north door; a 
ſouth-eaſt buttreſs, and a ſouth-eaſt and two ſouth windows. 
In St. Nicholas lane lies a large double capital with rude fo- 
is church, 
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On one of the ſtone ſprings of the roof, on the north ſide 
over the altar, Was lately remaining a lion rampant, by which 
one may conclude that roof was built by John lord Mowbray, 
or it may be the abbey arms. Some years ſince Mr. Martin 
opened a trench acroſs the choir, about three yards from the 
altar, and found a large ſtone coffin with a {keleton either of.

Admitting the appropriating of theſe two tombs by my 
ingenious friend Mr. Brooke, we have here recovered the two 
laſt of the Mowbray's, whom their ſucceſſors the Howards 
paid no attention to, when they removed their own family 
monuments to Framlingham. 

Of the ſame width with the choir, and the eaſt window 18 
feet wide, and of a proportionable height, on the north ſide 
of the choir are ruins of a noble chapel, of which John 
Brame, monk of this place, gives this account : 

While the epiſcopal ſee was at Thetford, in the pariſh 
church of St. Mary, the image of the Holy Virgin was ſet 
on the high altar, and afterwards removed to the high altar 
of the new monaſtery. In proceſs of time a new and hand-

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ſome image was made, and the old one laid aſide. A poor 
workman of the town, who had repeatedly invoked her aid 
for an incurable diſeaſe, was warned by her that if he would 
be cured he muſt repair to the prior, and tell him in her 
name to build her a chapel on the north ſide of the choir 
which he had lately repaired, He declined delivering the 
meſſage till it had been thrice repeated. The prior began 
a chapel of wood, but was preſently enjoined by the ſame 
meſſenger to make one of ſtone on a fixed ſpot. An old reli- 
gious of the houſe was at the ſame time, in the abſence of 
the prior, and by the ſame man, ſhewn the ſpot for the 
foundation ſtone, marked by a croſs richly adorned with 
gold and jewels, which preſently diſappeared. The prior 
not making ſo much diſpatch as was expected, the Virgin. 
appeared to a certain woman of the town, ſending her. to a 
monk who was to expedite the prior, but the woman not 
paying proper attention, was deprived of the uſe of one 
arm, which was not reſtored till ſhe delivered the meſſage 
and offered an arm of wax. When the chapel was finiſhed 
and the image of our lady, which ſtood by a door leading 
into it,, was about to be removed, the painter employed to 
clean it found nailed on the head a filver plate, containing 
innumerable reliques of ſilver wrapped in lead, which had 
been placed there by Ralph, a monk of the original founda- 
tion, before they removed from the cathedral, who cauſed 
this image to be made at his own expence. This image 
wrought innumerable miracles, and continued in great fame 
till the diſſolutiont.

CHAP. 
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K XIII. 
FRIARS PREACHERS, DOMINICANS, OR BLACK FRIARS. 


IN the beginning of the reign of Edward III. the order ot 
A Friars Preachers was introduced at Thetford by Henry duke 
of Lancaſter, who gave them the church of the Trinity u, 
. on the Suffolk ſide, where a noble pointed arch of its north 
tranſept remains entire in the free-ſchool, and divides the 
ſchool from the maitter's houſe. This ſcite had been at 
firſt bought and inhabited by the Cluniac monks, who re- 
-moved to. the other fide of the river in their founder's life, 
leaving here an unfiniſhed cloiſter which had been three years 
building, and whoſe area between the church and the river 
with the walls of the refectory in a great meaſure ſtanding on 
the north ſide of the court, are now known by the name of the 
Canon's Cloſe. Sir Edmund Gonvile, parſon of Terrington, 
-who had been ſteward to earl Warren, and afterwards to Henry 
earl of Lancaſter, perſuaded the latter between 1327 and r 345, 
to apply this ſcite to the ſame uſe for which he had obtained 
the conſent of his former patron, and he was thenceforth con- 
ſidered as a principal founder with the two earls. The earl 
of Lancaſter gave them the ſcite of Maiſon Dieu, and they

houſe was given them ſoon after to be received of the prior of 
the canons. In 1359 the advowſon was ſettled by fine to paſs 
with the manor of Thetford. In 14370 they purchaſed all the 
houſes between their convent and the ſtreet, and had leave 
from the king to pull them down and enlarge their houſe x. 
do not find that the endowments of this houſe were very great, 
but it rather appears that the friars got the principal part of 
their ſubſiſtence by preaching and begging. They had 1471 
liberty of warren in Norfolk and Suffolk. It ſeems they were 
apprehenſive another order of Mendicants would ſoon be found- 
ed at Thetford. Probably they had ſome intelligence that 
Auſtin Friars were to be introduced and eſtabliſhed in ſome 
part of this town. In order, therefore, to guard againſt all in- 
convenience which might accompany-ſuch eſtabliſhment, they 
petitioned the king 1380, that he would take them under his 
more immediate protection, and that he would not permit any 
Mendicant order to be eſtabliſhed near their monaſtery. In con- 
ſequence hereof, the king commanded that no ſuch order 
of Mendicants ſhould be placed within a limited diſtance from 
the houſe of the friars preachers, and alſo commanded the 
mayor and other officers of the town of Thetford, to protect 
the friars preachers from oppreſſion of every kind, and that 
they ſhould enjoy all their accuſtomed privileges v.

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The following circumſtance induces me'to think that their 
monaſtery here was a building of ſome elegance; that the 
prior of one of the richeſt and moſt ſuperb monaſteries in 
Europe would otherwiſe never have choſen any part of this 
houſe for this occafional refidence, as appears by an indenture 
made between both parties, to this effect: That the prior and 
convent of St. Edmunds bury ſhould -havethe beſt room in the 
monaſtery of the Friars Preachers, with every thing thereto 
belonging, which room was called the Recreatory, but upon 
this condition, thatthe prior and convent of Bury ſhould not ali-- 
enate or diſpoſe of that room, without the conſent of the Friars 
Preachers.

They acquired their wealth 
by hypocriſy, and e with it under the influence of the

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or THE CAN ONS OF ST. SEPULCHRE. 


HE canons of the Holy Sepulchre, whoſe order was eſtab- 


liſhed 1109, were ſettled here by William third earl 


Warren and Surry ®, in the reign of king Stephen, who gave 
him certain lands for that purpoſe at the weſt end of the town 
on the Suffolk ſide, and their monaſtery was dedicated to the 
Holy Sepulchre for Auguſtine monks. The earl gave them 
a quadrigate of land in the fields adjoining, together with all 
the churches and tithes in Thetford, with other privileges, 
in as extenſive manner as he received them from the king. 
He alſo gave a fair twice a year, on the Invention of the Holy 
Croſs in May, and on the Exaltation of the ſame; his two bro- 
thers Ralph and Reginald de Warren being witneſſes. In this 
charter he recommends the defence of his new foundation to 
his brother palmers', he being then going on a cruſade. 

 Hameline earl Warren, who married Iſabell his daughter 
and heir, and died 1202, confirmed that grant, and gave them 
another fair, to be held on the feaſt of the Holy Sepulchre k. 
Among the witneſſes are William Warren, ſon of Reginald 
Warren. He allo gave them 20s. rent, and the tenth of his 
mills called Picmilne and Hindolfnes mill in Thetford,

Michael's pariſh, with its homages, ſervices, rents, and fold- 
courſe for 400 ſheep, and ſeven ſcore acres of arable, worth a 
halfpenny each acre, all formerly belonging to maſter Walter 
of Elveden, held of the fee of St. Edmund, purchaſed of ſaid 
Walter to the uſe of the prior by Peter, rector of Fakenham 
parva, Adam Foxcte, rector of St. Ethelred, Thetford, and 
John Dauntre, rector of Broome, for which the abbot re- 
ſerved a relief of 28. 9d. at the inſtallation of every prior, be-

the above ſum the canons were to pay by their celerer, until 


they had made full ſatisfaction*. Alſo the canons were to

This deed 
was confirmed under the ſeal of the convent, before many 
witneſſes.

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1281 John earl Warren gave to the prior of the canons 
and his ſucceſſors, the advowſon of Greſham church, which 
he held in capite as part of the manor of Caſtle Acre, yet the 
prior did not preſent to it till it was confirmed by his ſon John 
earl Warren, 1329 b. 

In 1331, Edward III licenſed them to appropriate the rec- 
tory to their monaſtery, but they did not get the biſhop's

8d. per annum from 
the prior to the rector, and in September following the prior 
and convent, under their common ſeal, conveyed the rec- 
tory to John Paſton, eſq, and his heirs for ever, and ſo it be- 
came united again to the monaſtery. Some time after a copy 
of the deed was required of the prior, who gave one, not 
under the common ſeal, but another for particular cauſes, 
by which it appears they had two ſeals from their foundation.

Odo the ſon of John de Herling gave to the canons one 
rood of land in Eaſt Herling, in free alms for ever.

Trinity in Ipſwich; beſides, in the examination of per- 
ſons relative to lands belonging to the canons by Sir Richard 
Fulmerſton, are mentioned Reynold, prior, Burnham, prior, 
and John Clark, who from every circumſtance appears to be 
prior at the diſſolution. 

King Henry VIII. 20 Auguſt, 29th year of his reign, by 
letters patent then dated, with confent of the duke of Norfolk 
and his heirs, who had a grant 1540, demiſed to Sir Richard 
Fulmerſton, the houſe and ſcite of the late monaſtery of 
canons, with all the lands, &c. thereto belonging, and one 
foldcourſe, for twenty-one years, at 151. os. 8d. per annum, 
conſiſting of a foldcourſe, land for 340 ſheep in Bowdefſling, 
the common field containing about 160 acres, a piece of paſture 
of ſix acres within the monaſtery walls, four acres of paſture 
adjoining to the monaſtery walls, diverſe rights of commonage 
and fiſhery in the river, Maiſon Dieu, Foldcourſe furlong and 
lands, Great Norwick or Sotherie's ſheep: paſture, Dudwell 
valley and lands of ſevenſcore acres, Mayes meadows 10 acres, - 
Blackdon ſheep paſture, canons leafures and furlongs, the 
cations lands in Halwick ſheep paſture, and Erles courſe, 83 
acres in Kilverſton, canons lands and furze in Croxton and

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Lynford, the tenements Colles and Stamfordes, their paſture 
and land in St. Edmund's croft, Bowdeſling, and Faverton- 
field alias Weſtwick, and the Reed fen there, with feed for 
ſheep and cattle, with their followers, and other their cattle 
there, tithes of all theſe poſſeſſions, and of others of the duke 
of Lancaſter and earls Warren, and of all other farmers and te- 
nants, and all tithes of the impropriate churches of the 
canons, as well of fiſhing as of griſt of corn, and other tithes, 
the canons liberty of common in. Downham, and ſurpluſage of 
land which the monks took in farm of the canons, with the 
advowlon, &c. which deſcended with Sir Richard's heireſs, 
and were ſold by Sir Edward Clere. But Sir Richard having no 
evidences to ſhew the extent of the ſaid lands, ſeveral inhabi- 
tants of Thetford and Elveden encroached upon his poſſeſ- 
ſions, therefore he preferred a bill before Sir Richard Rich, 
Ent. chancellor of the Court of Augmentation, deſiring com- 
miſſion to examine perſons who had knowledge of the pre- 
miſes, Which was granted. The firſt perſon examined was 
Thomas Vicar, aged 60 years, who depoſed, that about thirty 
years laſt paſt he was choſen prior of the canons, and conti- 
nued prior eleven years, and that he peaceably enjoyed a parcel 
of the foldcourſe belonging to the ſaid priory four years, which 
parcel begins at Barrow Croſs, and extendeth from thence by 
certain hills formerly erected for dools, as partition of the 
foldcourſe of the canons, and the feedings and furlongs of the 
inhabitants of Elveden, called Drymer Pit, which dools had 
continued time immemorial; that, after he had been prior four 
years, the inhabitants of Elveden made certain hills and dools 
within the ſaid parcel of foldcourſe, from the ſaid pit and croſs 
towards the north, and within the old dools two or three fur- 
longs, into a place called Deadman's Grave, whereby they would 
have encroached near 100 acres had they been ſuffered ; after 
7 which 
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which this deponent, by advice of council, cauſed the new 
hills to be caſt down and the old ones to be renewed. This 
deponent further ſaith, that the inhabitants of Elveden have 
lands between the ſaid croſs, and Drymer Pit and Deadman's 
Grave, but no foldcourſe there, only the tilling thereof, and 
taking the crop, without feed for either great or ſmall beaſts. 
Reynold prior, Burnham prior, and John Clark prior, all 
ſpeak to the ſame purpoſe relative to the foldcourſe. After 
that examination all the above limits and privileges were con- 
firmed by the chancellor of the Court of Augmentation to Sir 
Richard Fulmerſton, and to all others who ſhould after be 
owners or occupiers of the ſaid foldcourſe. 

27 Eliz. Feb. 9, Sir Edward Clere, who married Frances 
daughter and heir of Sir Richard Fulmerſton, examined ſeve- 
ral witneſſes relative to the canons demiſes. John Downing 
aged 63, upon examination ſays, 'That he knows the furlong 
in Elveden called Deadman's Lands, containing diverſe pieces, 
in the whole about twenty acres, ſituate thus, London road 
north, and the way leading from Thetford to Lackford, called 
Old London way ſouth, Thetford field eaſt, and the heath 
ground, being the canons plains towards Drymer Pit weſt. 
This land he has known ploughed diverſe years ſucceſſively, 
all which he thinks lieth in Elveden, becauſe he hath often 
ſeen the tithes carried to Elveden parſonage. The ſaid John 
alſo well knows St. Edmund's Croft and Barrow-hill Plains, 
and did know a croſs of wood ſtanding at the Mere's end, be- 
tween Elveden and Barnham, which divided the bounds ot 
Thetford, Elveden, and Barnham. Alſo that he knew 800 
ewes kept in Bottom Flock, before the ſuppreſſion of religious 
houſes, which they then called the Canons Ewe Flock, and 
that all the time between the diſſolution of the canons and 
C C | 3 monks, 
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monks, which was three or four years, as he remembers, the 
faid ewe flock was kept by the appointment of the canons, 
and by their ſhepherd. . 

John Garaham, aged 80 years, and Robert Cowper, aged 
60, ſpeak to the ſame purpoſe. Thoſe perſons and one Tho- 
mas Baker ſay, that they know a great mere called Port Mere, 
alſo Canons Mere, which beginneth at Skatchhowe in Elveden, 
at a place where a croſs ſtood, and ſo extendeth to. the late 
croſs which divides the lands of Thetford, Elveden, and 
Barnham, and that the foundation of the croſs would appear 
upon digging, and that the lands between both croſſes on the 
north of the mere towards Thetford were canons lands. Sir 
Edward Clere ſold it to Robert Camfield and others, in truſt 
for the earl of Arundel. 

15 May, 5 James I. Thomas earl of Arundel, Sir Edward 
Caryll of Herling, John Holland, and his other truſtees, by 
deed granted a rent charge for ever of 3ol. yearly for 3ool. 
out of the ſcite and demeſnes of the canons, to be void on the 
payment of the 3ool. 

6 James I. John Martyn and Wormly Martyn were farmers 
of the canons, and anſwered for 641. 1 38. 4d. to Sir Thomas 
Holland, knt. receiver-general. of Thomas earl of Arundel 
and Surry that year, and it has continued ever ſince in the 
Howard family, the honourable Philip Howard, of Bicken- 
ham, being owner 17 39. 

The figures of our Saviour upon the croſs, and fitting 
to judge the world at the laſt day, are carved upon an old 
free-ſtone, in the cuſtody of Thomas Martin 1765, twenty- 
two inches long, fourteen inches wide, and fix inches thick. 
It weighed. ſeven ſtone eight pounds, at fourteen pounds to 
the ſtone, and was found in the yard of Mr. Robert Dade, 

7 merchant, 
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merchant, in Thetford, as ſome workmen were altering a 
fink or channel running from his dwelling-houſe, which is 
about half a furlong from the priory houſe. 

William of WorceſterP gives the dimenſions of this church, 
in length ge gradus, breadth of the nave 15. The nave 
has been converted into a- barn. The welt front between 
the buttreſſes meaſures 23 feet; the weſt door 7 feet 4 inches; 
the weſt window is ſtopped up. The whole is built of flint 
and boulder. A ftone faſcia ranges round at about the 
middle; and at right angles is a ſtone building, ſerving as 
a hen houſe. At the ſouth-weſt corner is a ſtrong ſtone 
barn, with buttreſſes. At the eaſt end of the church is a 
heap of rubbiſh called Canons Hill, with a ſmall piece of 
flint work. The gate of the porter's lodge in the incloſure 


wall has a pointed arch at the lower part of two windows 
on each ſide. See the plate.

THE AUGUSTINE FRIARS, FRIARS HERMITS, Of 
MENDICANTS, 


HIS houſe, founded by John of Gaunt, duke of Lan- 

caſter, about 1387, 11 Richard II. was ſeated in Nor- 
folk near Thetford Caſtle Hill, at the entrance into the town, 
which fituation could not obſtruct the trade of the Friars

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Preachers, neither could their being ſeated in that place be 
any diſobedience to the king's command. Their noble 
founder gave them thirty-ſix acres of land in Thetford 
and Barnham, and the profit of the fair of St. John Baptiſt, 
value forty ſhillings. This houſe and all thereto belonging, 
was confirmed to the friars by Henry IV. and Henry V. and 
liberty was granted to enlarge the ſaid houſe and church, 
being found too contracted to anſwer the purpoſe intended by 
the founder. | 

1370, brother Robert de Berton was prior, and brother 
John Wanney was a friar here, who with John Hertfort were 
executors to the will of Sir Thomas Hertfort, knt. of Swan- 
ton, buried here 13704. | 

The following are all the benefactions that I can find to 
have been ſettled upon this ſociety : 

Thomas de Morle, and others, in the 13th of Richard II. 
gave them lands and tenements in Hengham, Aldby, Hocker- ' 
ing, Swanton, Folſham, and Buxton in Norfolk ; alſo one 
meſſuage and four acres of land. 

1 Henry V. two acres of land bordering on the road 
which leads from the church of St. Mary towards St. Marga- 
ret's chapel were given them, by whom I cannot find; at 
the ſame time there were lands in the ſouth field, and one 
tenement near Netherrow, which belonged to thoſe friars. 
The tenement in Thetford paid 1 2d. per annum to St. Mary's 


gild or college, and was annexed to this houſe by licence of 
Richard IIS.

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1407, they had another houſe between the ſtreet and 
ſcite of the monaſtery ; for immediately after, they obtained 
licence of the king to pull it down and enlarge the ſcite of 
the church and monaſtery, and then built a hernutage at the 
welt end of the church which faced the ſtreet, . where. they 
continually received alms. 

In 1411, Margery, formerly the wife of Sir John Tu- 
denham,. knt. was buried in the church of this monaſtery 
by the tomb of her daughter Elizabeth lady Hengrave, and 
gave by her will torty ſhillings. 

1412, they had licence to hold in mortmain a meſſuage, 
chapel, and hermitage in Thetford and Barnham, with a fair 
thereto belonging. This was St. John's chapel and hermi- 
tage; the fair is now diſuſed. 

1469, by indulgence dated at Thetford, brother Johr- 
Potch, prior of this houſe and prior of the order in England, 
admitted Thomas Hurton and Margaret his wite, to be full 
partakers of all the maſles and other devotions of the order 
in England, and the benefit of the uſual offices at their 
death. The ſeal of his office hung to it, but is now loſt,. 
and the deed neatly written and illumined 18 — at 
bottom Prior Potche®. 

1504, Robert Wyſet, of Berton by Mildenhall, gave them 
ten ſhillings to ſing for him at his death. 

1515, Robert Wyxle of Hildercle, was a benefactor. 

Feb. 1, 1526, Thomas Goddard of Hockham, gave 20d. for 
ſinging three maſſes for his ſoul, and one for Olyve his wife, 
at a place called Scali Celi, in the Friars Auitins at Thetford x.

I 526, Robert Wyſet de Berton gave ten ſhillings for one 
ſolemn dirge and maſs within ten days next after his deceaſe, 
as did 1531, William Keye of Garbodelſham, and others. 

1599, William Fyſchere, burgeſs, gave them a legacy. 

The friars had twelve acres of land in Barnham fields, 
which paffed to Sir Richard Fulmerſton and his heirs by let- 
ters, but were afterwards ſold by Sir Edward Clere and Ed- 
ward his ſon to Andrews of Barnham, and a fine leviedy. 

John Jolly farmed Friars-yard, with the dovehouſe and 
teinter- place of Sir Edward Clere, all at one pound and four- 
pence per annnm. At the diſſolution this houſe farmed Pitt's 
Mill of the abbey here 2. 

Nicholas Prat was prior at the diſſolution, and with Tho- 
mas Parmyter and Roger Shyrwood, ſigned the ſurrender 
Sept. 27, 1538, 30 Henry VIIIA. It has no ſeal, but 
the prior ſigns his name; this laſt being an unuſual circum-

It is unaccountable how Weever could ever ſuppoſe this 
houſe to be worth 3121. and upwards at the diſſolution. It 
was chiefly ſupported by begging, and one of the lateſt built 
monaſteries in the town, and had never more than fix brethren 
at a time. 1 

The foundations of the church are viſible in the Friars Cloſe 
by the market ſtreet, conſiſting of a nave, two tranſepts, and 
a choir. Whether the tower ſtood in the centre or at the 
weſt end 1s not certain. Mr, Blomefield in digging found 
not above two or three graves.

THE FREE CHAPEL, COLLEGE, OR GILD, DEDI- 
CATED TO THE BLESSED VIRGIN MARY, 


HIS religious houſe is ſeated in Baily End, and was 

founded by Sir Gilbert de Pykenham, ſen. ſo called 
from a town in Norfolk of that name, in the reign of king 
Edward I. After the chapel (for ſo I ſhall call it after Leland c) 
was erected, the fraternity ſoon grew numerous and opulent. 
15 Edward II. they purchaſed a meſſuage oppoſite to the 
hoſpital, called Domus Dei, at 81. 7s. 1d. and the old hall 
(which one Typhany Boon or Bond, and her ſon, held during 
the term of their lives) at 31. 28. 4d. Before that time their 
whole ſtock conſiſted in ſheep, malt, barley, &c. and ſuch 
legacies as were left them, and the fines they received from 
their new elected brethren. Their yearly accounts were 
uſually dated from the feaſt of the Nativity of the Virgin 
Mary, and on the Sunday after they held their grand anni- 
verſary entertainment. At firſt the brotherhood conſiſted of 
a maſter e, who was to celebrate or perform divine ſervice,

© She afterwards fell into penury, and was maimained by the college 
during life, with three-pence per week, and cloaths. 

His ſtipend from the beginning till 16 Edward II. was one mark; but in 
the 19th of the ſame reign, it was advanced to 31. 6s. 8d. and Sir Gilbert the 
chaplain had 11, 13s. 4d. per annum; 31. 6s. 8d. was paid till 13 Edward IH. but 
5 Henry V. it was augmented to 61.

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an aldermanf, who was to receive the profits of the 
houſe, and ſuch others as were admitted into the ſociety, 
though afterward the maſter had two chaplains to aſſiſt him. 
Each member paid on admiſſion one or more quarters of bar- 
ley, according to their abilities, and a fee in money, ſome- 
times 3s. 4d. 
1337, 11 Edward III. the annual revenue of this houſe 
was 261. 6s. viz. in rents from divers tenements in Thetford 
I 38. 6d. of which from Mr. Richard John le Goos's tenement, 
4d. and from that of Margaret de Stanfield 1d. and from 
Peter le Mytin's 2od. were given to keep the founder's anni- 
verſary, with a wax candle and a lamp burning continually in 
the chapel, probably before the image of the Virgin Mary, 
and three-pence allowed extraordinary on the anniverſary of 
the founder. For the ſupport of thoſe lights in general the 
rents of certain lands were allotted. There were beſides thoſe, 
other wax lights burning at maſs, and on particular occaſions. 
This college increaſed in affluence in a ſhort time, and 
became very eminent both on account of the benefactions 
which were ſettled upon it, and the number and quality of 
the members which compoſed the fraternity, of whom many 
reſided at a conſiderable diſtance from Thetford. 
20 Edward I. Roger Gervyes of Thetford, granted to 
Gilbert de Pykenham ſenior, who was chaplain, in confi- 
deration of 4s. two ſhops in Thetford. 
Roger, ſon of William de Wike, gave ſix pence yearly 
rent out of two meſſuages near the chapel. 
Alan Heſel gave in pure alms one ſhop in the market 
Place g.

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Roger de Bodney, Henry de Keninghall, chaplain, and 
Henry de Hopton, chaplain, granted to John Chateriz of 
Thetford, and Alice his wife, one meſſuage in Thetford for 
their lives and the ſurvivor of them ; and if Alice ſhould 
happen to ſurvive, then ſhe was to find a chaplain to perform 
divine ſervice during her lite, for the ſouls of John Chateriz 
and his anceſtors; and after the death of John and Alice, 
that meſſuage to remain to Sir Edmund de Goneville, and 
eight other truſtees, to find for ever two chaplains to per- 
form divine ſervice in the chapel of the Bleſſed Mary in Baily 
End, for the fouls of John and his anceſtors, of Alice and 
her anceſtors for ever. 

1307, the mayor and commonalty had licence of Richard 
II. to purchaſe lands in Aſhwicken, and ſettle them in mort- 
main, not exceeding Tol. per annum; and 1392, they were 
ſettled on the college, on the maſter's finding a chaplain in 
St. Bartholomew's chapel in the guildhall, ſerved by the fel- 
lows of the college. In 1497, they had another legacy to 
the ſame amount. | X 

16 Richard II. Reginald Fermour and others aliened to 
the maſter of the gild of St. Mary one meſſuage called 
Chapel-hall, another called Chateriz, and 26 acres of land 
in Thetford; one meſſuage, eight acres of land, and ten 
acres of paſture in Aſhwiken in Norfolk, with lands in Mil- 
denhall and Croxtonh. 

In the ſame reign there was a chantry founded in the 
chapel of St. Bartholomew, when that king granted a licence, 
in conſideration of two marks, to ſeveral gentlemen of Thet- 
ford, to give to the chaplain, Thomas Bele, 20 acres of land, 
two of meadow, and two of paſture in Thetford, for an ad-

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dition to his falary as chaplain belonging to that chantry and 
chapel i. 

This fraternity, 5 Henry V. admitted Margaret Camplion, 
a nun, afterward prioreſs, to be member of this ſociety ; and 
Thomas Hogg, chaplain, and John Crane of Ipſwich. John 
Auſtin, rector of Wangford, was buried in the chapel, and gave 
ten marks to adorn it with a portiphory, two board cloths, 
and two towels, for the little or low altar, and a coverlight for 
the little chapel, to be laid over his grave on his anniverſary, 
and 1 3s. 4d. 

They had a tenement in the Greſs-market, and about nine 
ſhops in Bailey-end, and three in Nethergate-ſtreet, beſides 
their college, new dovehouſe, and gildhall, which was 
built 1x Edward III. The yearly quit-rent for their ſhops 
to earl Warren was 18. 9d. and the miniſters ſalary 31. 6s. 8d. 
and 1 3s. paid by him annually 'to a poor woman. Among 
the admiſſions this year, were the following clergy of the 
town, William Hardyng, Thomas Buchard, chaplains, 
Richard de Synterton, brother Johu de Fordham, and Sir 
Reginald Purry, chaplains; and Edmund Caſtell was expelled 
at the ſame time ; the number of members was then 36. 

This houſe was found to be in the archdeanery of Norwich 
and deanery of Thetford, not taxed becauſe founded ſince 
the taxation,

John Gillot, chaplain, late rector of Weſt Wortham, bu- 
ried here, gave to the altar 3s. 4d. to repair it 6s. 8d. to each 
chaplain 12d. and ſmall 1. to the religious houſes in the 
town. 

1422, John Oliver of Weſt 'T oftys, buried in the yard, gave 
legacies to this gild, and that of Corpus Chriſti in Thetford, 

147 3, Peter Benne, chaplain, buried in the chapel, gave 
legacies to paint the Virgin Mary's tabernacle in it, and to St. 
Mary's gild belonging to it. 

1499, John Fyſhere,. burgeſs, gave a legacy. 

John Charr gave nine acres in Croxton, two by St. John's 
hoſpital, . and other barley rents. 

They paid annually ſmall rents for their ſhops, . houſes, and 
lands to the priors of Bromhill, and of the monks and canons 
here. 

1446, the mayor and commonalty obtained licence to ſettle 
ol. per annum more in mortmain, and after this the rents 
became ſo confiderable, that there were two chamberlains an- 
nually choſen by the fraternity, who received the rents, and 
paſſed their accounts before the mayor for the time being, 
and by an account paſſed 1541, the Auftin Friars. held a. 
tenement: of them at 12d. per annum rent. The gild had 
a cloſe and lands in Hocham, and one acre in the field there, 
held of that manor by rent of 4d. per annum, and lands and 
rents in Giflam, Ruſhmere, and adjoining towns in Suffolk, , 
making in all zogl.

21 Henry VI. the king granted licence to William earl of 
Suffolk, and Iſabell, who was married to William Galion, to 
aſſign and give to the mayor and commonalty of Thettord,,, 
and their ſucceſſors for ever, to procure two chaplains to per

form divine ſervice, for the ſouls of their benefactors and 
their heirs, in the chapel of the Bleſſed Mary in Baily-end, 
one meſſuage, and a garden containing one acre of land, with 
every thing thereto belonging in Thetford, 240 acres of land, 
Goo of paſture and heath, with liberty of four foldcourſes 
in Croxton in the county of Norfolk. But if the mayor and 
commonalty ſhould, after that licence was granted, fail in ful- 
filling the deſign of the benefactors, then it was lawful for 
the benefactors to apply the profits of thoſe lands, &c. to their 
own uſe, till they had received full ſatisfaction. This was 
ſigned by the king December 1k. By that licence it ap- 
pears, that the mayor and commonalty were no more than 
truſtees, under a ſtrong obligation to apply the profits of thoſe 
lands to religious purpoſes, without any mower: to convert 
them to their own ſecular advantage. | 

Ifabell Galion continued to be a great benefactreſs to this 
college, as appears by her will dated 1472. After ſhe had 
bequeathed her body to be buried in the entry leading into 
the choir of this chapel, ſhe bequeathed to the high altar a 
croſs of ſilver and gilt, two ſmall candleſticks of filver and 
gilt, two baſons of ſilver, two cruets of filver, and one holy- 
water ſtop with a filver handle, two books called Crowuchers, 
three veſtments of filk, one red, one blue, and one black, 
to the uſe of her huſband's and her prieſts; to the maſter of 
the chapel at her dirge 3s. 4d. to each of the prieſts being at 
her dirge 1s. 8d. alſo to the maſter and brethren towards or- 
namenting the chambers there ſhe ordered three celers, three 
teaſters, nine curtains, three coverlids, one quilt, one feather- 
bed, one pair of blankets, nine pair of ſheets, three cheſts,

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a long turned chair, one cuſhion, and the hanging in the 
parlour, with two bankers, ſix tapeſtry cuſhions, three blue 
bankers and cuſhions thereto, one table, one cupboard, one 
graven chair, a fire ſcreen, her beſt baſon and ewer, one 
table-cloth for her table in the parlour, one pair of diaper 
towels, one pair of plain cloth towels for the ſame table, two 
diaper table-cloths tor the high table in the hall, two pairs 
of diaper towels belonging thereto, and ſix ſilver ſpoons ; 
alſo ſhe willed that 600 mother ſheep and 400 hog ſheep in 
Croxton, ſhould remain in the hands of her executors till all 
her debts were paid, and her will in every article fulfilled ; 
then ſhe bequeathed the ſame wholly to the maſter of the 
chapel and to his ſucceſſors, to diſpoſe 208. yearly on year- 
tide of her huſband, viz. 10s. among the maſter, prieſts, 
and clerks of the chapel, and in bread, ale, and cheeſe at 
the dirge, and for wax and offerings; and the other 10s. 
among the poor of Thetford, at the diſcretion of the maſter 
and brethren, To the maſter 40s. yearly for ever to find a 
clerk to ſerve in the chapel; and to wait upon him. To dame 
Elizabeth Jacklin, of the nunnery, 6s. 8d. during her lite, 
and reſidue of the profit of the above ſheep to be applied in 
keeping the chapel in proper order. To Sir Piers Benne, and 
Sir Richard Roger, prieſts, their ſalaries, for their ſervice to 
her and her huſband, payable out of lands and leaſes in Crox- 
ton, for the term of their lives, on condition they be of good 
converſation, and have the maſter in due reverence ; and 
when any of them die, ſhe willed that Sir Robert Swayne, 
prieſt, ſucceed in the ſervice of her will; and that Sir Piers 
Benne, and Sir Richard Roger, ſay a trental for her ſoul the 
year next after her deceaſe, and to have 6s. 8d. each for their 
labours. Alfo that her tenement which ſhe purchaſed of John 
Sporle (after payment of her debts) be amortized to the ch a-

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pel, on condition, that whoſoever be maſter, ſhall have the 
uſe and profits thereof for his houſhold. Alſo that the ad- 
vowſon of Santon church be amortized and appropriated to 
the chapel. Alſo, that if John Shurry, her nephew, die 
without iſſue male, during the life of Harry Heydon, ſhe 
willed the ſaid Harry to pay 1ool. to the chapel, to purchaſe 
decent ſubſiſtence, and 401. to buy veſtments, ornaments, 
and jewels. The reſidue of her goods ſhe gave in alms to 
this chapel, and other deeds of mercy.. She made Sir Wil- 
ham Bunche, prieſt, her executor. 

Sir Thomas Tudenham, knt. John Heydon, and Iſabel 
Galion, by indenture demiſed to William Bunche, maſter, 
and the fellows of the chapel: of the Bleſſed Mary, one meſ- 
ſuage, and 120 acres and half of arable land, 1-54. acres of 
heath and paſture, with every thing thereto belonging in 
Bernham, and liberty of one foldcourſe in the fame village 
or pariſh. Alſo one meſſuage and three acres of land, called 
Waytelove's tenement; and 2s. yearly rent, to be received out 
of divers free tenements in the ſame pariſh, all which are 
called Ruſhbrokes. Alſo: four pieces of arable land in the 
fields there, computed at twelve acres, to hold to the maſter 
and brethren for. twenty years, Paying to the leſſors and. aſ- 
ſigns 40s. yearly. 

April 15, 34 Henry VI. the ſame parties ſold to the ſaid 
maſter the ſame premiſes, Which they had of the gift and 
feoffment of John Spileman and Robert Spilemanl. 

Margaret, relict and executrix of Alan de Kilverſton, mer- 
chant, in conſideration of two marks. gave to this chapel a 
ſhop in the market-place, . on condition of paying to Oſbert 
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de Mundford and his heirs 4d. vearly, and to carl Warren 
for Huſgable 24, | 

10 Henry VII. Thomas Higham, eſq. granted to the 
mayor and commonalty of Thetford, and their ſucceſſors, 
the advowſon of Santon church, on condition that upon every 
vacancy they preſent the maſter or keeper of St. Mary's cha- 
pel to that church, and that he receive the profits of it ac- 
cording to the laſt will of Iſabel Galion, deceaſed”. 

There happened 5 Charles I. a long ſuit in chancery con- 
cerning Santon advowſon, the preſentation to which was 
veſted in the mayor and commonalty as before mentioned. 
I ſhall give a ſhort account of that affair in this place: Sir 
Thomas Wodehouſe of Thetford, knt. and bart. Sir Drughe 
Drury, of Riddleſworth, in the county of Norfolk, bart. 
and Richard Gwyn, ſerjeant at law, recorder of Thetford, 
juſtices of the peace for the ſaid burgh, were choſen arbi- 
trators between Peter Sponer, gent. one of the burgeſſes, 
and John Tyrrel, gent. Francis Avenal, gent. and William 
Norwich, gent. and three other burgeſſes. 

Whereas the mayor, burgeſſes, and commonalty, April 
14, 1626, were ſeiſed of the perpetual preſentation to San- 
ton advowſon ; but the corporation ſtanding in need of a 
certain ſum of money, for the ſpeedy effecting divers good acts, 
the mayor and the reſt of the corporation, at a hall the 14th 
of April, agreed to convey over the next preſentation to John 
Tyrrel, -tor the ſum of forty pounds, but did not fully con- 
clude upon it. On the 25th of September, at another aſ- 
ſembly, the intended ſale was debated and fully agreed (ex- 
cept by Peter Sponer and William Miles) that the ſaid pre- 
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ſentation ſhould be ſold to the ſaid John Tyrrel for 4ol. and 
the writing was made, which Tyrrel accepted, and. payed 
the 401. to the mayor for the uſe of the corporation. But 
the ſaid Sponer, intending to breed diſturbance, in Eaſter term, 
at his own ſuit, cauſed a writ out of chancery to be ſerved 
upon Tyrrel,. the mayor and the other burgeſſes concerned, 
compelling them to appear in the ſaid court on a certain day, 
againſt which time he had exhibited a ſcandalous bill againſt 
them,. to which they gave in their anſwer. At laſt finding 
the matter hanging long in chancery, it was committed to. 
the abovenamed arbitrators ; whereupon, December 3, they 
deſired John Chapman, mayor, to aſſemble a hall, that they 
might examine the matter more fully, and thereby better in- 
form. themſelves what courſe to take, and to have it voted,. 
thereby to determine whether it was more- profitable that the 
ſaid John Tyrrel ſhould hold the preſentation, or that the 
corporation ſhould pay him his 40l. On the 5th of Decem- 
her it was agreed at an aſſembly then called, that it was beſt 
for Tyrrel to hold the preſentation ; then it was. determined 
further by the arbitrators, that Peter Sponer, at ſome aflembly, 
when required by the offended and injured party, ſhould pub 
licly confeſs that he hath without any juſt-cauſe oppreſſed and 
injured John Tyrrel, Francis Avenal, and William Norwich, 
and the reſt of the corporation, and that he and his counſel 
from that time ſhould lay aſide all farther proceeding; and 
that the mayor and others, the burgeſſes, ſhall take no ad- 
vantage by requiring coſts, but be ſatisfied with this award, 
and in lieu of charges accept. Sponer's ſubmiſſion. Laſtly, 
that the ſaid John Tyrrel may have the next preſentation. 
But to return to the more immediate ſubject of this chapter. 
6 Henry VII. William Bunche, clerk, granted to Richard 
Roger and Thomas Warde, chaplains, three pieces of arable 
land, 
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land, containing about thirty acres, which he had of Iſabel 
Galion, widow ;. and in the ſame year they were regranted. 
to him. 

15 Henry VIII. Thomas Hedge of Thetford, prieſt, Wil- 
ham. Attoner, and John Judy, burgeſſes, gave to Simon 
Baxter, mayor, and fellow of the gild of the blefled Mary, 
and to all. the fraternity, their ſucceſſors and aſſigns, a meſ- 
ſuage in Nether- ſtreet, to the uſe and profit of the chapel”. 

But this college being compoſed of ſuch great numbers of 
brethren, made it liable to many inconveniencies,. which at 
laſt iſſued in its total diſſolution. The mayor and burgeſles 
of Thetford were members of this ſociety, and had great 
power and influence over the poſſeſſions. The other monaſ- 
teries in the town were founded upon different principles, 
and the government of them in eccleſiaſtical perſons only. 
The mayor and burgeſſes had nothing to do with their pofſeſ-- 
fions, for they were ſubject to none, in any thing material, 
but to the king. Whereas this ſociety was a mixture of re- 
ligious and ſecular, and more power veſted in the latter than. 
the former; ſo that when the mayor and burgeſſes thought 
proper, they could make uſe of that power to incroach upon 
the rights and privileges of the religious, and ſubvert the in- 
tention of the foundation, as will appear from the ſequel. 

The town of Thetford had various reaſons to induce them 
to exert all the power they had, to obtain the privilege of 
being made a corporation; and the method they took was the 
following. They ſent the plate belonging to the chapel to 
London, that the money from thence iſſuing might be ap- 
plied. towards procuring a corporation; and as the original! 
account is in Engliſh, I ſhall give it. the reader verbatim P. 
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« Thes ben the receyfts recevyd at London by Jafferey 
Allen mayer of the burghe of Thettford, the 7“ day of the 
monythe of Novembyr, and 3o® yer of the reyng of kynge 
Henry 8d and alſo by John Savage of the ſame town, of one

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& As was ſaid before, the plate was ſold to the entent, that 
the mony theof comyng, ſchuld be dyſpendyd for the well 
and comodyte of the ſame towne yn porchaſſyng a corpora- 
tion, and to have the town hole yn fee-tarm of the kyng, 
and to exclewde all offyſſers, (the mayer only except) and 
farder, for that the inhabytans of the ſeid towne ſchuld be 
ſparyd yn the chargys of the ſeyd porchaſſyng the corporac- 
tion, and nat taxyd therto by pertycular ſummys. The ſeyd 
plate was ſolde by the adwyſe of Jaffery Alen mayer ther, 
Symond Baxter, and John Savage, chamberlyns, of the ſame 
town, wyth others commoners ther, and inhabytans of the 
ſame.” 

After the ſale of the plate, a bill was preſented to the- 
king, with a view to have his majeſty's permiffion to apply 
the money for that plate towards defraying the expences ſuſ- 
tained in obtaining the aſſiſtance of the king's counſellors. 

To which the king returned the following anſwer : 
„ Ryght welle bylovyd, we grett yow welle, and for as 
moche as we be credyblye informyd, that the chappelle nere 
into the pryſon yn that owr towne of Thettforde, ys now at 
that poynt and condysſhon, that nowther it ys orderryd to the. 
honore of God, nor proffyghte to owr common welthe.. And. 
fardyr more, yow neyther havynge owr law to bere the ſame, 
nor yet permytted by us to do. the fame, yow hav now of 
late entrewded: uppon owr entereſt ther; and alſo now of late 
have ſolde as welle the londs and howſys, as alſo the goodys: 
and cattallys, late bylongyng to the ſame chappelle, beyng 
owrs. Wherffor we: wel and command. yow,. and. farther- 
uppon yowr alegens charge yow, that yow nat only dylyver 
poſſeſchon of the ſame,. wyth al the dedys, wrytyngs, and: 
menyments conſernyng the ſame, and everye parte ther unto: 
delongyng; but al ſuche goodys and cattallys, wyth other 
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commodytes, and proffyghts as late wer pertaynynge to the | 
ſame, unto the handys of owr truſty and welle belovyd..... 
and he to enjoy the ſame, ſpeflyallye, as of owr graunt. 
And thys as vow tendyr owr pleſur. 

- On the roth of December following, Mr. Yelverton came 
to Thetford, to declare to the town, how he had moved the 
counſel of the dutchy, by ſupplication, to incorporate the 
ſame, and to exclude” all officers, except the mayor. The 
whole written as follows, “ Mr. Yelverton ſeyd, the cown- 
{elle was welle contente we ſchuld proſede, and gave ſuch 
wordys of cowmffortte, that yt ſemyd lyke that yt myght be 
obteynyd, yt we wold, and myght be abyll to do the ſame. 
And for the neceſſary chargys yn the lernyd cownſell to be 
hadde, wyth other chargys to lern the proſedyngs heryn, 
we hadde ſold the ſeid plate by indentur; than by the ſeid 
town that plate was eſtemyd not to be ſuffysſhent to obteyn 
the ſeid corporation; ded of owyr owne good wyllys, conſent 
and agree that Jaffery Alen mayer, Symon Baxter and John 
Savage, chambyrlens, ſchuld ſelle ſuch a parcelle of lond as 
ſchuld ſeme to them mete, for to accomplysſhe the ſeid 
charge ; as by indenture than and ther made, between the 
ſeid Jaffery, Symon and John on the oon parte, and the ſeyd 
commonable of the town on thother parte.

The following is the copy of a letter from the lord privy ſeal. 

« After my ryght harty commendachons, wheras yt bath 
ben reportyd unto me by ſeche perſonys, as wold hav ſchewyd 
the ſame unto the kyngs heyghtnes, and to the reſt of hys 
moſt honorabyll cownſell ; that ye menyng deceyfte, frawde

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bylongyng to a chappell ther, wheroff one John Clerk preſt 
ys maſtyr. And that nat only ye apley and convert a grett 
parte theroff to yowr own propyr and perteculer uſes, but 
alſo that ye have takyn the plate theroff ynto yowr handys, 
and be mynded as yt ys thowte, ſchortly to take away the 
ſchepe and othyr cattalle and ſtore of the grownde theroff to 
yowr lyke uſes. And to lette the ſeyd maſtyr and too preſts 
of the ſame to have a very bare levyng only at yowr handys 
and dyſtrybuchon, agenſt the ryght of the fundachon of that 
chappelle, and otherwys than yt hath ben accuſtomyd yn

yt may be at all tymys forth commyng yf yow ſchall be callyd 
upon for yt; and that all the ſchepe, cattall, and ſtore doe 
remayn onſold uppon the grownde, as yt hathe ben uſed 
hertoffore ; and lyke as truſtyn g to yowr honeſt conffor mytes, 
I have ſtayd the matter yn my handys, untill I have further 
knowlege and advertyſment therof, and purpoſe to help yowr 
good ryght and tytyl therto accordyng to juſtice. So yf I 
thuld nat fynd yow conformabyll to reſon, ye wuld geve me 
caws to thynk my kyndnes evyl byſtowyd. And alſo that 
vowr ryght and tytyl be but ſlendyr; and ſo proſede ther- 
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uppon for redreſs accordyngly. Thus fare ye ryght hartyly 
welle. From yowr lovyng frend,

& For twenty ſix days the mayer and John Savage wayted 
on my lord prevyſele, and made owr anſwer, that we had 
ſold the plate for 541. 15s. 5d. ob. uppon the conſederachon 
afforſeyd, and a foldcourſe yn Croxton to John Crofts, gent. 
for 2241. wherof we receyvyd yn party payment, at the bargen 
makyng 241. in the whych bargen we except the aſſent of 
owr neybors. And that the kynge's lyſens to be hadde, hys 
graſe, lawe, nor cownſell thereyn offendyd, that nat had, the 
bargen voyde; and yf yt myght paſſe, the lyſens obteynd, 
than that ſeyd foldcourſe ys ſold by us, the mony therof com- 
myng to be imploy'd to fuche eus as yn the confederactions 
here after followyng doth apere. 

«© The conſederactions ſchewyd and declaryd for the pre- 
ferryng of the ſame, unto the ryght honorabylt Sir Thomas 
Crowmewell, lord prevyſele, vycegerent unto the kynge's 
heygthenes, by Jafferey Alen mayer ther, Symond Baxter, 
and John Savage, chambyrlens of the ſame. 

« In tyme owt of mynd yn the ſeyd burgh have ben 
dyvers offyſers, havying ther mynyſtraction of offyce. As 
a mayer, the ſcheryfe of the ſcheyer, crowner, a bayle of 
the ffranchefle, the kynge's bayle of hys rent of affyſe, the

% Secundaryly, The ſeyd town hathe yn fferme ffor terme 
of yerys by indentor of the kynge's heythones, the tolle of hys 
brygge yn Thettfforde, Brundon, Honyngton, and Ewſton, 
yeldyng and payeng therffor by yer to hys graſe 81. 6s. 8d. 
whyche ys levyd and takyn wythyn the bowndys of the towne - 
ſchypps aforſeyd, of every cart ladyn 1d. of every pakke ob. 
of a Mare 3 2d. of every ſkore bullokys and coltys 4d. 
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that comythe thether or paſſythe therthorrow yn any of the 
ſeyd townys to be ſolde by forſe of takyng the ſeyd tolle 
wythyn the towne of Thettfford, The ſeyd towne hathe nat 
only ſoſteynyd grette exclamachon, as to be callyd a 
pelyng, bryburly, and a pollyng town, as yn levyng the ſame;

« Thurdly, For as moche as the ſeyd towne hath ever 
ben grettly mayntaynyd, relevyd, and preſervyd by the re- 
ſort and trade of pylgremys ther paſſyng thorrowe, a goodly 
numbyr of peopyll ther inhabytyng hathe ben welle preſervyd 
wyth a ſuffyſchent levyng by them, a grette nombyr of fayer 
howſys yn the ſeyd towne welle beuylded and upholdyn, 
whych trade and reſort of pylgremage ys yn every honeſte 
mans hart; but nowe abhorryd, exeſepulſyd and ſette apart 
for ever, wherby a grett nombyr of peopyll ther inhabytyng, 
be 
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be idyllyd, and lyke to be browght ynto extreme beggarye, 
exſepte ſomie good provyſſchon and remadye be ſchortly de- 
vyſyd and provydyd; yn conſederachon wherof yt ys thowghte 
mete that ther ſchuld be remaynyng, to contenew for ever, 
a ſuffyſſchent ſom of mony yn the handys of two chamby- 
lens, to the entent that by perteculer ſommys, yt ſchall and 
may be lent uppon a ſuffyfichent aſſewrance for the repay- 
ment, and no avantage or gayne by the feyd chambyrlens, 
or lenders in the forberyng therof to be takyn : and that to be 
deftrebutyd yn lendyng to the honeſte dwellyrs ther, as to 
clothemakers, mercers, drappyrs, tannyrs, vetelyrs, and 
othyr neſſery dwellyrs ther, as ſchalle be thowte moſt avayl- 
able and expedyent, that the ſeyd oqupyers may the better 
therby be enabyllyd to ſette a worke all the ſeyd idyll peopyll, 
and to expuls idylnes, and be a mene to contenue them yn 
honeſt and queyett levyng, wyche as we eſteme yt, ys a very 
ſemyng way to preſerve the pore peopyll, and to avoyd all 
ynconvenyens, that from ydylnes may enſew, and to bryng 
the ſeyd town to honeſt name and report, whych ſchall be 
ther preſervachon for ever. 

Upon finding many difficulties ariſing to prevent their ob- 
taining a corporation, on the ſixth of May John Savage rode 
to London to make anſwer to the king's counſel of his dutchy 
of Lancaſter; that the town of Thetford would no farther 
proceed in having of à corporation, for the following reaſons, 
Viz. «© Wher the late howſis of the channons and nonnys 
Payed to the kyng 19s.

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wherby the duchy ys enhanſyd by yer 52s. and 1d. and ex- 
cepte the town wold bynd themſelvys by ther charter to do 
and pay the ſame, the cownſelle wold nat make us graunt 
of owr dyſyer, whych payment we wold nat bynd the town 
to, for dowte of a contrary agrement betwen the ſeyd cowrtys 
herafter ; and alſo a gretter dowghte for the payment of 281. 
6s. 8d. by yer of fee ferme payd at thys preſent day owte of 
the hows of monkys; and yf yt ſchuld  happyn that to be 
ſuppreſſyd at any tyme herafter, and the towne bownde by 
the charter to pay the ſame; and the kynge's offyſers of hys 
ſeyd agmentachon cowrt nat wyllyng that to allow, the town 
bownd by the ſeyd charter for the hole fee ferme, yt myght 
bryng the ſeyd town to an importenaunt ſewte for the al- 
lowans therof, or ellys ther otter ondoyng : for thes two 
dowtys and other neſſaſſary, we wol no farder proſede, as the 
ſeyd John Savage at thys jorney makythe hys anſwer to the 
ſ:yd -ownſell. 121 
ee ln the forſeyd jorney the ſeid John Savage recevyd the 
copy of the clere valew of the ſeyd town of Thettford of 
eleven yerys, compylyd together by Mr. Hennage, awdytor 
to the kynge's heythenes for hys duchy yn theſe partys as 
Hherafter followyth: Rent of aſſize gl. 13s. 10d. ob. New 
rent 35. Toll of Salford bridge in Norfolk, of Heaſeon bridge, 
and Honiton in Suffolk. The toll of the fair and market in 
Thetford, granted to the mayor and commonalty of that town, 
and to their ſucceflors, value yearly 7l. Dominion land let 
to the prior and convent of monks in Thetford, and their ſuc- 
ceſſors for ever, 281. 6s. 8d. Court perquiſites yearly 481. 8d. 
The toll of the bridge of Brandon terry yearly 26s. 8d. In 
all 491.

During the reign of Henry VIII. this chapel continued 
unſuppreſſed, though a great part of its poſſeſſions was ſold 
| & in 
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in order to defray the expences attending the applications 
made towards obtaining a corporation, and I find that tboſe 
expences amounted to the ſum of 191. os. 4d. | 
September 18, 34 Henry VIII. the following agreement 
was made between Thomas Deye, gent. mayor of Thetford, 
and John Clerk, prieſt, maſter of the chapel, concerning 
providing 1000 ſheep, viz. That the maſter leave in the 
mayor's hands 51. of his ſtipend due at Michaelmas next, 
to buy 100 ſtore lambs at Midſummer; alſo, that yearly 


after that Midſummer, during nine years ſucceſſively, the 


mayor ſhall retain the ſtipend of the maſter for Chriſtmas, 
Lady day, and Midſummer quarters, 33s. 4d.. each quarter, 


which amount to 51. to buy yearly at Midſummer 1 00. ſtore.

Alſo, the mayor ſhall have to farm the ſaid cattle at 20s. 


the 100 yearly, and at the end of nine years to deliver to. 


the maſter or his ſucceſſor as many as he received. 


After the ſheep be provided to the number of 1000, the 


mayor ſhall pay to the maſter 61: 14s. 4d. yearly for his ſti- 
pend, by quarterly payments. 

Alſo, if the chapel ſhall be ſuppreſſed, ſurrendered, or 
otherwiſe diflolved within the nine years, the ſheep ſo pro- 
vided ſhall remain to the ſaid John Clerk and his aſſigns. 


Alſo, if the ſaid maſter do not provide at Midſummer 
next, and ſo every year during the nine years 100 ſheep, till 


the 1000 be provided, nevertheleſs the mayor to pay unto 
the maſter the yearly farm after 208. the 100, and at the end 
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q of nine years, to deliver the number of 1000 ſheep to the 
maſter or his ſucceſſor. 

Sir Richard Fulmerſton, who had 3 to himſelf 
large poſſeſſions which once belonged to religious houſes, 
32 Henry VIII. purchaſed of Henry earl .of Surry, all his 
intereſt and term of years in the lands and foldcourſes in 
Croxton, called Chapel Lands, which he had to farm of the 
mayor and commonalty of 'Thetford. 

s Edward VI. the mayor and commonalty releaſed to 
Sir Richard Fulmerſton, and his heirs, all their right to find 
chaplains, or otherwiſe, in 240 acres of land, 600 of paſ- 
ture and bruery, with liberty of four foldcourſes in Croxton, 
late the property of William Galion. | 

The ſame king, by letters patent, granted to Sir Richard 
Fulmerſton all meſſuages, lands, tenements, &c. late in 
the tenure of Henry earl of Surry, attainted of high treaſon 
in Croxton, which belonged to the chapel of the bleſſed Mary, 
excepting all bells and lead coverings of that chapel, to hold 
as of the king's dutchy of Lancaſter, by fealty only in free 
ſocage and not in capite ; but in Croxton, of the king in ca- 
pite by the ſervice of the fortieth part of a knight's fee. 

Nov. 5, 1 and 2 Philip and Mary, Sir Richard Fulmerſton 
bought of Robert Wright of London, poulterer, all his right 
in a barn and ſtable, and certain pightles belonging to the 
ſame, being parcel of the chapel poſſeſſions. 

At the ſuppreſſion of this chapel, Weever and Speed 
ſay that its revenues amounted yearly to 1091. 7s. but Dr. 
Tanner, p. 370, ſays only 51. gs. 7d. which he reconciles 
with the other by ſuppoſing it was written in the MS. 1098. 
7d. He had ſeen in the biſhop's regiſter at Norwich, an- 
other valuation of it at 171. 6s. 8d. viz. the maſter's portion at 
61. 1 38. 4d. and the two chaplains at 51. 6s. 8d. each. 

7 It 
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It was reſigned into king Edward's hands 1547, by John 
Gunnel, the laſt maſter, who had a penſion of 51. per an- 
num for life, paid in 1555, and not afterward that I can find. 
The chapel and college were entirely demoliſhed, and the 
{cite of the college and chapel yard, and 80 acres of arable 
and / paſture, with all meſſuages, &c. in Thetford and Crox- 
ton, were given 1548 to the duke of Norfolk, who forfeited 
them to the crown. They were ſoon after granted to Sir 
Richard Fulmerſton and his heirs, who laid the land to Maiſon 
Dieu foldcourſe, and ſold the ſcite, &c. to Nicholas Wood. 

7 James I. 1608, it was granted to Maurice Francis, eſq. 
and Francis Philips, gent. to hold of the king in free ſocage 
by. fealty only, from which time it has continued private pro- 
perty, belonging 17 37 to the ſon and heir of Robert Pierſon. 
It ſtands near the river } DERLNG the common gaol, and has no 
ruins of any account. 

The other revenues in Aſhwioken, Giſlam, Ruſhmere, 
8&c. were granted 29 Elizabeth, to Edward Wenn gent. 
and heirs, at the yearly rent of 3s. 4d. 

In the firſt-year of Edward VI. the commiſſioners for chapel 
lands alledged that theſe lands belonged to the chapel of 
the bleſſed Mary, which appears to be a miſtake; for 35 
Henry VI. Richard Cockerell, mayor, being ſeiſed thereof 
in fee, conveyed them to Ralph Pilkinton and Mary his wife, 
and they conveyed the ſame to William Howberry. Atter the 
death of Pilkinton and his wife, John their ſon conveyed 
them to John fen rn of the n and to Joon 
Palmer, in fee. | 

20 Henry Vn. Richard Oſely, by writ of entry ſur difſeſin 
in le poſt, recovered thoſe lands and tenements by the name 
of one meſſuage, two hundred acres of land, ten of meadow, | 

ſixty of paſture, ſeven of wood, and 20s. rent, in Giflam, 
| G g Barnabe, 
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Barnabe, Kenſted, and Rufmere, againſt Palmer, joint feof- 
fee with Smithurft. In the ſame year Oſely conveyed the ſaid 
premiſes to Smithurſt and other feoffees in fee. 

After that, Smithurſt by his will; dated January 28, 505, 
gave the premiſes to be ſold by his execators, and made his 
brother Robert Smithurſt and James Carter, executors, and 
died. Afterward Robert Smithurſt and other feoffees con- 
veyed the ſame lands to Robert Love, mayor, John' Heydon, 
arid other feoffees in fee, without exprefling any ufe ; but 
undoubtedly the executors had a valuable confideration. And 
it appears by the accounts' of the mayor and chamberlains, 
that the revenues of thoſe lands were always laid out in charit- 
able uſes of the town, and never were parcel of the chapel 
lands as alledged by the commiffioners. 

It appears by an indenture made between James I. and John 
Baſingthwayte, under the ſeal of the dutchy of Lancaſter, that 
the following lands and tenements belonged to the chapel of 
the bleſſed Mary : twenty-five acres and a half in Thetford 
north field, and a tenement called Spoiles, one acre of marſn 
and two tenements, one of them occupied, a parcel of waſte 
land, another tenement with à garden unoccupied, and a 
parcel of land called Bridgwong, containing eighteen acres, 
one acre called Le Pit near the Monks Green, alfo one mef- 
ſuage with ſeven acres of arable land; all which premiſes be- 
longed to the chapel, and in confideration of 1 fl. 1 88. 8d. 
paid to the feceiver- general of the dutchy of Lancaſter as a 
fine, the faid John Baſingthwayte was to enjoy the ſame, 
paying yearly 21. 7s. 4d. Cullin's tenement in Heathenman 
ſtreet; arid another with a garden, were ſold to Edward Moor 
of Thetfbxd for 20l. alt which belonged to the chapel. Alſo 
twenty acres of arable land in Northfield; and twenty-two

THE SCHOOL AND HOSPITAL, 


HAT there was a ſchool in this town very early ap- 
pears from the following collations to it by the biſhop, 
in whoſe gift it was:

From that time till the middle of the next century we meet 
with no more collations, ſo that it probably ſunk at the, diſ- 
ſolution. |

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Ax I 5 66; Sir Richard Fulmerſton made his will, and among 
- otter capitis, willed to have a - preacher found for ever, 
to preach the word of God within the pariſh church of St. 
Mary four times in the year, and to have for his labour or 
for every ſermon 10s. Alſo that his executors erect a free 
grammar ſchool within ſeven years next after his deceaſe (if 
he ſhould not live to do it himſelf) upon two pieces of ground 
called Trinity Church Yard-and Black Friars Yard. Alſo a 
dwelling for a ſchool-maſter and uſher. Alſo an habitation 
for four poor people, whereof two to be men and two to be 
women. Towards the maintenance of the preacher, ſchool- 
maſter, uſher, and four poor people, he ſettled certain 
lands and tenements in Croxton, value yearly 351. and ap- 
pointed Thomas then duke of Norfolk, Oſbert Moundford, 
John Bleverhaſſet, eſqrs. and Edward Peacock, gent. his ex- 
© ecutors, and Sir Thomas Cornwallys, knt. and Walter * 
don, eſq. ſuperviſors, and ſoon after died. 1 
After his deceaſe there was only a ſchool-houſe built upon 
one corner of the Black Friars Vard, with one chamber for 
the ſchool-maſter, and none for the uſher and preacher, nor 
any habitation for the poor. For twenty years next after 
building of the ſchool-houſe, there were paid to the ſchool- 
maſter twenty marks yearly, to the uſher 51. to the Preacher 
40s. and to the four poor people 12d. each weekly. Each 
of the poor people was to have a ruſſet gown' of the va- 
lue of 10s. every year for ever. But that excellent inſtitu- 
tion met with the ſame fate with other donations of a ſimilar 
nature ; for after the death of the teſtator, ſeveral years elapſed 
before matters could be properly ſettled. - The town and cor- 
poration objected, that the teſtator's heirs had fold the ſchool- 
| houſe and friars yard, and let to farm the. houſes and chamber 
of the maſter and uſher for many years to come, and there- 
fore 
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fore they ought not to be governors; and that the will and 
letters patent laid the government upon the town, and not 
on the heirs or executors of the teſtator; and that the heir 
had employed the profits of the ſchool and poor to his own 
uſe: alſo that the executors had converted 400l. to their 
own profit, and ſought to diſpoſleſs the ſchool and poor, and 
to eſtabliſh the inheritance upon themſelves and heirs. The 
following are the. reaſons which ſhew that the magiſtrates of 
the town ought to be the governors of the ſchool and hoſpital; 

that they had expended 100l. to eſtabliſh the lands to their 
right uſe; that the ſame lands were once the poſſeſſions 
of the town, being chapel lands; and laitly, that they were 
the moſt likely to be faithful in the government thereof. 
That an affair of ſo much conſequence might be. placed 
upon the moſt durable foundation, the townſmen .petitioned 
king James I. that it might be enacted, and it was enacted by 
authority of parliament, that from thenceforth there ſhould 
be for ever a preacher, a free grammar ſchool, and an hoſ- 
pital, the preacher to preach once every week at leaſt in St. 
Mary's church, and at four ſeveral times in every year make 
mention of the founder in his ſermon, and give God thanks 
for his charitable foundation. And that the preacher, ſch ool- 
maſter, uſher, and poor people, ſhould be a body politic i in 
name and deed; that the preacher ſhould be the maſter 
both of the ſchool and hoſpital; and that the ſchoolmaſter, 
uſher, and poor people, ſhould, be fellows : and that the 
{aid body politic ſhould be called and known by the name 
of maſter and fellows of the ſchool and hoſpital of Thetford, 

founded by king James, according to the laſt will of Sir Richard 
Fulmerſton, knt. and by that name ſhall for ever deviſe, ; let,

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Thomas Atkinſon, A. M. ſhall be the ſirſt preacher and maſter 
of the ſchool and hoſpital, William Jenkinſon firſt ſchool- 
maſter, and Robert Brown fiyſt uſher; Robert Mullis, Tho- 
mas Pantell, Elizabeth Hillary, and Elizabeth Moor, widow, 
to be the firſt poor people of the ſaid hoſpital; and that the 
"maſter ant fellows ſhould have a common ſeal with the arms 
of Sir Richard engraved thereon; and that the mayor, bur- 
geſſes, and commonalty fhall befor ever governors and over- 
ſeers of the maſter and fellows, and fhall have the placing 
and difplacing of them as cauſe!fhall require. In purſuance 
of this act, the maſter, ' uſher, and poor had houſes built 
for them. The maſter and uſher's' houſes are contiguous, and 
ſtand almoſt oppoſite the ſchool; the preacher's houſe is joined 
to the north end of the ſchool, and ſtands upon the ruins of 
Trinity church. 
The ſchool at firſt flouriſhed greatly, and-was: noted for the 
number of gentlemens ſons educated in it, and in that ſtate 
it continued for a long time; but for many years paſt bas 
been in a declining — without any probability of its 
recovering its former eminence. It is commodioufly -teated, 
in a pure aiid pleaſant air, and is a ſtrong plain ſtructure, in 
all reſpects calculated to deſerve more public attention. 
Auguſt 16, 9 Jac. I. the mayor, burgeſſes, and com- 
monalty, with the mafter and fellows of the ſchool and hoſ- 
pital, leaſed the farm aid lands in Croxton to Burrage Martin 
and Robert Martin, for . yrs; at 11 POPs yearly 
rent. 
February 22, 12 Jac. I. an indenture as made between the 
maſter and fellows of the ſchool and hoſpital of the one part, 
'and the mayor, burgeſſes, and commonalty of the other part, 
ſignifying that the mayor ſhould receive the rents and profits 
of certain lands mentioned in the act, for three years, to- 
. wards 
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wards building and repairing the ſchool-houſe, and that the 


rents were not ſufficient to finiſh the buildings, and that the 
mayor Had laid out 2zool. more than the profits taken in three 
years; and that the maſter and fellows, with: the conſent of 
the mayor, had leaſed to Burrage Martin and Robert Martin, 
the lands belonging to the ſchool, ſituate and being in Crox- 
ton, for twenty-one years, at 1171. yearly rent; alſo that the 
maſter and fellows, in confideration of the ſaid 2001. already 
diſburſed, did aſſign over to the mayor, &c. the ſum of 
181. 148. 6d. yearly, to be received out of the ſaid rent of 
1171. from Michaelmas then laſt for the remainder of the 
term of twenty-one years, being then ſeventeen t. In the 
reign of James I. (as hath been mentioned before) a bill was 
exhibited in parliament for the. erection of a free grammar 
ſchool, and the maintenance of a preacher, &c. When Sir 
Richard Fulmerſton gave the lands, their annual value was 


351. yearly, which was paid according to the will of the teſ- 
tator 3 but ſome time afterward the yearly value of the ſame 


land increaſed to 1o0T. Upon that aroſe a query, firſt, whe- 
ther the preacher, ſchoolmaſter, uſher, and poor, ſhould. 
have only the certain ſums appointed or ſpecified by the 


founder; or the increaſe of the revenue and profit of 


thoſe lands ſhould be employed to augment the ſtipend 
of the maſter, preacher, uſher, and poor? and if any. over- 
plus remained, in what manner it ſhould be employed? It 
was reſolved and agreed by both parties, to apply to coun- 
cil for advice, and the cafe was laid before two chief 
Juſtices, and juſtice 'Walmfkey. They gave it as. their opi- 
mon, that as the tkands in Croxton were deviſed by Sir 
Richard. Fulmerſtom to his executors for works of piety and 
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charity 
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charity as before mentioned, the advanced, value of thoſe 
lands ſhould be diſpoſed of according to the intention of the 
founder, and that nothing ſhould be converted to the private 
uſes of the heirs and executors. That reſolution is founded 
on evident and apparent reaſon; for if the lands had decreaſ- 
ed in value, who ſhould. ſuffer but the preacher, ſchool- 
maſter, 'uſher, and poor people ? By parity of reaſon, if the 
value of the land increaſed, they only muſt reap the advan- | 
tage. The juſtices, add, that whoſoever. taketh away the 
bread of the poor, taketh away his life, and therefore 1s blood- 
guilty. 

The bill. paſſed i in both houſes of ant. and Was con- 
firmed by the king. And it was enacted, that the will of 
the donor ſhould in all things prevail, be. eilen. and for 
ever remain. *

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N the time of the Confeſſor, the burgeſſes of Thetford 
were very numerous, as hath been already ſhewn from 
Doomſday ; but in the time of the Conqueror the number 
was conſiderably reduced, and the town was n by a 
præpoſitus and other inferior officers. 
It continued under that regulation until the reign of Richard : 
I. when the office of prepoſitus ceaſed, and the town was go- 
verned by a bailiff, coroner, and mayor. , The bailiff was 
nominated and appointed by the king, and was ſuperior to 
the other officers; he had the keeping of the gaol com- 
mitted to his charge, and preſided over the king's courts ; 
his office was held during life. The coroner alſo was ſupe- 
rior to the mayor, and was nominated by the king; but John 
of Gaunt, duke of Lancaſter, and lord of Thetford, made an 
alteration, and transferred the ſuperior power to the mayor. 
The nomination of the coroner ſtill remained in the lord of 
the manor. = | 
In the reign of Edward I. the mayor and commonalty had 
licence to purchaſe lands and tenements to the yearly value 
of Tol. to remain to them and their ſucceſſors for ever, not- 
withſtanding the ſtatute of mortmain, which they looked 
upon as a very valuable privilege, as- appears from their men- 
7 tioning 
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tioning it in their petition to Philip and Mary among other 
articles. 

I do not find any thing material which happened to this 
burgh till the reign of Henry VII. when the mayor had an- 
other pnvilege granted to him, that for the future none 
ſhould ſerve the office of coroner but one who had been 
mayor, and from that period no ſtranger was permitted to 
fill that department in the burgh, as it often happened in 
preceding times. Another privilege which the burgh ob- 
tained was, that a ſword was permitted to be carried after the 
mayor whenever he went on public buſineſs, while at the 
fame time it ſhewed his inferiority to the bailiff of the king. 

The mayor was {worn into his office by the under ſteward 
of the dutchy of Lancaſter, as appears from a letter ſent by 
William Brygges, gent. to Mr. Lumnour under ſteward of 
the dutchy in 1470. Mr. Brygges ſolicited the attendance of 
Mr. Lumnour in Thetford, that he might receive his oath, 
and give him the uſual charge on his being admitted into the 
office of mayor. (See his letter in the appendix.) | 

The time of performing that ceremony was at the lete 
held before the feaſt of the tranſlation of St. Thomas the 
martyr, after which the mayor always rode to Bromhill fair, 
to receive the toll, ſtallage, and picage of the fair. It was 
alſo the duty of the mayor to fit in every court in the year, 
as well in the market courts as in the general courts. In the 
reign of Edward III. there was a diſpute between the prior and 
canons of Bromhill, and the mayor, burgeſſes, and mer- 
chants of Thetford, relative to the toll, ſtallage, and picage 
of Bromhill fair. The iſſue of the debate was, that the mayor, 
&c. ſhould pay to the prior 18d. yearly out of the profits of 
that fair, and in caſe of neglect, the prior had power to in- 
demnify himſelf. The agreement was ſealed by the different 
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parties with their common ſeals. It doth not appear that 
the mayor had any more Power W to Am during the 
reign of Henry VII. 

June 12, 24 Henry VIII. the — 5 at the e of the 
mayor and burgeſſes, granted, that from thenceforth the 
ſword and two maces ſhould be carried before the mayor; 
and as there were but eight burgeſſes, the king by letters pa- 
tent augmented their number to. ten. Thoſe were all the 
advantages which the town obtained by petitioning that king, 
though the mayor and burgefles had. ſupplicated in the moſt 
humble manner to have all the diforders removed, which 
were occaſioned by the different officers appointed by govern- 
ment, and to have themſelves formed into a free paar . 
(See appendix.). _ 

During the reign of Edward VI. this. town continued in 
the ſame ſtate, without any addition: to its privileges. That 
king graciouſly confirmed by letters patent all their former. 
privileges, but ſtill. left them to lament the ſame inconve- 
niencies, of which they had. complained to the _ his 
father. (See appendix.) 

The misfortunes of this town, for want of being de 
free burgh, gradually increaſed, ſo that in the at 
Mary, they were under the moſt urgent neceſſity to implore: 
the interpoſition of the queen in their behalf, complaining; 
that the moſt heinous traitor, Sir John Gates, chancellor of. 
the dutchy of Lancaſter, had by violence taken from them: 
their lands and tenements, by reaſon whereof they had been:

troubled 
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troubled with long ſuits, and brought to great yy and al- 
moſt ruin. 

They prayed for juſtice and releaſe from the hands of vio-- 
lence and oppreſſion ; but notwithſtanding their pathetic ad- 
_ dreſs, I do not find they obtained any relief from that queen, 
but were left in the ſame ſtate of difficulty and hardſhips 
which they had laboured under for a long time, till queen 
Elizabeth graciouſly attended to their complaints, and „ ee | 
them the long-withed-for charter. 

I ſhall inſert a tranſlation of the preamble at large, becauſe 
it contains an affecting deſcription of the ſtate of this once 
flouriſhing town, and perhaps the moſt ancient in Britain of 
which we have any certain account. 

Elizabeth by the grace of God, of England, France, and 
Ireland,. queen defender of the faith, &c. to all whom theſe 
preſent letters ſhall come, greeting. Whereas the town or 
borough of Thettord, in the counties of Norfolk and Suffolk, 
is and hath. been an ancient town or borough, and from 
time immemorial is and hath been accuſtomed to have 
two burgeſſes of the ſaid borough in every parliament” 
holden within this our kingdom of England,. as- the reſt of 
the ancient boroughs: have, or within this Kingdom were ac- 
cuſtomed to have. And whereas alſo the inhabitants of the 
borough of Thetford, in all the time aforeſaid, have had and 
enjoyed within that borough, and elſewhere within this our 
kingdom of England, divers franchiſes, liberties, cuſtoms, 
juriſdictions, privileges, diſcharges, or acquittances, by rea- 
ſon and under pretence of the charters, grants, and confir- 
mations of old made, by our anceſtors the kings of England. 
to the inhabitants of the ſaid burgh, the which the ſaid inha- 
bitants, for many years paſt, have not uſed or enjoyed at all, 
by which the burgh doth ſuffer _O damage and loſs, and 

utter; 
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utter ruin ſhortly to be expected: and alſo the good govern- 
ment and ruling of the ſame are now altogether extinguiſhed : 
upon which the inhabitants of the faid borough have moſt 

humbly beſought us, for the reſtoring: of the ſaid borough to 
the former good ſtate, and to the good and civil government 
of the ſame, for the ſuſtentation and eaſing of the great bur- 
den, charge, and expences, which they from time to time 
have ſuffered, and ſeem more and more likely to ſuſtain and 
undergo. We therefore minding the ſupplicatlon of the in- 
habitants, and pitying the ſtate of the ſaid borough, and de- 
firing to promote the ſame to a better ſtate, &c . 

Then follows the decree, wherein the mayor, ten burgeſſes, 
and twenty commonalty are made one body politic, the 
limits and juriſdiction of the ſaid borough for ever to re- 
main the ſame as they have been time immemorial; and 
the mayor, burgeffes, and commonalty to make per- 
ambulations for the true and better knowledge thereof, ſo 
often as may pleaſe, or to them ſeem neceflazty. Alſo that 
the mayor, burgeſſes, and commonalty, ſhall and may plead 
and be impleaded, profecute and be proſecuted, or in ſhort 
plead their charter in any court whatſoever. Alſo that they 
may have one common ſeal, which they may break or alter

Alſo that there ſhall be ten men of the 
moſt diſcreet and honeſt in the borough, to aſſiſt the mayor 
in all cauſes and matters relating to the borough, and to 
be called principal burgefles, and they ſhall be the common- 
council of the borough, for ſtatutes, . acts, and ordinances re- 
lating to the public profit and commodity of the burgh, and . 
of the inhabitants of the ſame, and to be kept by them or the 
major part of them, and the mayor for the time being, that 
they may be better able to govern and regulate perſons and 
buſineſs within the borough. And that there be twenty other 
men, reſident inhabitants, of diſcreet and honeſt character, 
who ſhall conſtitute the whole number of the commonalty, 
who ſhall be under the ten burgeſſes; and when any of them 
happen to die, or from the commonalty for reaſonable cauſes - 
to be removed, that then and from thence it ſhall and may be 
lawful. for the mayor and recorder, or his ſufficient deputy, | 
and the coroner for the time being, for the fulfilling of the 


number of twenty commoners, to elect out of the inhabitants

Richards, and Richard Beadles, all inhabitants of the borough. 
'Thoſe were appointed to be the firſt modern ten principal bur- 
geſſes. John Reynolds gentleman was nominated recorder, 
who was to execute by himſelf or deputy that office which he 
was to hold during his natural life. He was ſworn into that 
office, and bound by that oath to execute juſtice, and his de- 
puty to be called town- cler.

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Alſo that the mayor, for one whole year after the expira- 
tion of his office, ſhall be coroner, which office he ſhall re-

Alſo the mayor, burgeſſes, and commonalty to have a Sa- 
turday market, and Magdalen fair to continue for two days. 

Alſo that the guildhall ſhall be their common hall or place 
of meeting, for all manner of pleas and cauſes as ſhall em 
neceſſary. 

Alſo that on | Wedneſtlay before the feaſt of St. Michael, 
between nine and eleven in the forenoon, they ſhall aſſemble 
in the guildhall to name two men, then inhabitants of the 
borough and principal burgeſſes, and the whole proceeding . 
to be public before the other inhabitants of the ſame burgh, 
who ſhall have authority to elect one of thoſe two burgeſſes, 
who ſhall be mayor for the year enſuing, and if he refuſe to 
accept the office, unleſs he can ſhew ſufficient reaſon for ſo. 
doing, he ſhall be fined for his refuſal, or be impriſoned 
until he ſhall pay his-fine. Alſo that the new elected mayor 
ſhall be ſworn into his office before his laſt predeceſſor, if he 
be alive, but if he happen to be then dead, he ſhall take 
his oath before the recorder, aad the other principal bur- 
geſſes, or the major part of them. 

But if a mayor die or be removed, then the burgefles ſhall 
meet and have power to meet at the, guildhall, on a certain 
day appointed, within eight days next after the death or re- 
moval of the ſaid mayor, and proceed as before.

eight days, to elect another recorder, who ſhall be ſworn be- 
fore the mayor and burgeſſes. 

Alſo the clerk of the market ſhall be ſworn into his office 
before the recorder or his deputy, and other chief burgeſſes. 

Alſo that a court of record ſhall be holden before the mayor 
and recorder in the guildhall, upon every Monday in every 
week of Eaſter, Whitſuntide, and Chriſtmas, and from week 
to week to be holden for ever; and the mayor and recorder, 
or his deputy, ſhall have power to hear and determine com- 
plaints, and all manner of debts, covenants, trefpaſſes, 8c. 

Alſo the view of frank pledge of all the inhabitants, whole 
reſidents as well as not whole reſidents, which view ſhall be 
holden twice every year, one view within a month -after the 
feaſt of St. Michael, the other within the feaft of Eaſter, be- 
fore the mayor and recorder of the borough ; and all fines 
ariſing in thofe courts, to be applied to the uſe and profit of 
the commonalty of the borough. 

All fines and goods of felons to be applied to the uſe of 
the corporation. All goods forfeited to the office of clerk of 
the market, to be to the ufe of the corporation.

inhabitants to be obedient to the laws which the mayor 


and his brethren ſhall enact, ſo far as they are conſiſtent with 
the laws of the realm; and in caſe of diſobedience, the delin- 
quents to be punithed according to the quantity and Jy 
of the offence. 

Alſo that the mayor, burgeſſes, and commonalty, or any 
other inhabitant who ſhall refide in the borough, ſhall not 


be put into any office or jury, or in any aſſi zes or juries which 


fhall be returned by any ſheriff or coroner, unleſs the queen 
or her heirs and ſucceſſors be concerned; and that the mayor, 
burgeſſes, and commonalty, ſhall be capable in law to pur- 
chaſe to themſelves. and ſucceſſors, lands, tenements, rents, 
ſervices, 
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ſervices, to the yearly value of 401. without any licence from 
the crown, which are not holden by knight's s ſervice in the 
ſtatute of lands and tenements. 

Alſo that they might ſend two burgeſſes to parliament, be- 
ing diſcreet and honeſt men, and to be elected at the expence 
of the borough. 

Alſo that toll of bringing and carrying over the bridge of 
Incelland or Selford in Norfolk, with the toll of the market 
in Thetford, the toll of the bridge of Brandon ferry, and the 
toll of Honiton and Euſton bridges, ſhall all be held in fee- 
farm of the queen, at the rent of 81. 6s. 8d. but the corpo- 
ration to keep them in good repair. 

Theſe letters patent were given at the palace at Weſtmin- 
ſter, and ſealed with the ſeal of the dutchy. 5 

During the reigns of Elizabeth, James I. and Charles 1. 
the corporation was governed accordin 1g to the precedin g 
charter; but in the reign of Charles II. that charter was ſur- 
rendered, and a very imperfect one granted. But on the 
roth of January, 1692, it was agreed that a ſolicitor ſhould 
be employed, to procure an order of Chancery, to have the 
late illegal ſurrender of the charter, which was made to 
Charles 1I. remaining in the office of the Petty Bag, taken 
off the file and cancelled, and to get a tranſcript of the charter 
of this borough granted by queen Elizabeth, which is the 
very ſame in all reſpects with that by which the corporation 
is at preſent governed.

QF THE. LIBAATIES OF THIS BOROUGH IN THE 
REIGN OF EDWARD I. 


HERE was a return of writs and gaol delivery by the 

king's writ ſo early as the time of Edward I. 1290 ; 
alſo a mayor and coroner as at preſent; the burgefles an- 
ſwered for themſelves before the juſtices every where, with- 
out joining any foreigners to them in recognizances or juries. 
No ſheriff, coroner, bailiff, or other officer, not of the borough, 
was allowed to exerciſe his office, or make any executions 
within the ſaid borough or its boundaries, but only the bailiffs 


of the borough; nor to exerciſe any power over the fiſheries. 


of the borough, which extend from the town to St. Edmund's 
bridge towards Santon. The mayor, and his bailiffs, by the 
conſent of the commonalty, or the major part of the ſame, 
had power to levy and make reaſonable ſeizures for the ſame, 
for the ſecurity and benefit of the borough, as other boroughs 
did in like caſes. The burgeſſes were exempted from any kind 
of toll in any ' part of the kingdom of England. No perſon 
of or in the ſaid borough could be indicted or arreſted for any 
debt or cauſe whatſoever, or be confined in any priſon but that 
belonging to the borough ; but all who are indicted or arreſted, 
and confined in the priſon of the ſaid borough, are to be ſo ar- 
reſted by the bailiffs of the borough, and by them kept, who

No bur- 
geſs of the ſaid borough ſhall be amerced for any cauſe, unleſs 
by his fellow burgeſſes of the ſaid borough, and then it muſt 
be done before the mayor, and according to the quantity of 
the offence.

HarBoRD's hoſpital at the N. W. end of the town was 
founded for fix old men, who divide the ſurplus of J. 30 per 
ann. between them, after the expence of repairs is deducted. 
The term of this foundation being expired was Iately renewed 
for 99 years, by the intereſt of the Duke of Grafton. The 
eſtate is held by Mr. Gold. 


Thetford was honoured with the refidence of feveral kings. 
Many charters granted to the priory here and to Ramſey ab- 
bey, &c. by Henry I. bear date here. When the manor came 
with the dutchy to the . crown, the antient feat of the earls 
Warren became the royal palace. It was the only one in 
Norfolk, and the keeper's ſalary was £.40 per ann. It was 
rebuilt about the reign of Elizabeth, and was given by James]. 
to Sir Philip Woodhoule, whoſe arms are yet remaining over 
the weſt ſide of the outer gate. It was the ſeat of that family 
in the time of Sir John Woodhoufe, late recorder, after which 
it was purchaſed by Mr. Thomas Wright, attorney of this 
town; but on his death, became the property of his daugh- 
ter. It was rebnult again in the preſent * century, and 
ſerved for the reception of the Judges during the aſſizes.

HERE 1s no notice taken in Domeſday of a mint at 
Thetford, tho? the great number of coins bearing the 
name of this town, and ſtruck ſince the reign of Athelſtan, 
ſole monarch of England, by whoſe edict 928, the place of 
coinage, as well as the monetarius's name was to be impreſſed, 
ſufficiently evince that a mint exiſted there from the 
reign of Edgar to that of Henry the Second incluſive, but of 
its long continuance, or of the cauſes of its diſcontinuance 
we are ignorant. 
As Thetford was the capital of the Eaſt Anglian kingdom, 
if any money was ſtruck by the kings of that province, there 
is the greateſt reaſon to ſuppoſe they were coined in that 
city. Four pieces are engraved in the plate, which certainly 
were the property of two of the kings, Athelſtan and 
Eadmund the martyr. 

The three firſt coins belong to Æthelſtan, of which name 
there were two at no great diſtance of time; A7zhe/tan the ſon 
of Ethelwulf the ſecond ſole monarch, created by his father 
anno 836, king of the Eaſt Angles, and Ahe/tan the Dane, 
fo named by Alfred at his baptiſm, anno 878; and to which 
of theſe princes the coins in queſtion belong is doubtful.

MONG the few writers which this town hath given 
birth or name to, are RICHARD of THETFORD, monk 
here, a learned divine and famous preacher. He wrote 
a treatiſe De Modo Mendicandi, now in Benet college library, 
Cambridge, K XVII. beginning 240n1am emulatores ęſtis, &c. 
He is not mentioned by biſhop Tanner. 

JEFFERY DE ROCHERIO, prior of St. Mary's, began the 
hiſtory of his houſe, but died about x .70, before he could 
finiſh it. The original is in Benet college library, and great 
part of it left ruled for writing on. 

Joan BRAME, monk of this abbey, in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, wrote or tranſlated from Latin and French, the fol-

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The family of Thetfords owned a manor in Heveningham 
from 1493 to 16280. Mr. Blomefield deduces them from 
Alwin before mentioned, and ſays their arms are Az. three 
lions paſſant guardant Arg. or Erm d.

1719. Aged 80 Yeares. 

Thomas Boteler, of Thetford, eſq; was deſcended of the 
Botelers at Watton Wood-hall, Herts, being ſon of Francis the 
11th ſon of Sir Philip, commonly called Le grand. His ſon 
Thomas was remarkable for his activity, for, though ſix feet 
high, he would ſtand upright on the ſaddle of a horſe on full 
ſpeed, and take a handkerchief off the ground with his hand 
without ſtopping. He lived to a good old age, and was lame 
with the ſciatica 20 years before his death, which happened 
here in 1637, and was buried at Watlington in Nortolk, 
leaving ſix ſons and one daughter. Robert his third ſon died 
of a ſurfeit by eating nuts Auguſt 15, 1657. 

In the ſchool-houſe here was born, in 1696, Mr. THOMAS 
MARTIN, his father being rector of Livermore in this county. 
He was bred an attorney, and having married the widow of 
Peter le Neve, eſq; Norroy king at arms, became poſſeſſed of 
his noble collection of Britiſh topographical antiquities, to which 
he was continually making additions. On his death, March 7, 
1771, at Palgrave in Suffolk, where he had reſided many

years, 
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years, his whole collection was bought for 600l. by Mr. 
Worth, chymiſt of Diſs, who immediately ſold the library 
of printed books to bookſellers at Norwich (many having been 
before fold by Martin himſelf to Thomas Payne in London), 
the greater and leſſer curioſities by auction at Diſs, and the 
MSS. in two auctions at London, 1773, and 1774. Mr. 
Ives of Yarmouth, Suffolk herald, bought ſome of the moſt 
valuable MSS. as did alſo John Fenn, eſq; of Dereham. Many 
of thoſe for the county of Suffolk are in the hands of the rev. 
Sir John Cullum, bart. of Hardwicke, near Bury St. Edmund's. 
Mr. Martin could write. almoſt any hand with the greateſt 
neatneſs and accuracy, .. and was a tolerable draughtſman. 
He died poor, having been little attentive to frugality and 
ſobriety; . but left behind him the character of an honeſt 
man. Mr. Ives cauſed to be engraved a portrait of him hold- 
ing an urn. 

Mr. Blomefield, the Norfolk antiquary, was educated in 
Thetford free- ſchool, above ten years, under the rev. Mr. John 
Price, curate of St. Cuthbert, ſequeſtrator of St. Peter's, rector of 
Santon, Norfolk, and Honnington, Suffolk, who died Feb. 27, 
17 30, and was buried in St. Cuthbert's church- yard, cloſe by the 
middle buttreſs of the ſouth aile wall under a ſtone uninſcribed. 
His grateful ſcholar has recorded him as “a man of ſound learn- 
ing, great eloquence, an excellent preacher, diſcreet maſter, 
« agreable companion, and true friend, and, above all, of 
“ unlimited charity to the poor and diſtreſſed.“ ©

Of Sir Richard Fulmerſton frequent mention has been made 
in the courſe of this hiſtory. He was marſhal of the King's 
Bench in the time of Edward VI. as appears by an original 
grant in the hands of Mr. Le Neve, from Thomas duke of Nor- 
folk, of that office to Thomas Gaudy, eſq. of Gaudy Hall, 
ſon of Thomas Gaudy, ſerjeant at law, deceaſed, dated 
Nov. 25, 4 Eliz. He married Alice „ by whom he 
had a daughter Frances, aged at his death 28 years, mar- 
ried to Edmund Clere, eſq. who in her right became heir 
of Sir Richard's great poſſeſſions. Sir Richard died Feb. 3, 
9 Eliz. 1566f, and was buried in St. Mary's church here, 
where ſee his tomb. His will was dated Jan. 23, the ſame 
year. The writ of Diem Clauſit Exiremum was teſted at Weſt- 
minſter, Feb. 10, 9 Eliz B. 

I proceed to give an account of his poſſeſſions as taken 
after his deceaſe, ſo far as they had any relation to the reli- 
gious houſes in the burgh of Thetford.

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upon exchange and money to Mr. Godſaluve for Buckingham 
Ferry. Mr. Godſalve aſſigned the monaſtery among other 
lands to Mr. J. Smith and Owen Shepherd, and having con- 
ſumed all his eſtate, went beyond ſea. Sir Edward Clere 
the elder's two other ſons Francis and Robert both died with- 
out iflue ; ſo that this great and eminent family is wholly ex- 
tint, and thoſe alſo of Fulmerſton, Godſelve, and Smith. 
Sir Henry Spelmani obſerves, that Sir Edward Clere the elder 
was one of.the greateſt hunters by way of concealment after 
church goods and lands, of any in his time, and that ſowing 
thoſe unfortunate pieces of new gotten cloth in the garment 
of his old inheritance, the new hath not only rent away the 


old garment, but the family itſelf to which it was ſewed. 


The ſame fatality, he adds, attended all the lay poſſeſſors of 
the monaſtery land of Thetford. The duke of Norfolk's 
misfortunes, who held thoſe of the nunnery, are well known. 
Sir Richard Fulmerſton had no iſſue male. Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Stephens had long a long and chargeable ſuit about Mr. God- 
ſalve's eſtate, and ſold the monaſtery to Sir William Campion, 
who now has it, but with ſuit and trouble. 

Thomas Cobbe of Haverhill, butcher, was burned at Thet - 
ford for herefy, Aug. 12, 1555, with Roger Coo, James Ab- 
bes, and others k. 

Thetford gave title of viſcount to Sir Henry Bennet, ſo 
created by Charles II, in the 16th year of his reign, 1 663, for 
his attachment to his father's intereſts. He was at the ſame 
time created earl of Arlington, and died in 1685, leaving 
an only daughter, Jabella married 1672 to Henry Fitz-Roy, 
ſecond duke of Grafton, grandfather of the preſent duke, who 


is alſo earl of Arlington and Euſton, viſcount Thetford and 
Ipſwich, &c. &c.

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Sir JoSEPH WILLIAMSON a, who was ſuch a benefactor to 
Thetford, was ſon of Joſeph Williamſon, vicar of Bridekirk 
in Cumberland from 1625 to 1634. At his firſt ſetting out 
in life he was employed as a clerk or ſecretary by Richard 
Tolſon, eſq; repreſentative in parliament for Cockermouth z 
and, when at London with his maſter, begged to be recom- 
mended to Dr. Buſby, that he might be admitted into Weſt- 
minſter-ſchool, where he made ſuch improvement that the 
maſter recommended him to the learned Dr. Langbaine, pro- 
voſt of Queen's College, Oxford, who came to the election at 
Weſtminſter. He admitted him on the foundation, under the 
tuition of Dr. Thomas Smith (for whom Sir Joſeph afterwards 
procured the biſhoprick of Carlifle), and provided for him 
at his own expence; and when he had taken his batchelor's 
degree, February 2, 1653®, ſent him to France as tutor to 
a perſon of quality. On his return to college he was elected 
fellow, and, as it 1s ſaid, took deacon's orders. In 1657 he was 
created A. M. by diploma ©, Soon after the reſtoration he was 
recommended to Sir Edward Nicholas, and his ſucceſſor Henry 
earl of Arlington, principal ſecretary of ſtate, who appointed 
him clerk or keeper of the Paper-ofhce at Whitehall (of which 
he appointed Mr. Smith deputy), and employed him in tranſ- 
lating and writing, memorials in French; and June 24, 
1677, he was ſworn one of the clerks of the council in ordi- 
nary, and knighted. He was under-ſecretary of ſtate in 1665; 
about which time he procured for himſelf the writing of the 
Oxford Gazettes then newly ſet up, and employed Charles 
Perrot, fellow of Oriel College, who had a good command of

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his pen, to do that office under him till 1671 dl. In 1678, 
1679, 1698, 1700, he repreſented the borough of Thetford 
in Parliament. In 1685, being then recorder of Thetford, he 
was again elected, but Heveningham the mayor returned him- 
ſelf, and on a petition it appeared that the right of election 
was in the ſele& body of the corporation before the charter; 
and in 1690 he loſt his election by a double return. Wood © 
ſays he was a recruiter for Thetford to fit in that Parliament 
which began at Weſtminſter May 8, 1661. 

At the ſhort treaty of Cologne, Sir Joſeph was one of the 
Britiſh plenipotentiaries, with the earl of Sunderland and Sir 
Leolin Jenkins f, and at his return was created LL.D. June 
27, 1674, ſworn principal ſecretary of ſtate September 11, on 
the promotion of the earl of Arlington to the chamberlainſhip 
of the houſhold 8, and a privy counſellor. November 18, 
1678, he was committed to the Tower by the houſe of com- 
mons, on a charge of granting commiſſions and warrants to. 
Popiſh recuſants; but he was the ſame day releaſed by the 
king, notwithſtanding an addreſs from the houſe *. He 
reſigned his place of ſecretary February 9, 1678, and was 
ſacceeded by the earl of Sunderland; who, if we believe Rapin', 

gave him {6000 and 500 guineas to induce him to refign. 
In December that year he married Catherine Obrien baroneſs. 
Clifton widow of Henry Lord Obrien, who died in Auguſt. 
She was ſiſter and ſole heireſs. to Charles duke of Richmond,

beſides 
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and brought Sir Joſeph large poſſeſſions in Kent and elſewhere, 
beſides the hereditary ſtewardſhip of Greenwich. Some aſcribe 
the loſs of the ſecretary's place to this match, through the 
means of Lord Danby, who intended this lady for his ſon k. 
She died November 17021. Sir Joſeph was preſident of 
the Royal Society in 1678 m. Under the year 1674, Wood 
fays of him that © he had been a great benefactor to his col- 
lege, and may be greater hereafter if he think fit.” Upon ſome 
flight ſhewn by the college, he had made a will whereby 
he had given but little to it, having diſpoſed of his intended 
benefaction to erect and endow a college at Dublin, to be 
called Queen's college, the provaſts to be choſen from its 
nameſake in Oxford. But ſoon after his arrival in Holland 
1696, with Mr. Smith, his godſon and ſecretary, (after- 
wards, 17 30, provoſt of Queen's college, Oxford,) being ſeized 
with a violent fit of the gout, he ſent for his ſecretary, who 
had before reconciled him to the place of his education, and 
calling him to his bedſide, directed him to take his will out of 
a drawer in the bureau, and inſert a benefaction of £6000. 
When this was done and ready to be executed, before the 
Paper had been read to him, in comes Sir Joſeph's lady. The 
ſecretary, well knowing he had no mind ſhe fhould be ac- 
quainted with it, endeavoured to conceal it ; and on her aſk- 
ing what he had got there, he anſwered, nothing but news, 
Madam ; meaning, ſuch as ſhe was not to know : and by this 
ſeaſonable and ready turn prevented her further inquiries. 

Dr. Lancaſter, the provoſt, applied this benefaction to- 
wards erecting the ſouth-ſide of the college. Sir Joſeph

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alſo gave to the library a valuable collection of MSS. eſpeci- 
ally heraldic, and .memoirs of his foreign negociations n, 
His benefactions to this college in his life time, and at his 
death, in plate, books, buildings, and money, amounted 
to (8000. He left by will 5 to the grand- children of 
his patron Dr. Langbaine; and to the pariſh of Bridkirk gilt 
bibles and prayer-books, filver flaggons and chalices, velvet 
covering and rich linen for the altar ?. He was alſo a 
benefactor. to the cloth-workers company, of which he had 
been maſter, and left £5000 to found a mathematical ſchool 
for freemens ſons at Rocheſter, which city he had repre- 
ſented in 1689, 1695, 1698, 1700/P. He died 1701, and 
was buried in Weſtminſter: abbey, in Henry VIIPs chapel 9, 
ſeiſed of the manors of. Graveſend , and Cobham which he 
purchaſed v, the latter manor valued at near oo per ann. 5, 
manor of E. and W. Chalk value £200 per ann. t, Merſton 
value per ann. o u, all being ſold to pay the duke of Rich- 
mond's debts. Sir Joſeph, having no iſſue by his lady, limited 
the third part of his eſtates to the eldeſt ſon of Joſeph Hornſby 
his ſteward, and Mary his wife; but Mr. Hornſby. out-living 
ker married another Mary, who procured the jntereſt of the 
above deviſe for her own ſon Richard Hornſby, afterwards of 
Horton Kirkby, eſq. whoſe. widow and children now enjoy 
the profits of it X.

The pike, jack or pickerel are caught in great plenty, 
and of various ſizes, from four or five inches to a yard 
in length. They come up in great ſhoals upon the over- 
flowings of the neighbouring fens at Mildenhall, Meth- 
wold, Brandon, &c. Four ſcore of them have been taken at 
one throw of a caſting net. | 

Fine eels of the white bellied ſort, in great plenty; 
lampreys, of late the inhabitants account them poiſonous, eſ- 
pecially ſo far as the holes extend on either fide from the 
head ; ſeldom eel pouts; theſe are taken out of holes in the 
banks of the rivers, and are accounted very delicate and 
wholſome. | 

Salmon and ſalmon trouts have been taken here in great 
plenty, but of late years there has been rather a ſcarcity of 
them. 

Chevin or chub, a kind of fiſh ie a carp, but not 
fo firm: it grows as large as the carp, and lies chiefly in holes 
in the banks of the river, and breeds in theſe waters. | 

Perch are often taken here by angling, Carp ſometimes, 
tench very ſeldom. 

Roach, dace or dare, and gudgeons in great plenty. 

Bleak, a ſmall fiſh of a filver colour, ſwimming near the 
ſurface of the water, and taken by Ny with an artifi- 
cial fly. | 
Cray fiſh have bred here, but of late have been rather 
ſcarce. | 

Muſcles of the freſh Water kind have been taken i in theſe 
waters, |

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April 7, 1715, there was taken in the river at Thetford a 
ſturgeon, which weighed 1 3 ſtone 10 pound, and was 7 feet 
8 inches long, and 1 yard 2 inches about; it had three pecks 
of ſpawn in it. Since that another was taken above ſix feet 
long, weighing about 11 ſtone. 

The laſt ſturgeon at Thetford was caught in April 17 37, 
7 feet 8 inches long, weight 13 ſtone 10 pound and a half, a 
yard and 3 inches about. | 

One of an extraordinary ſize caught in the river Severn 
March 21, 1719, being above 7 feet long, and preſented to 


the king as a great rarity, was nearly the ſame length, but 
not ſo heavy.

OME echinites were found near Thetford, and freed from 
— the ſhells in which they were formed by an ingenious 
artiſt in Norwich, at the requeſt of Mr. Thomas Martin ; the 
firſt was almoſt ſmooth when freed from the ſhell, only 
covered with a ftony cruſt. 

The ſecond ſeemed almoſt like the lower part of the ſame 
fiſh, only more rough, in which appeared plainly the two 
places where the fiſh took in its nutriments and voided the 
excrement ; ſuch openings are generally found in all echinites 
thus formed. | | 

The third had on the ſhaded fide a ſmooth part, and was not 
f ſo 
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ſo eaſily freed from the ſhell as the other parts of it, Except the 
incruſtation, 

The fourth was the moſt beautiful, on account of the ſtony 
matter which was grown over it, ſince the decay of the mould 
in which it was formed, The ſmooth echinites ſometimes 
ſhew all the ſutures in the inſide of the ſhell, with the convex 
parts which are formed in the concave, beginning at the ex- 
tremities of the cinquefoils at the top, and going round till 
they terminate at the opening of the ſhell below, out of which 
openipg all fiſ of the round ſpecies extend themſelves to 
feed, and remove from one place to another. It is very pro- 
bable many more petrified fiſh might be found about Thet- 
ford, and no doubt ſome antediluvian ſhells, which are ſtill 
preſerved entire in beds of chalk, ſuch as oyſters, cockles, 
echinites, and others; if diggers in chalk-pits were more cu- 
rious 1n examining what they careleſsly throw away unnoticed. 

Mr. Ray, in his preface to his Collection of Engliſh Words, 
printed in London 1674, makes mention of a ſtone curlew, 
which was found near Thetford ; it had a. remarkable eye 
ſomewhat reſembling that of a green plover. Eagles and 
various ſpecies of hawks are frequent in the warrens and ad- 
jacent downs. 

Of the mineral water in this town I cannot give a better 
account than by ſubjoining the Latin Analyſis by Matthew 
Manning, who was apothecary here, admitted himſelf at 
Queen's College Cambridge, where he kept a phyſic actl,

The doctor ſuppoſes theſe waters to paſs through beds of 
chalk and limeſtone, intermixed with veins of iron ore, with 
which mineral they become ſtrongly. impregnated, as alſo with

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Dr. PLoTT's Letter to the Right Hon. HENRY Earl of AxLINOGTOx, 
Viſcount THETFORD, Baron ARLINGTON of ARLINGTON, Lord 
Chamberlain, &c. on the antient name of Thetford. 


My LorD, 


T being your pleaſure to intimate when I had firſt the honour to wait 

on your lordſhip that you would gladly know ſomewhat of the ancient 
Sitomagus, now Thetford, near your magnificent ſeat at Euſton, I thought 
it my duty to interpret your lordſhip's deſire, as no leſs than a command, that 
I ſhould ſearch, not only the antient, but modern writers, concerning it, 
and then to give your lordſhip the beſt account I could, 

Not therefore to trouble your lordſhip with the fopperies of Annius Vi- 
terbienſis , and out of him of count Palatine, White of Baſingſtoke ®, that 
not only the towns here in Britain ending in magus or magum, but all thoſe 
alſo of the ſame termination beyond the ſeas, were ſo denominated by I 
know not what magus, the ſecond king of the Celtz, ſon of Samothes, who 
forſooth firſt taught this weſtern part of the world to build them houſes and 
cities, Which might deſervedly therefore receive their names from him: 

Nor groundleſsly with Jacius Pontanus, to run up ſo high as the firſt ages 
of the world, and derive it from the Hebrew magon*, which, ſays he, fig- 
nifies habitationem vel habitationis locum, or with Goropius Becanus® and Skin- 
nere, to fetch it from the German mac, whence the word machen facere, and

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whence the things made were called magen, all which ſeems to refer to the- 
building of houſes ;. with whom agrees Beatus Rhenanus* “ magum, priſcis 
Gallis, domum ſignificaſſe : 

To avoid and paſs by, I ſay, all ſuch trifling etymologies, and proceed 
upon ſurer grounds than ſuch mere fancies of the brain, without foundation 
in the things themſelves, I thought fit, my lord, to ſearch out all, or moſt of 
the cities and towns, as well in the neighbouring nations to us, as here at 
home, whoſe antient names did terminate in magus or magum, and then con- 
ſider their antiquities, ſituations, whether fortified or no, their initial diffe- 
rential titles, preceding the common one of magus, and other accidents at- 
tending, from which I thought might be raiſed mach more : probable con- 
jectures. 


Firſt then for the cities, whoſe antient names did. terminate in magus, I 
find in and about

Secondly, as to the antiquity of the places that had theſe terminations, 1 


find them to have been long before the coming of the Romans into thele 


weſtern parts of the world, though it be alſo true that the Romans did make 


uſe of them afterwards, as will appear anon. 


For had this termination been brought in by them, or at all uſed by 
them, before their coming this way, we ſhould certainly have had towns in 
the heart of Italy, of the ſame name in great plenty, whereas we find but 
two, and thoſe in Gallia ſtalica, {Wodincomagus and Canullomagus) that 
ever enjoyed it. 

Thirdly, for the ſituations, I find them all upon rivers, and moſt, if not 
all, upon the moſt fordable places, as indeed it ſeems but neceſſary that all 
cities ſhould be, before the building of bridges and boats, all paſſengers 
being abſolutely obliged to flock to ſuch places where they might either wade 
through themſelves, or upon the backs of cattle. And, 

Fourthly, to have been fenced for the moſt part with antient works caſt 
up, and to have had the reputation of ſtrong holds. 

From which conſiderations, I take leave to infer in all probability, 

Firſt, that the people of Germany, Gaule, the Alpine countries, and part 
at leaſt of Britain, were originally but one nation, of one language, viz. the 
old Celtz or Kelts, brought hither after the flood and confuſion of Babel, 
by Aſhkenaz, great grandchild of Noah, as is concluded by Cluverius*®, not 


only for naming their cities after the ſame manner, but from very many 


words ſignifying the very ſame things, in all theſe nations, as is copiouſly 
made out by the ſame Philip Cluverius, in his Germania Antiqua. 

Secondly, that the colonies of the Celtz of Germany and Gaul, as they ar- 
rived in Britain, gave the ſame names to the cities they built here, that the 
cities had from whence they came, whereof Cæſar“ gives us ample teſti- 
mony. * Britanniz pars interior (ſays he) ab iis incolitur, quos natos in 
inſula ipſa memoria proditum dicunt: Maritima pars, ab iis qui prede ac 
belli inferendi cauſa, ex Beigio (forte Gallid Belgicd) tranſierant; qui omnes 


fere 11s nominibus civitatum appellantur quibus orti ex civitatibus eo perve- 


nerunt.” So that all our Britiſh cities terminating in magus being not far 
from the ſea coaſts over againſt Gaul or Germany, in all probability they

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did receive their names from other cities, of the ſame denomination, in thoſe 
countries; thus our Cæſaromagus peradventure received its name from a 
colony that came from Cœſaromagus, now Beauvais in the iſle of France, 
and our Noviomagus, from another that came from Noviomagus, now 
Liſieux in Normandy, or Noviomagus, now Nieumagen in Gelderland. As 
tor Sitomagus, of that in the concluſion.

Thirdly, if it be demanded what magus ſhould ſignify in the Keltiſh (or 


Celtic) language, upon conſideration that all theſe cities are ſituate upon 
rivers, and moſt of them, if not all, upon the moſt fordable places; and ſe- 
condly, it having been cuſtomary in antient times, to give names to cities! 
upon ſuch accounts, as appears from Oxford, Hereford, Stafford, Bedford, 
Hartford, Guildford, Darttord, &c. in England, and both the Frankfords, 
Erford, Shawnford, Haſenford, Klagenford, Steenford, Ochſenford, &c. 


in Germany, what if I ſhould gueſs with Cluverius* that magus, in the old 


Keltiſh (or Celtic) language, ſhould ſignify the ſame as vadum a ford? which 


being underſtood by the Saxons at their arrival here, they might probably 


turn all the magi into ſo many fords, a word then more in uſe among them: 
Thus Sitomagus turned into Thetford, Cæſaromagus into Chelmsford, and 
Noviomagus into Crayford ; or elſe, 


Fourthly, moſt of theſe magt having been fortified places, perhaps magus 
may ſignify ſtrong or fortified, from megen, poteſtas, potentia, from the. 


verb magzan, poſſe, among the Low Dutch, moghen mighty ; hence the old 


Noviomagus Batavorum, and Noviomagus- Trevirorum are called Nieumagen 


and Neumagen, that is, the new fortreſſes, to this very day, which in proceſs 


of time arriving to greatneſs, and becoming cites, in all likelihood, made 
the Roman emperors, and other great men, to prefix their names to many of 


them, as is plain from Juliomagus, Cæſaromagus, Auguſtomagus, Druſomagus, 


Camillomagus, &'c. which probably alſo made Paulus Merula think magus - 
ſignified urbs, a city; whence ſays he magen denotes a people of the 


ſame city, eſpecially if joined in affinity to one another; whence alſo, by the 
way, it may not be amiſs to take notice, that Mr. Cambden, and after 
him Mr. Burton, are of the ſame opinion, both of them citing. Pliny's“ au- 


thority, which had I found true, I ſhould gladly engugh have cloſed with 


i I believe take any county, and half or more of the towns and villages will appear to have 
taken their names from their ſituations.

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chem; butT appeal to any indifferent judge, whether any ſuch mtater can be 
gathered from the place cited, that it ſignifies urbem, or any other place chat 
could yet be met with in him, either by Cluverius ?, or others. 

Now which of' theſe conjectures concerning the ſigniſication of magus 
comes neareſt to truth, is wholly left to your lordſhip's judgment, the magus 
inquired after anſwering all the three; firſt, being ſituate on a ford, as 
its preſent name imports ; ſecondly, there remaining now a high mount, 
fenced with a double rampier, and, as report goeth, fortified in antient 
times with walls. And thirdly, having been a large city, and an epiſcopal 
ſee?. But as for the city Sitomagus, I take it either to have received its 
name from ſome other foreign city ef the ſame denomination forgotten and 
loſt, or elſe from a colony of people themſelves, that lived formerly among 
cities of that termination, who might plant themſelves here, and give their 
city the name of Sitomagus; in the military tables of Conrad Pcutinger, 
perhaps more truly written Sinomagus or Senomagus from themſelves, being 
a colony of the antient Senones of Gaul, whoſe capital city was Senonorum 
civitas, now Sens in Champayne. Or that the name Sizomagus ſhould ſeem. 
more agreeable as to its orthography, *tis eaſy to deduce it from a colony of 
the Sitones, an antient people of Germany, bordering on the Sinones, men- 
tioned by Tacitus, concerning whom, if it be doubted - (by reaſon of the 
diſtance) how they ſhould ever come hither, the ſame Tacitus affords us a 
great probability they might ; tor ſpeaking in the ſame place of the Eſtyi, a 
neighbouring nation to them, he ſays, that though in their manners they 
agree with the Sinones, yet in their language they were nearer the Britains, 
which how they ſhould come by, without ſome communication, will be hardly 
made out; from alf which tis eaſily dedueible, that whether our Sitomagrs, 
Sinomagus, or Senomagus, received either its name from a foreign city or peo- 
ple, yet it imports no more than the fortreſs or city, built by the Senones or 
Sitones, on the ford, on which the ſame people thought fit to plant themſelves. - 

And thus, my lord, I have given you my thoughts concerning your neigh- 
bouring town Sitomagus, and of all others of the ſame termination, wherein 
if J have not ſatisfied your lordſhip's judgment, yet if I have given your lord- 
ſhip.any diverſion, or but ſhewe my readineſs to ſerve your lordſhip, either 
of theſe will appear abundant ſatisfaction to your lordſhip's moſt faithful and 
obedient ſervant, |

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The order of the funeral of Thomas Howard, duke of Norfolk. 


IRS of the order and manner of decking and garniſhing the caſtle of 
Framlingham, where the noble prince died: The chamber of. ſtate, the 
great chamber of the hall, the chapel and the choir, were hung with black 
cloth, garniſhed with eſcutcheons of his arms ; in the midſt of the choir was 
a place ordained with four great principals, bearing certain lights, which 
burned day and night, and were made with bars about them, hung with 
black cloth, garniſhed with eſcutcheons of his arms, in which place the 
noble corpſe was to lie, until ſuch time as all things might be in readineſs 
for his removal thence to the place where he was to reſt. The black cloth, 
which was hung in the place before mentioned, the great court, the porter's 
gate, &c. decked with his arms, were four hundred and forty yards. When 
all things were in readineſs, the noble corpſe was brought from his chamber 
into the chapel, which his grace kept prince like, for he had great pleaſure 
in the ſervice of God; and whilſt there, three ſolemn maſſes were daily 
ſung, and nineteen mourners kneeling about the hearſe during the ſinging 
of maſs; the principal mourner, the earl of Surry, being with the king's 
grace on buſineſs *, he appointed lord William his brother to be his deputy, 
who was at the head alone, and the other mourners at the ſides; and about 
the noble corpſe every night was a watch of twelve gentlemen, twelve yeo- 
men, two yeomen uſhers, and two gentlemen uſhers. 

On the 22d of June, the body was brought forth out of the chapel, in 
order to its interment at Thetford, and laid in a chariot, and the horſes that 
drew the chariot were finely decked, each having four eſcutcheons, and on 
his forchead a ſmall eſcutcheon beaten in oil with fine gold. Beſides mourners 
attendants, there were fix gentlemen waiting on the chariot, to attend on 
the noble corpſe as time required ; and fix knights were appointed in every 
town to be aſſiſtants; alſo attending on the chariot were four hundred ſtaves 
with torches burning, bowing, and every one of the bearers had a gown and 
hood. The order and proceſſion to the town of Diſs, in the way to Thetford, 
was very magnificent : firſt went three coaches of friars, then the miniſter of 
the church followed by his chaplain, then the ſtandard born by Wind- 
ham, eſq. followed by knights, eſquires, gentlemen of his houſhold, trea- 
ſurcr, and comptroller, with their ſtaves in their hands, their horſes trapped, 
Fe. then his banner borne by Sir Edward Bray, knt. and his coat cf arms

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by Carliſle herald, the helmet and creſt by Windſor herald, the target of 
his arms by Clarenceux king of arms, and the coat of arms, which was to be 
offered, borne by garter king of arms, all of whom rode in their livericn of 
black, their hoods on their heads, their horſes trapped, and on every one of 
them four eſcutcheons of his arms. "Then came the chariot, wherein the noble 
corpſe lay garniſhed, followed by the chief mourner alone, and in a ſpace 
behind him the other mourners two and two, riding together in their lang 
gowns of black cloth, their hoods on their heads; next after them followed 
the chamberlain with his ſtaff, &c. then the maſter of the horſe, Jeading a 
ſumpter horſe, trapped in fine cloth of gold, garniſhed with eſcutcheons of 
his arms, &c. then all other lords, knights, and gentlemen in black, accord- 
ing to their degree, which were to the number of nine hundred. In this 
order and manner they came to the town of Diſs, twelve miles from the Cale 
of Framlingham, where they reſted that night. They were met on the way 
by all the miniſters of the towns and villages between the caſtle and Diſs, 
ſinging ſuch ſervice as thereunto belonged; and every church in towns and 
villages had fix ſhillings and eight pence, with five eſcutcheons of his arms, 
three in colours and two in metal. In the town of Hoxne, the biſhop of 
Norwich met them in his pontificalibus, with all the proceſſion of the place, 
ſinging the ſervice appointed. At the town of Diſs they were met with all 
the proceſſion belonging to the church, choir, and town: the church porch 
was hung with black, garniſhed with arms, and in the midſt of the choir 
the noble corpſe reſted that night, and a ſolemn dirge was ſung. The duke 
of Norfolk, ſon and heir of the duke deceaſed, chief mourner, with the 
reſt of the mourners, whereof the chief were the earl of Oxford, the lord 
Edmund Howard, the lord William Howard, the lord Fitzwalter, and his 
ſon and heir, the lord Willoughby, the ſon and heir of Rice ap Thomas, 
and Sir Thomas Bullen, were all kneeling about the hearſe during the ſervice. 
The ſtandard was held at the feet by —— Windham, eſq. and the banner 
by Sir William Bray. When the ſervice was done, a watch was appointed 
to attend all night in the church about the corpſe, of twelve yeomen, twelve 
gentlemen, two yeomen uſhers, and two gentlemen uſhers. The next morn- 
ing, between ſix and ſeven o'clock, all repaired to the church, and the 
mourners to their places about the hearſe, as they were the day before. 
Then a ſolewn maſs was ſung, and at the offering of the ſaid maſs, the chief 
mourner was brought to the offering by the king at arms, and heralds ;. Sir 
William Fyndly, knt. chamberlain to the deceaſed, bearing up his train, and 
the carl of Oxford delivering unto him his offering; alſo all the mourners ac- 
companying him two and two together, according to their degree; and ut 

the 
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the offering, the duke was brought in like manner to his place again. The 
ſervice being done, every one was marſhalled by the heralds in the ſame order 
and array as they had been the day before, and ſo paſſed from the town of 
Diſs to Thetford abbey, twelve miles from thence. They were met by the 
way with proceſſions of diverſe towns and villages, ſinging the ſervice; every 
church had fix {billings and eight pence, and five eſcutcheons of his arms. 
Half a mile without the town of Thetford, they were met by four orders of 
friars, with the miniſters of the churches of the town, and bringing the no- 
ble corpſe, attended as before, through the town to the abbey. It was re- 
ceived at the church door by the biſhop of Ely, in his pontificalibus, with 
his aſhſtants ; the abbot of Windham, the abbot of Thetford, and the prior 
of Butley, all three mitred, ſcenting him, and ſinging ſuch ſervice as there- 
unto belonged, then taken out of the chariot, and borne into the choir of 
the abbey by fix gentlemen, and fix knights on each fide of the corpſe. 
Within the choir was a place appointed with double bars, all hung with 
black cloth, garniſhed with eſcutcheons of his arms; alſo within the bars 
was made a hearſe with five principals, which bore ſeven hundred lights ; 
alſo there was in wax an hundred bedemen in mourning, with their bedes in 
their hands, which did garniſh the hearſe in the place accuſtomed; alfo 
about the hearſe went a valence of black ſarſenet, fringed with black filk 
and Venice gold. Within the hearſe, over the corpſe, was a cloth of ma- 
jeſty, &c. and for the better garniſhing the ſaid hearſe, there were eight 
bannerols of his deſcent and marriages, and an hundred pencils of his bays 
and deviſes. Within the ſaid place the corpſe remained all night, the chief- 
mourner, and all other mourners, aſſiſting before their departure at a ſo- 
lemn dirge, ſung kneeling, as before rehearſed ; the abbey church, the 
choir, and porch of the ſaid church, were hung and decked with eſcutcheons 
of his arms. | 
The morning following, the mourners, and all the ſtates, aſſembled in the 
abbey church, by fix o'clock, and the chief-mourner taking his place, all 
the other mourners went to their places, and eyery man to his room, ap- 
pointed the day before. x Feral 
Soon after begun the firſt maſs, ſung by the prior of Butley, in pontifi- 
calibus, and at the offering of the ſaid maſs, lord William Howard, conducted 
by two heralds, offered the maſs penny, three ſhillings and four pence for 
the chief-mourner ; alſo the other mourners accompanied him, and when he 
had offered, conducted him to his place again; for no more offered at that 
maſs but the chief-mourner. The ſecond maſs was ſung by the abbot of 
indham, in pontificalibus, in like manner offered five ſhillings for maſs 
penny. 
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penny. The maſs of requiem, which was the high maſs, was ſung by the 
biſhop of Ely Y, in pontificalibus, the abbot of Windham“ being goſpeller, 
and the prior of Butley epiſtoler, both of them mitred; and at the time of 
offering, Garter king of arms, and Clarenceux, with the heralds of arms, 
went and conducted the chief- mourner to the offering, all the other mourners 
coming after him two by two, according to their degrees, Sir William Fynd- 
ly bearing up the chief-mourner's train; and when he was come to the 
| biſhop, the earl of Oxford delivered to the chief-mourner his offering, which 
was ten ſhillings ; ; and when he had offered, he went on the right hand of the 
biſhop, carrying the offering of all the hatchments. 

Firſt, Garter king of arms delivered to the earl of Oxford, and to the lord 
Edmund Howard, the coat of arms, which they bore between them to the 
offering : Garter going before them and offering it to the biſhop, he delivered 
it to the ſon and heir of the ſaid duke deceaſed, who delivering it to Garter, 
he ſtood holding it on the right hand of the biſhop by the ſaid duke; then 
Clarenceux king of arms, delivering the target to the lord Fitzwalter and the 
lord Willoughby ; then in like manner delivering it to the biſhop, he deli- 
vering it to the duke, who delivered it to Clarenceux, who ſtood on the left 
hand of the biſhop, holding the ſaid target. The ſword was delivered by 
Windſor herald to the lord Willoughby, and Sir Thomas Bullen, treaſurer 
of the king's houſhold, and in the ſame manner offering it to the biſhop, the 
point downwards; he delivered it to the duke, with the point upwards, who 
delivered it as before ; ; and the ceremony was uſed with the helmet and creſt, 
delivered by Richmond herald to the lord Fitzwalter and the lord Willough- 
by; then Carliſle. herald, wearing the coat of the duke deceaſed, went to 
the church door of the abbey, where he conducted a knight up to the offering, 
wearing the armour of the duke departed, riding on a courſer trapped with 
fine cloth of gold, garniſhed with his arms, bearing in his hand the ſaid 
duke's axe, with the point downwards, and ſo riding to the choir door, the 
horſe led between the. ſon and heir of the ſaid Fitzwalter, and the ſon and 
heir of Rice ap Thomas, kut. then came to the ſexton of the abbey, chal- 
lenging the ſaid horſe for his fee, on which the knight alighted, and was led 
up to the offering by the two who led his horſe ; and Carliſle herald going 
before him, he offered the axe to the biſhop with the point downwards, who 
delivered it to Carliſle, , who ſtood and held the ſaid axe on the right band 


of the biſhop, by Garter king of arms.

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Then the officers of arms holding till the hatchments, the kings of arms 
and heralds in their places, until all the mourners had offered two and two, 
according to their ſtates, and ſo conveyed to their places again by an officer 
of arms; then the head officers of the houſhold, the ſteward, treaſurer, and 
comptroller offered, and after them all others, &. When thoſe ceremo- 
nies were over, Garter and Clarenceux kings of arms, with the heralds, de- 


parted with hatchments, placing them in the veſtry, till ſuch time as it was 


convenient they ſhould be ſer up, which Clarenceux and Carliſle appointed: 
having done that, the kings of arms and heralds went for the chief-mourner, 
with the rgſt of the mourners, and brought them into the veſtry, and there 
delivered to them certain rich palls of cloth of gold, which were offered 
to the hearſe in this manner, viz. Garter delivered to the duke of Norfolk 
four palls, then Clarenceux delivered to the earl of Oxford three palls, to 
the lord Fitzwalter two, and the lord Willoughby two; thoſe noblemen 
were conveyed by the kings of arms and heralds to the hearſe, and there 


offered them, the loweſt in degree offered firſt, After all thoſe ceremonies 


were performed, doctor Macrell, abbot of Whitle * monaſtery, befides Aln- 
wick, began the funeral ſermon, which laſted neat an hour, and after the 
ſermon the biſhop of Ely made an end of maſs; then the biſhop came from 
the altar in his pontificals, and with him two prelates mitred, who went 
about the hearſe, ſaying the ufual ſervice ; that done, Garter and Claren- 
ceux conveyed the chief-mourner, with the reſt of the mourners, to their 
chambers. After the mourners were departed, the biſhop went to conſe- 
crate the vault where the noble corpſe was to be laid, and ſaid the accuſtomed 
ſervice. 

Then the biſhop calling to him Carliſle herald, told 2 now is the time 


to declare the deeds of this noble prince. Then Carliſle began, and faid as 


he had done at every dirge and ſervice, for the ſoul of the right noble and 
mighty prince, Thomas duke of Norfolk, marſhal of England, and late 
treaſurer of the ſame, counſellor to the king our ſovereign lord, knight and 
companion of the noble order of the gatter. Then fix gentlemen were ready 
who took him from under the hearſe, and laid him into his tomb, the biſhop 
ſaying the uſual ſervice; after which, he took a ſpade into his hand, and 
throwing a little earth on the noble corpſe, he tarried till the head officers 
had broken their ſtaves over the grave, and thrown them therein, at which 
were great lamentations ; and before the biſhop departed, he threw holy

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water on the grave. There were delivered in alms, at the maſs of requiem, 
to poor people, in pence and two-pences, one hundred pounds. To prieſts 
for ſinging maſs in the abbey, and in other churches, in number three hun- 
dred, to every one twelve · pence and his dinner. On the day of interment. 
was a magnificent entertainment, conſiſting of four hundred meſſes, as ap- 
peareth by the account books. Alſo were therein noted nineteen hundred 
perſons, who had liveries of black cloth, in gowns and coats. The whole 
charge amounted to thirteen hundred and forty pounds. 


Upon the monument of this noble duke was the following inſcriptiön: : 


For as moche as it is wryttyn in the epitaphe aboute the tombe here 
preſent, of the high and mighty prince, Thomas, late duke of Norfolke, 
after his diſcent from his noble anteceſſours, declared in the ſame in wrytynge, 
whych is alſo ſet out in armes about the tombe. That will ſe farther of hys 
lyvyng and ſervyce doon by hym to hys pryncis, and of hys honorabyl de- 
pertyng out of thys worlde, ſchall reforte and loke in thys table.“ 


Fyrſt you ſchall know the ſeid duke was in hys younge age, after he had 
been a ſufficient ſeaſon at the gramer ſchole, henckman to kynge Edward 
the 1111. and was then callid Thomas Howard, ſon and heire to Sir John Ho- 
ward, Knight, after lord Howard, and after that duke of Norfolke of right 
enherytaunce; and the ſeid Thomas Howard, whan he was at mannes age, 
was wyth dyvers other gentlemen of Englond, ſent to Charles duke of Bur- 
gon in the begynnyng of the warres between kyng Lewes of Fraunce, and 
the ſeid duke Charles, and ther contenuyd unto the end of the ſeid warres, 
to his greate prayſe and thankes, as well of kyng Edward hys owne ſovereyne 
lord, as of the ſeid duke Charles. And after the warres doon betwixt the 
ſeid kynge Lewes and the ſeid duke Charles, than the ſeid Thomas Howard 
retorned into Englond, unto kyng Edward hys ſovereyn lord, and he made 
hym immediately eſquier for Lys body; and he was abowte him at hys makyng 

redy, both evenynge and mornynge; and afterwarde he made hym knyghte 
at the maryage of the duke of Yorke, kynge Edward his ſeconde fan ; and 
ſo he was wyth the ſeid Edward in all his buſyneſſe, as well at Lincoln ſchire 
Feld, and at the tyme of Banbergfeld, as at all other hys buſynes, and alſo 
at ſuche tyme as the ſame kynge was taken by the earl of Warwyke at War- 
wyke, befor hys eſcape and departyng into Flaunders, 
And after the kynges depertyng into Flaunders, for that the cooſtis of 
Englond were ſo ſett for depertyng of and other his ſervauntis and friendes, 
the ſeid Thomas was dryvin of force to take ſayntwary of ſeynt Joannes in 

Colcheſter for the true ſervice he bare unto kynge Edward; and at the ſeid 
2. 815 e kynges 
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kynges retourne out of Flaunders, the ſeid Sir Thomas Howard reſortyd 
unto hym, and went wyth bym to Barnet Feld, and ther was ſore hurte. 
And after whan kynge Edward went into Fraunce wyth hys army ryall, he 
ſent thether- before divers gentilmen, and that rhe ſeid Sir Thomas Howard 
had good experience as well in his being with Charles duke of Burgon, as in 
dyvers feldis and buſynefles with the ſeid kynge Edward, he had therfor com- 
mandment to go over with them, for hys advyſe and counſell, tyll the ſeid 
kynge came over; and whan kynge Edward and kynge Lewes mette at the 
barriars upon the ry ver of Soin, and the ſeid Sir Thomas Howard was wyth 
kynge Edward, at the barriars wyth the kyngis commauntment, and no mo 
men, ſave only the chaunceller of Englodd, the chaunceller of Fraunce, 
and Sir John Cheney. 

And after the kingis coming into Englond, the ſeid Sir Thomas Howard 
obteynyd licence of the kynge to lye in Norffolke at an howſe whych he had 
yn ryghte of my lady his wyffe, callyd Aſhewellethorpe, and ther de laye 
and kepte an honorabyl howſſe, in the favour of the hoote ſchire, durynge 
the lyffe of the ſeid kynge Edward, and at that tyme, and longe after, my 
lord hys father was alyve. 

After kynge Edward was ded and bugs Edward the fyſts his ſonne; than 
kynge Richard was kyng. And than the forſeid Sir Thomas Howard was 
his ſubgette; and for that the yonge duches of Norffolke, whyche was very 
heire therunto, was ded without yflue; and the lord Howard, father to the 
ſeid Thomas Howard, was ryghtfulle heir to the fame offe former diſcent, 
was creatte duke of Norffolke, and he creatt erl of Surrey; and ſo they both 
ſervyd the ſeid kynge Richard truly as hys ſubgettis duryng hys lyffe, lieng 
at home in their owne cowntrys, and kepyng honorabyl howſes. And they 
went wyth hym to Boſworthe feld, wher the ſeid kynge Richard was ſlayne, 
and alſo the ſeid duke of Norffolke, and the forſeid erl hurte, and taken 
upon the feld, and put in the tower of London, by kynge Henry VII. and 
ther continued thre yeeres and an halfe; in whych tyme of hys being in the 
tower, the ſame kynge Henry had a feld with the erl of Lincoln in Notyng- 
ham ſchire, beſydes Newarke, and the leefftenant of the tower came to the 
ſeid erl, and profferred to hym the keyes to goo out at hys pleſure ; and he 
anſwered hym ageine, that he wolde nat depert thens, unto fuche tyme as 
he that commaunded hym thether, ſhulde commaunde hym owtc ageyn, 
whych was kynge Henry VII. but charged the leeſſtenaunt upon his allegy- 


aunce yf the kynge war on live to brynge hym ther, as the kynge was, to 


thentente he myghte do hys grace ſervyce, and after that for the true and 


OY ſervice that the ſeid kynge — herd of hym doon to hys other 
prince; 
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prince; and alſo that he ſawe himſelf, he dide on Boſworth feld, and for the 
great prayſe and truth that he herd of him whills he was priſoner, and that 
he wold nat, thoughe he had libertie, come oute of the tower at the erl of 
Lincolns teld, he _ DFW out to hys preſence, and to be aboute hys owne 
erſon. 

f And wythin ten weekes after 1 comynge out of the tower, ther was an 
inſurrection in the northe, by whom the erl of Northombrelond was ſleyne in 
the feld, and alſo the citee of Yorke wonne with afawte by force; and for 
the ſubduing of thoſe rebells, the kynge aſſembled a grote of hys ſubgettis, 
and toke hys journey towards them from the caſtell of Hertford 3 and the 
ſeid erl of Surrey made chief captayn of hys voward, and apoyackd under 
hym in the ſeid voward, the erl of Shrewesbury, the lord Haſtyngs, Sir 
William Stanley, than being the kyngs chamberlayne, Sir Rice ap Thomas, 
Sir Thomas Bowſer, Sir John Savage, Sir John Ryſeley, and dyvers others; 
and whan thys | jorney was doon, the captayns of theſe rebelles, and many 
other of them were put to execution; and for the ſinguler truſte the kynge 
had to the ſeid erl, and the activity that he ſawe yn hym, he left hym in the 
northe, and made hym hys leefftenaunt generall from Trent northwarde, 
and warden of the eſt and myddyl marſhes of Englond, againſt Scotlond, 
and juſtice of che foreſts fiom Trent north ward, and ther he continued ten 
yeres, and kepte the countrey in pece wyth policy and many paynes takyng, 
without which it wolde nat have been, for that the countrey had been ſo 
lately poniſhed, and nat wythoute deſert, and thus he dide the hoole tyme of 
ten yere, ſaving i in the ſeconde yere of hys beinge, ther was an inſurrection 
in the weſt parte of the countrey, wyth whom the ſeid erl wyth the helpe of 
thekynges true ſubgettis foughte in the feld, and ſubdued them at Akworth, 
beſides Pomfrette; and beſides dyyers- of them that were ſlayne in the feld, 
he toke the captains and put them to execution, and the reſidue he ſued to 
the kynge's highneſs for ther pardones, whych he obteinyd, and wanne 
t herby the favour of the countrey. And in the ſame yere the kynge went 
over the ſee, and layd ſiege to Bolayn, the ſeid erl than remayninge ther 
notwythitohdynge that he was apoyntyd to have gone wyth the kynge, and 
had gon, but for the lightneſſe of the peple ther, wherfor he was left be- 
hynde, both for the ſavegard of the countrey, and for defending of the realme 
for the ſinguler truſte that he had unto hym. 

And ſone after ther was warre wyth the Scottis, and For that the ſeid erl 
wuld be in a redynes to defend them, he went to Anwyke, and ther lay to the 
defence of the borders; and in hys owne perſonne: made à wynter rood into 
Tividale, and ther brent ther houſes, own ther corne to the greteſt loſſe aud 
* Empoveryſhs 
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empovoryſhmonte of the countrie, that Was doon ther in an hundredthe yer 
befor ; and after that the kynge of Scattig i in his one perſan, and one Parkyn 
wyth hym invaded thys realme of Englond wythe à grete power, and layd 
ſeege to Northam caſtell. And aſſoon as he herd that the ſeid erl was 
comyng towards by m, he depertyd and fled into Scotland wyth all the ſpeed 
he myght. And in the ſame ſommer after, the ſeid exl made another rood 
into Scotlond, and layd ſeege to tlie caſtell of Heiton, and .dyd race and 
pulle downe the ſeid caſtelle, the kynge of Scottis with the puiſſaynce of hys 
realm looking upon it; pod. the er] had 720 then paſs eight 9 nine thopſand 
men wyth hym. 
And than the kynge & Scattis ſent unto che ſeid eri Lion hys herald for 
to require bataile, whych was grauntyd by the ſeid erl, ſeying unto the 
ſeid herolg, that for as mochę as he Was an offycer of armes ſent from the 
kynge hys maſter | to require batale, and he leefftengunt to the kynge his 
maſter graunted therunto, , and ſeid it was a contracte and a full bargain 
quicke could not be brokyn, but in the defaute of oon of them, and pro- 
miſed by the fayth that he bare to God, and to St. George, and to the 
kynge hys maſter, he wolde fulſil hys promeſſe, and if the kynge hys maſter 
brake, it ſhpld be as moche to hys diſhonor and reproche as ever had prince, 
and quęn the harrold had herd thys anſwere, and ſaws. weall the ſeid erl was 
 clexely determined to fyghte ; he ſeid unto hym, Sir, the kynge my maſter 
ſendeth you word, that for eſchewyng of effuſyon of qhriſten blood, he will 
be contentyd to fyght wyth you hande to hande for the towne of Berwicke, 
and the fyſhgarthis on the weſt manches,. yf he wynne you in bataile; and 
yf ye wynne hym in bataile, .yau to have a kynges raunſom. Mherunto the 
: ſeid er], made anſwere, that be thanked, bys-grace that he wolde put hym to 
ſo moche honour, that he being a kyng anointed wolde ſighte hande to 
hande wyth ſo poore a man as he, howbeit he ſeid; he wolde nat: deceyve 
hys grace, for he ſeid though he wanne-hym in batayle; he quas never the 
nerer to Berwicke nor to Fyſhgarthis, for he had no ſuche commyſſyon 
ſo to do. Hys commyſſyon was zo do the kynge of Scottis all the harme 
he coude, and ſo he had don, and wolde do, &c. and bad hym ſhewe unto 
the kynge hys maſter, that whan the jorney was don, he wolde fyghte quith 
him on horsback, or on fote, at pleſur, at any place he wolde beef 
appoynt, yf the kynge oy maſter wolde giff him n dc. 
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And after that the kynge ſent him into Scotlond as chief commyſſyoner, 
wyth ladie Margarett hys doughter, to be married to the forſeid kynge of 
Scottis, whyche kynge att the tyme of the ſeid erls being ther, entertayned 
hym as thankfully and favourably as coude be thought. Notwythſtanding 
anie diſpleaſures doon to hym by the ſeid erle in the warres before. And 
alſo the ſeid kynge ſeid then unto him, that he loved him the better for ſuch 
ſervice as he had doon before to the kynge hys father kynge of Englond, 
though the hurt was doon to him and his realm, and he gave to hym then at 
hys depertyng great gyfts. And at the coming home agayn of the ſeid erle 
for the truſte that the kynge our ſoverayn lord had to hym, hys grace made 
him one of his executors. And after the dethe of kynge Henry VII. kynge 
Henry VII. made him lykewyſe of his prevy counſayll, and ſtyll contenuyd 
treaſurer of Englond, and made hym bygh marſhalle of the ſame; and for 
the ſingular truſte that the kynge had aſwell to hys truthe as to hys wyſdome 
and acty vyte, at hys going into Fraunce wyth hys puiſſaunce, havyng wyth 
hys highnes. the moſte parte of hys nobles of thys relme, lefte the ſeid erl 
wyth a certayn power yn the northe partes, and made hym lyvetenaunte 
generall from Trent, northward, to defend the realme agaynſte the kyng of 
Scottis, whom hys hyghnes had no truſte unto for cauſe of the leeg betwixte 
Fraunce and them, in caſe the ſeid kynge wulde invade thys hys relme, 
whyche he dide indeede, contrarie to hys othe and promiſe, wyth the hoole 
power of the realme of Scotlond, whyche when the ſeid erl herd of, he made 
as grete haſte towards him as he coulde, wyth the kynges power of the north 
partes, and toke hys lodgyng in the cammpe or plain callyd Wollar-Haugh, 
in the countie of Northumberlond, whych was in the ſighte of the kynge of 
Scottis, and of all his armie, then lying on Floddon Hill, a grounde more 
like a campe or forteres, than any meete grounde to give batayle on, con- 
trary to hys promes made to the purſevaunte at armes, before ſent unto hym 
from the ſeid erle wyrh meſſage, that the ſeid erle wyth the lord Howard 
then Admirell of Englond hys ſon, and the nobyll men of the north partis, 
wyth other the kyngis ſubjettis of the ſame northe partis, was come thedir to 
repreſſe and reſiſte hys invaſyons of his ſoverayn lordis relme, deſiryng the 
ſeid kynge of Scottis to give him batay le, whych hys meſſage the ſame kyng 
of Scottis toke very thankfullie and joyfullie, promiſyng hym to abide ther 
on the ſame grounde wher he than was, whyche hys promes he broke as is 
| aforſeid, and toke Floddon Hills, a grounde impregnabyl, and ſhot at bym 
hys grete ordenaunce, wher as he lay lyke one mynded to kepe yt lyke a 
7 forteres, 
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farteres, and whan the ſeid erle id perceive. 1 ot had brokin hys pro- 
mis, and takyn ſo ſironge a grounde as Floddon Hills, he than the ſeid erl 


removed all hys batayle into a Plain befidis Barmer Wood, to thentente to 
get betweene him and hys ; OWNE 1 relme of Scotlond, and ther lodged but one 


yyghte, and on the. nexte, mornynge toke hys paſſage over the water of 
2 at Twyfulle; Forxhe, and than he marched che ſeid kynge and 
his oſte in ſuche manner as he gat between him and hys owne relme of Scot- 
lond, by force whereof the ſeid kynge was fain to leve hys campe, and to 
prepare himſelf to batayle wyth the ſeid erle on a hill beſides Bramſton in 
Northumbrelond very nere unto Sandy ford, wher the ſeid erle wyth the 
good aſſiſtauns of the nobyllmen, and the power of the ſeid north partys 
fought wyth the ſei d Eyoge and hem vanqueſhed, and flewe in playn batayle 
dyrectly befor 150 owne ſtandard. In whyche batayle ware ſlayne on the 
Scottiſbe parte 2 byſhoppes, 1 1 erlys, 17 barons, 400 knights, beſydes 
other gentilmen, wyth 1 7000 in nombre, whych ware nombred aſwell by 
Scottiſhe men as by them that did bury the moſte parte of them ; and of truth 
dyvers gentilmen and others aſwell of the feid erlys ſervaunts, as of the north 
partys, and of Cheſtir, and Lankas-ſhire ware ther flane, for hard it ys 
and half impoſſible in ſuche a 'conflite and batayle to be wanne wythowte 
loſſe of men whoſe deth may be joyed among ther frends to dye in ſo hygh a 
ſervys doon to ther prynce. | 

And thys noby] ate was doon by the helpe of Almyghtic God 1 to the hyghe 
honour wh the kynges hyghneſs, honour and prayſe to the ſeid erle and to 
all other nobylmen, and others the kynges ſubgettis that ware ther wyth 
hym at the batayle the gth day of September, in the 5th yer of our ſoverane 
lord kynge Henry the VIII. 

And thys doon, the ſeid erle went to Barwyke, to eſtabiyhe all thynges 
welle and in good order, and ſent for the ded body of the kynge of Scottis to 
Barwyke, and whan the ordynaunce of the kynge of Scottis was broughte 
out of the felde, and put in goode ſecurity, and all other thyoges i in gode 
order. Than the ſeid erle toke hys jorney toward Yorke, and ther abode 
durynge the kyngs pleſur, and caryd wyth hym the ded body of the forſeid 
kynge of Scottis, and ther Jaye unto ſuch tyme as the kynges hyghnes came 
from beyond the ſee, after hys wynnynge of Tyrwin and Torney, and than 
hys hyghnes ſent for the ſeid erle to mete him at Richmond, and ſo he did, 
and ther delyvered unto bys hyghnes the ded body of the kynge of Boomtis, 
whyche ded body was delyveryd into the Charter Hous ther, and ther to abyde 
duryng the kynges . And for the ſervice that the ſeid erle did, he was 

2 honorabylly 
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honorabylly reſtoryd unto hys right name of duke of Norfolk, and alſo had 
. geven unto hym grete poſſeſſions by the kynges hyghnes. 

And whan the warre betwixt the kynge our ſoverayn lord and the French 
kynge was ended, than the ſeid duke was fent i into Fraunce as chief commyſ- 
fyoner wyth lady Mary the kynges ſyſter, to be marryd unto the French 
kynge Lewes. And after, whan'the kynge and the queen wer both out of 
the relme, to mete wyth the French kynge Frauncys at Guynes, and the 
prynces remaynyng in the relme beyng a chylde, che ſeid duke was left be- 
hinde as protecter and defender to mynyſter juſtyce, and to ſee good rule 
and goyernaunce in the relme, in the abſence of the kynges highnes, and ſo 

contenuyd abowte the kynge, and of bys ryvy counſall, till he was of the 

age of eightie yeers, and then the kynges k yghnes was contente that the ſeid 
duke ſhulde go home unto hys;owne countrey unto the caſtell of Framlyng- 
ham, wher he contenuyd and kepte an honourabyl hows unto the hour of 
hys deth, and ther he dyed lyke a good chryſten e I -now to wytnes, 
whoſe ſowle Jeſu pardon. 

TM hys depertyng oute of Framlyngham caſtell as bys buryalle, he 
cude nat be aſked one grote for hys debte, nor for reſtitution. to any perſon, 
and ſo was had to this preſent abby of Thetford wyth moche honour, ac- 
companyd wyth many grete lordes and nobylmen of both ſchires of Norfolk 
and Suffolk. 

Levyng then living theſe his children herafter namyd, chat is to ſeie, hys 
ſon and heire the lord Thomas duke of Norfolk, the lord Edmund Howard, 
the lord William Howard, and the lord Thomas Howard, wyth Elizabeth 
wiffe to the viſct. Rocheford, the lady Agnes countes of Oxenford, the lady 
Catherine eſpouſed to the heire of Sir Rice Ap Thomas of Wales, the lady 


Elizabeth eſpouſed unto the viſct. Fitz Waters ſon and heire, and the lady 
Dorothy, then being, not married, wok left for r her right B99} ſubſtaunce to 


marry her with.

' Barn Shift, and part of Red Caſtle Shift, are all and every of them common 
to the town of Thetford when having no corn upon them; but if ſown, then 
are they common from harveſt to the next ſeed time. The faid inhabitants 


have a right to take hawm or ſtubble from off any of the above-named ſhifts, 
but are to carry it away by bundles upon their backs, and not otherwiſe. 
The chanons farm at any time may fetch haum or ſtubble from the aboveſaid

The remaining ſhifts are all of them ſeveral to the chanons farm; by the 
word ſeveral in this and the following caſes is meant no perſon have oy

Upon Barnham Croſs Common, i. e. from Barnham Croſs to Nunns Bridge, 
the chanons farm have a right to feed their ſheep from Chriſtmas day to the 
May day following.

The following account of the erecting a chapel to the Virgin Mary on, tlie 
north ſide of the abbey church, is tranſlated from the manufcript hiſtory 
of John Bramis, monk of Thetford priory, in Bennet college library, 
marked I. x. WT | 
4 HIL E the epiſcopal ſee was in the church of St. Mary in the town of 
Thetford, there was an image of the Bleſſed Virgin in the ſaid 
church, which was removed to the church of the monks, and placed over the 
high altar, being the moſt honourable ſituation they could aſſign to it. In 
proceſs of time that ancient image was taken down, and careleſsly laid in an 
obſcure part of the church, as if totally forſaken, and in its place was fixed 
another image of greater elegance and beauty. It is an” indiſputable fact, 
and publicly known through all the provincial churches, that there was 
a certain mechanic in the town of Thetford, who laboured under an in- 
curable' diſeaſe for a long time, inceſſantly praying to the Blefſed Virgin 
for the reſtoration of his health. While he-was repeating his importunities, 
the Virgin appeared to him in a viſion of the night, and addrefſed him 
thus : If thou defireſt to obtain thy health, ariſe without delay, and tell the 
prior of my houſe to build a chapel to the honour of my name on the north 
fide of the church near that which hath been lately repaired. But the 
mechanic conſidered the whole as no more than illuſions of fancy, there- 
fore Paid no farther regard to the divine command. The Bleſſed Virgin re- 
peated her injunction three times ſucceſſively, which at laſt induced the me- 
chanic to infer, that there muſt be ſomething more than ordinary in what had 
happened ; he therefore went to the prior and informed him of the extraor- 
dinary event. When the prior had heard the wonderful circumſtance the 
man related, he was filled with trembling and aſtoniſhment, and by that reve- 
lation was induced to come to a reſolution to build a chapel of timber. 

After a ſhort time had elapſed, the man returned to the prior, and in- 
formed him, that it was not the will of the Virgin to have a timber chapel, 
but that it ſhould be built with ſtone and cement. He alſo ſhewed him 
where it ſhould be erected, and its dimenſions. At another time the man re- 
turned with deſign of having further converſation with the prior, .who then 
happened to be. abſent. The man upon that diſappointment made himſelf 
known to an ancient devout man who reſided in the monaſtery. As they 

ES” were 
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were converſing together, the man directed the attention of the monk to the 
figure of a croſs, which appeared on a certain ſtone, and was admir- 
ably decorated with gems and gold. It viſibly appeared for the ſpace of two 
hours to all who were defirous to ſee the wonderful phenomenon ; and it was 
upon that ſtone the principal column of the 'chapel was to he placed. 


But the prior, after _ his return, (for ſome nn cs deſerted. erecting. the 
chapel as he was commanded, — 


The Virgin appeared alſo to a woman in the town in the * wanner as 
ſhe had done to the man, commanding her to go to a devont monk of this 
monaſtery, and injoin him to excite the prior to haſten the building of her 
chapel, without preſuming to form any excuſe to the contrary; but the wa- 
man paid no regard to the viſion, and neglected to obey the command. 
The Bleſſed Virgin, ever mindful of her purpoſe, returned to the woman in 
the night, and ſharply reproved her for her negligence and diſobedience, 
and with her hand touched and fo diſabled the woman's arm, that ſhe entirely 
loſt all uſe of it. 

Being thus deſervedly aflited, and cordially lamenting her negligence, 
the went with all poſſible ſpeed to the foreſaid monk, and with ſighs and 
tears related the whole of what the Virgin ſaid and did to her. The pious 
monk was moved to compaſſion by her complaint, and from a principle of 
dene volence adviſed her to procure an arm of wax, and make an offering of 
it to the Bleſfed Virgin. When that was done, the ule of her arm was re» 
ſtored, and became whole as the other. 

The evangeliſt Luke fays, that no man ſhould light a candle and ſet it 
under a buſhel, but upon a candleſtick, that it may give. light, &c. Therefore 
to the great praiſe of the mother of God, and veneration of ſaints, with the 
greateſt reverence and devotion are recommended to the attention of the 
faithful the moſt holy reliques found in the bead of the image, which was 
placed by the prior in the chapel erected to the honour of the Bleſſed Virgin, 
and which was lately repaired. At the firſt erecting of that chapel, the prior 
was deſirous, to the utmoſt of his ability, to increaſe the deyotion of the peo- 
ple to the glorious Virgin, and to that purpoſe he cauſed her image to be new 
Painted and ornamented, which. for ſome time paſt had been laid in an ob- 
fcure place near the chapel. 


When the painter had cleanſed the image from the decayed paint that 
was upon it, he found a ſilver plate faſtened to the crown of the head. Be- 
ing ſurprized at the unuſual appearance, without proceeding any farther, 
he ſent for the prior, who came, and was ſhewn the plate of ſilver that was 
faſtened to the head. The prior, hoping to receive ſome gift of God, 
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all the monks and ot' ers together, and in the preſence of all, took off the 
plate with his own hand, and found in the head the reliques of many ſaints 
wrapt in lead, with their names engraved thereon, all which remain in the 


chapel to this day, and are held in great veneration. 


There was a woman in Thetford who had an infant fix months old, whom ſhe 


one night unfortunately overlaid, ſo that when ſhe awaked ſhe found her in- 


fant dead. Being almoſt diſtracted for its unhappy fate, ſhe immediately took it 
up in her arms and ran to the church of the monks, and laid it before the 
image of the bleſſed Virgin; then weeping and ſcourging herſelf, implored 
the glorious Virgin to reſtore her child to life. When her prayers were end- 
ed, the infant began to revive and ſeemed likely to live, for which ſhe con- 
gratulated herſelf, and joytully returned to her houſe. 

There was another woman in Thetford, who laboured under daily infirmity, 
till ſhe was almoſt brought to the grave; and what is wonderful to be 
heard, ſhe was ſeized in her tongue in ſuch a manner, that it was drawn 
back into her throat, ſo that ſhe had loſt all uſe of ſpeech and power of 
moving her tongue, but had the uſe of her other members. 

While ſhe was in that ſtate, ſome benevolent perſons gave her a ſmall ſum 
of money, and for the recovery of her health, endeavoured to perſuade her 
to go to Woolpit, and there offer it to the image of the glorious Virgin; but 
the woman pave figns of reluctance, and pointed with her hand to the 
monaſtery of the monks. Her friends and benefactors perceiving her incli- 
nation, adviſed her to offer the money ſhe had received to the image of the 
Virgin which was in the chapel of the monaſtery of the monks, which cha- 
pel was lately repaired by the prior. Immediately after the woman had made 
an end of offering, the uſe of her tongue was reſtored, and ſhe ſpake im- 
mediately, bleſling and Praiſing God and his glorious mother. The manner 
of the woman's receiving her ſpeech was thus: While ſhe was praying 
before the altar over which the image ſtood, a perſon like unto the image 
appeared, and miraculouſly with her hand drew back the woman's tongue 
from her throat. To the praiſe of God ſhe was reſtored to her wonted 
health in that wonderful manner; and for that gracious and ſelf-evident- mi- 
racle, ſhe vowed that during the remainder of her life ſhe would keep a lamp 
burning before the image.” 

The monk has prefaced his account of anvthier mivicls in this manner, 
< I have thought proper to relate a moſt remarkable miracle, becauſe of 
its tendency to exemplify the mercy of God, and to exhibit the praiſe of his 
mother, and js. moſt worthy of pablic attention ; for whatever tends to the 


hed of God, or relates to his mother, is not to be concealed or denied, but 
Llils to 
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to be received as matter, of fact. William Heddrich,. junior, carpenter, and 
Ifabell his wife, lived i in, a town of Norfolk, called Hockhar ; z they had a 
child three years old, Who in harveſt time was carried with them into the 
field, as was cuſtomary with peaſants who went to their day labour. On a 
certain day, about ſun: ſetting, the child happened to be lleepy, and actually 
fell into a ſound ſleep on the edge of the field where his parents were reaping. 
In the duſk of the Evening : a man driving his cart along that ſide of the 
field where the child lay, unfortunately the wheel went over the child' J 
head, unknown to the driver, and killed him on the ſpot ; z. the father of the 
child was following the cart when that accident happened; he took the child 
up in his arms, and finding him dead, and beſmeared with his own blood, 
he made bitter lamentations; he then ran to an eminent ſurgeon in the lame 
town, who had healed many that laboured under various infirmities, by the 
ſovereign efficacy of bis medicines. — 

After the ſurgeon had minutely examined the child, he found. no ſymptom 
of life, but he adviſed the father to carry it home, and the next day to 
prepare for its funeral. When the father had heard the opinion of the ſur- 
geon, and was convinced that he was deprived of his child; with heart full of 
grief he took up the corpſe and went to his houſe, and. delivered it to his wife, 
that ſhe might lay it on the bed. Then he aſſembled his friends and neigh- 
bours together, in order to watch that night, as was cuſtomary before a fu- 
neral. Being thus met, they devoted themſelves to watching, and with the 
greateſt ardour of devotion prayed to the bleſſed mother of God, vowing that 
if by her interceſſion the child ſhould be reſtored to life, they would go on a 
pilgrimage naked to the image of the bleſſed Virgin i in the church of the 
monks in Thetford, and there make the uſual offering. When they had made 
an end of their prayers and vows, about midnight the child revived. Thoſe 
that were preſent, when they beheld the happy effect of their prayers, vows, 
and promiſes, praiſed and bleſſed God. And to perform their vows, they 
took the child and carried it before the image of the bleſſed Virgin, and ful- 


filled the obligation they had put themſel ves under.“ 


Having mentioned the reliques that were found in the head of the image, 
the following letter gives a full account of them. It begins thus, © To 
the eminent father, Stephen, prior of the church of Thetford, William the 
humble miniſter of the church of A OP of — wiſheth health and 
' paternal rexerence. 

It is that charity which is not hiess PER ſeeketh not t her own * 
but thoſe of others, that diſpoſeth me to do to you what I would not to our 


biſhop, or to any other man, upon account of the holy religion and ſtrict 


1 obſervances 
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obſervances of its ſacred rites, which I have heard of many to be main- 
tained in your church. This I do at the requeſt of my lord Hugh Bigot, 


and the devout ſupplication of Ralf your monk. 
. I ſend to you of the ſacred reliques tranſmitted to our church from the 


moſt holy ſepulchre of our Lord, viz. of the purple robe of our Lord; of the 


girdle of St. Mary, the Lord's mother ; of the Lord's fepatchre ; of the 
rock of Calyary; of the ſepulchre of St Mary ; of the Lord's manger; of 
the earth found in the ſepulchre of St. John the Evangeliſt ; of St. George. 
This I do with the intent, that the remembrance of thofe ſaints m_ be more 
religiouſly celebrated in your church. 

The foreſaid holy reliques and others are pledges of many ſaints, viz. of 
St. Vincent the martyr ; St. Leodgar the martyr ; the hair of St. Agnes, 
virgin and martyr ; of St. Barbara, virgin and wartyr ; St. Gregory; St. 
Leonard; St. Jerom: and of the wooden coffin, in which St. Edmund, 
| king and martyr, was found entire after many years, appearing as if alive, 
and at preſent lies in the ſame. Alſo the wooden coffin of St. Etheldred, in 
which, after eleven years, ſhe was found undecayed, appearing only as in a 
ſleep. Of the grave cloaths of St. Lazarus, and of his ſepulchre, and of 
many others whoſe merits and names God knows, but we, out of regard to 
truth, ſhould not preſume to mention. All - thoſe reliques were laid up in 
the ſaid image of the holy mother of God, which Ralf by his great dili- 
gence and application had cauſed to be procured, and many other attendant 
leſſer images. Alſo the tabernacle, which was elegantly adorned with gold, 
precious ſtones, and paintings. He alſo, in conjunction with Ralf of Caen, 
a beloved friend, influenced lady Matilda of Saxmundham, a friend 
and ſiſter, to ſet up the image of the Virgin in the refectory. The ſaid Ralf, 
the monk, for his labours, zeal, and diligence, for many years, was ap- 
pointed to have his anniverſary 1 for ever in this church on the ides of 
October. |

The ſupplication of J. B. relative to this priory, 


HEWETH to your holineſs, that J. B. of B. clerk, keeper of the 
jewels, and chamberlain of the Exchequer to the king of England, that 
ſince the ſirſt foundation of the priory of the blefſed Mary, and of the monks 
of Thetford, of the Cluniac order, in the dioceſe of Norwich, the follow- 
ing churches, viz. Bradley, Framlingham Magna, Kelſhale, Forncet, Lop- 
ham, Hengham, Hethill, Syleham with the chapel, and Offeton in the 
dioceſe of Norwich, whoſe rents and profits amounted yearly to 282 marks 
ſterling, all which were given by the founders of the ſaid priory, by the au- 
thority of the chief pontifs, your predeceſſors, for the ſupport of the priot 
and monks there ſerving God, were given and granted for their own 
proper uſe, and confirmed by the kings of England, as in the writings of the 
founders of this monaſtery doth more plainly appear; of which churches, 
the priors and*monks of the ſaid priory for the rime being never had poſ- 
feſſion, not even of a part, though they uſed all diligence to obtain it. The 
other poſſeſſions of the ſaid priory, which at preſent they enjoy, by peſti- 
lence, barrenneſs, and other misfortunes, are ſo much decreaſed, that they 
are utterly diſabled to fupport hoſpitality, or defray the expences of the ſaid 
priory, ſo that every year they accumulate large debts. The ſaid J. B. obſerv- 
ing the many other misfortunes of the ſaid priory, for the particular regard 
and eſteem he had for the order and place aforeſaid for a long time, and now 
has, 18 deſirous with proper caution and reverence, that the faid monaſtery 
may be relieved as much as poſſible. The ſaid J. B. farther ſupplicates your 
holineſs, as you ſhall judge meet, to influence and command the reverend 
fathers, the archbiſhop of Canterbury, the biſhops of Bath and Wells, and 
the abbot of Waltham of the order of St. Auſtin, and official of the court 
of Canterbury, either jointly or ſeperately, that the foreſaid churches, or 
others, of which the ſaid J. B. has, or may have the right of patronage, or 
may acquire for the ſaid priory, whoſe fruits and profits do not exceed 150 


marks yearly, may be appropriated and added to the ſaid monaſtery, and the 
manks there ſerving God.

MPRIMIS. He willed that Margaret his wife ſhould have all his lands and 

tenements, meadows, feedings, paſtures, foldcourſes, water-mills, with all 
and ſingular to them belonging in the town and fields of Ewſton, as they de- 
fcended to him by right of inheritance and fee of talliage, and all his ſheep- 
feeding in the town and fields aforeſaid, during the term of her life. Alſo 
he wills and requeſts, that the ſaid manor, after her deceaſe, together with 
the ſaid ſheep, may be granted to William his ſon. Alſo he willed the ſaid 
Margaret to have all his lands, tenements, &c. &c. in Quydenham, until 
William his ſon be married; and when that happen, then he willed that he 


may have and enjoy all, &c. &c. in the town and fields of Quydenham, to 


hold to him and his heirs for ever. Alſo the ſaid John willed that the 
prior of the monks of St. Mary in Thetford may hold his manor of Lyn- 
ford, with all thereto. belonging, according to the contract made, for eight 
fcore marks of lawful money of England, out of which the ſaid John aſſigned 
forty marks to the prior and convent of the ſame place, to keep his anniver- 
fary yearly as long as the forty marks ſhall laſt; to every monk that is a 
presbyter 12d. and to every monk not being a presbyter 6d. on the day of his 
anniverſary, Alſo he willed that Thomas his ſon ſhould have the reſidue of 
the eight ſcore marks to purchaſe another manor ov meſſuage of the value 
of ſix ſcore marks, in the room and ſtead of the ſaid manor of Lynford, to 
him and his heirs for ever. Nevertheleſs the ſaid John willed that Mar- 
garet his wife and William his ſon. ſhould be guardians to the ſaid Thomas, 
and managers of the faid fix ſcore marks, until he be of the age of twenty-- 
four years. Alſo he willed that Margaret his daughter ſhould have his manor 
of Illington at the time of her marriage, to hold to her and her heirs for ever, 
if ſhe ſhould happen to have any iſſue; but if otherwiſe, he willed that after 
the death of the ſaid Margaret the ſaid manor be diſpoſed of according to the: 


diſcretion of his executors, for the health of his ſoul, for the ſouls of his pa- 


rents, for the ſoul of Margaret his wife, and for the ſouls of their bene- 
factors. Alſo he willed. that Margaret his wife ſhould. have the meſſuage in 


Thetford 
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Thetford which he lately purchaſed of John Ocle, during her life. And 
after the death oſ the ſaid Margaret, he willed that the ſaid meſſuage be ſold, 
and the profits granted for the ſoul of &c. as before. But firſt of all, 
he willed that all his debts be paid, and reſtitution be made to any perſons 


who thought themſelves aggrieved and injured by him; and if any thing re- 
mained, that to be applied to pious and religious uſes.

ASC HAL, biſhop, ſervant of the ſervants of God, to the reverend bro- 

ther Herbert biſhop of Norwich, health and apoſtolical benediction. The 
authority of our office excites us to be ſolicitous for the welfare of the churches, 
and to confirm them in what is right ; therefore, moſt beloved brother, we 
confirm the decree we have made, that the monks who lead regular lives may 
aſſemble in the church of Norwich, which hath been erected and dedicated 
to the name of the Holy Trinity, through your diligence and application. 
We alſo appoint that it ſhall belong to the church which was the epiſcopal ſee at 
Teoford, during your time and that of your ſucceſſors, as it hath belonged. in 
time paſt; and that it ſhall not be lawful for any of your ſucceſſours to re- 
move thoſe men from that church, who have been educated under a mo- 
naſtic diſcipline, or take away any of their poſſeſſions or goods provided by 
you, and through your influence, by Henry king of England, and other, 
faithful, for the ſupport of the monks, or that may hereafter be added, 
if it ſo pleaſe the Lord. Thoſe monks ſhall always be obedient to the biſhop 
of Norwich, and perform all ſervices due to the epiſcopal church, as it was 
inſtituted in the church of Canterbury by the bleſſed Auſtin, and confirmed 
by oyr moſt holy predeceſſor G. . . . inſtruQor of the catholic church. 

"Alſo we have decreed that no man ſhall preſume to diſturb the peace of 
that church, or to alienate any of its poſſeſſions ; but that the whole may 
and. ſhall be preſerved for the ſupport of thoſe monks. And if any ſecular 
perfon ſhall madly cauſe any uneaſineſs to the ſaid church, at the ſawe 
time knowing this our inſtitution ; after the ſecond or third admonition, if he 
does not reform and make full ſatisfaction, he ſhall be diveſted of all power, 
honour, and dignity, and ſhall know he ſtands condemned in the divine judg- 
ment, and be ſeparated from the' moſt ſacred: body and blood of the Lord 
and redeemer Jeſus, Chriſt ; and at laſt, when his life is taken from him, 
ſhall receive condign puniſhment.

Boniface biſhop, ſervant of the ſervants of God, to perpetuate he remem- 
brance of this event. 
The honour of the ſacred religion in which our beloved ſons, the prior 
and convent of the monaſtery or priory of St. Sepulchre in Thetford, of the 
order of St. Auſtin, Norwich dioceſe, who recommend themſelves to the 
moſt high, as an obedient and induſtrious family, requires that we ſhould 
contribute, by God's affiſtance, as much as in us lieth, towards fulfilling 
their requeſts, eſpecially in thoſe inſtances wherein the welfare of the ſaid 
monaſtery or priory is promoted, and the neceſſities of the prior and convent 
are ſupplied. Hence on our part, we are inclined by the ſupplications 2 
e 
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the prior and convent that the parochial church of Greſbam in the ſaid 
dioceſe, which hath been accuſtomed hitherto to be governed by a ſecular 
presbyter, who was nominated rector, and the right of patronage and of 
preſenting is known to belong to the prior and convent as often as any va» 
cancy ſhall happen ; and the fruits, rents, profits, and all other rights, with 
their appurtenances belonging to the ſaid monaſtery or priory, according to 
common eſtimation, are of the annual value of one hundred and twenty marks 
ſterling, out of which no advantage iſſues to the prior and convent of the 
ſaid monaſtery or priory, for the time being. We, by our apoſtolical au- 
thority, and by the tenor of theſe preſents, unite, annex, and incorporate it 
for ever, that upon the reſignation or ceſſion of the preſent incumbent, or 
otherwiſe, by whatever means the ſaid church may become vacant, it ſhall 
and may be lawful for the ſaid prior and convent to take corporal poſſeſſion 
of the ſaid church, and of the rights and appurtenances aforeſaid, and by 
their own proper authority, either themſelves, or by other or others, freely 
take, for ever keep, and convert to their own uſe, the fruits, &c. of the 
ſaid church, and alſo cauſe the ſaid church to be governed and ſerved by one 
of the canons of the ſaid pribry, or by any other ſecular presbyter, x hom 
they may remove at pleaſure, and appoint another in his place. The li- 
cence of any other in this caſe is not neceſſary, for none has authority to 
make any oppoſition. i 

If any others are deſirous of making proviſion of this kind for themſelves, 
and of having other eccleſiaſtical benefices ; in thoſe caſes, they may obtain 
the general or ſpecial letters of the ſee or of its legates ; and whatever the 
iſſue be, we will that nothing from thence may ariſe to affect the foreſaid 
church; but; at: the ſame time, no objection ſhall from hence be derived to 
their obtaining other benefices, by other letters, privileges, and indulgences, 
general or ſpecial, Their not being fully expreſſed in theſe preſents, or to- 
tally omitted, ſhall have no force to prevent or deſtroy their effect. 


Alſo we will that the ſaid church be not deficient in performing all due acts 


of obedience and ſervices, and that the care of ſouls therein be not neglected. 
Alſo that the prior and convent, on account of that church, are bound to 
pay all e rights, and ſuſtain all r accuſtomed and incumbent 


charges.

That wher ther hathe bene, 
by a long contynuance within the faid towne many divers and ſundry offy- 
cers havyng diſtyncte and ſeveral! auctorytes, juryſdiccons, and powers, that 
ys to ſaye, a mayer, a coroner, a baylyf of the fraunches and his deputyc, 
whiche ys under baylyf and jaylour ther; alſo ther ys the kyngs baylyf, the 
whiche gathereth the rent of aſſyſe, and his deputye, whiche is a ſerjeant, 
whoſe offyce ys to attache by ther bodyes and goodes for dett, or eny matter 
determynable within the market courte, accordyng to the cuſtome of the 
ſayd towne, by reaſon whereof ther haithe bene great dyſcencyon, ſute, and 
debate, betwene the ſaide offycers, for the occupacion and ,uſyng of ther 
ſeverall auctorytes; for as moche as every of them hathe ſuppoſed, that the 
other have uſurped uppon him in his offyce and rome, by reaſon of whiche 
contencyon, ſtryffe, and debate, the ſaid towne is brought to ruyne and 
decaye, and ys lyke in contynuance of tyme to be utterly deſolate, except 
that ſom good polycye and provyſyon for the mayntenaunce of the comen 
welth, and for the contynuance of unyte, and concorde, and amyte, of the 
inhabitaunts therein abydyng and contynueng, be ſhortly devyſed and pro- 
vyded. Wherefore myght it lyke your good lordſhipp, the pmyſles tenderly 
to conſyder, and the rather att the contemplacions and humble interceſſyons 
and requeſts of your ſaid oratours, to be a meane for us unto our ſoveraign 
and lyge lorde, that his grace wolde be ſo good and gracyous lord unto us, 
as to graunte unto us and to our ſucceſſours, by his mooſt gracyous letters pa- 
tents, that the ſaid borowgh or town mought be incorporated by the name 
of mayer and cominaltie ; and that they may have lyke lybertye, auctoryte, 
- Jurifdiceon, and power within the ſaid towne, as the ſaid other ſeverall and

whiche ſhall be as myche in value yerely to the kyngs coffers, as the hoole 


prouffytts and advauntage of the ſaid town amountyth in any one yere, with- 
in vij yeres now laſt paſt, indefferently to be caſte and accompted with other 
yeres. And alſo your faid oratours ſhall diſcharge his grace of thoſe fees 


gyven by his letters patents to his ſaid baylyf of the lybertye, baylyf of the 


towne, and the under ſtewarde for any offyce, that they or any of them 
have to be excercyſed in the ſaid town; and alſo your ſaid oratours ſhall

E the mayor, aldermen, and co poration - of Thetford, deſire to re- 
turn you our moſt unfeigned and grateful thanks for your late ſpirited, 
eonſcientious, and unbiaſſed conduct in parliament, particularly on that moſt 
important queſtion to the liberties of us all, the ſeizure of private papers by 
the warrant of a Secretary of State, a queſtion which remaining undecided, 
muſt make every Engliſhman tremble, and which, till declared to be illegal, 
leaves the glorious Revolution imperfect. 

Your behaviour, fir, on that occaſion was worthy the unblemiſhed inte- 
grity which you have always manifeſted. Superior to bribes.or menaces, you 
have demonſtrated your civil courage to be equal to your military. You have 
fought the battles of your country againſt domeſtic and foreign enemies. We 
know your ſervices, and we have heard that they were particularly recommend- 
ed to favour by that great judge of martial merit Prince Ferdinand. Theſe 
honours, fir, cannot be taken from you ; ſome ſort of reward may be envied 
you by ſelfiſh and deſigning miniſters, who may know that you ſcorn to ſup- 
port unconſtitutional meaſures ; but your country, (and may it continue) this 
free country, in whoſe cauſe you have fought from the nobleſt and moſt difin- 
tereſted motives, will join in conferring the beſt of rewards—its applauſe.
